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INTRODUCTION. 


In*  publishing  a second  volume  of  the  Collections  of  the  South 
Carolina  Historical  Society,  a few  words  of  introduction  are  de- 
manded in  behalf  of  both  the  Printer  and  the  Publishing  Commit- 
tee. In  this  volume,  as  well  as  in  the  preceding  one,  names  of 
persons  and  places  are  spelt  irregnlarl}'  and  inconsistently,  and 
frequently,  if  present  usage  is  the  only  standard,  erroneously.  As 
we  do  not  assume  the  function  of  editors,  we  have  not  felt  authori- 
zed to  change  the  expression  of  the  manuscript,  except  in  a few 
cases  where  a mistake  palpably  exists.  We  do  not  pretend  that 
we  have  committed  no  blunders  ; but  we  have  all  studied  to  make 
the  printed  version  conform  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  manu- 
script. Sometimes  we  have  been  obliged  to  guess  at  the  names 
in  the  original.  We  can  not  assert  that  our  guesses  have  always 
been  happy. 

A large  portion  of  this  volume,  as  well  as  of  the  first,  contains 
a list  and  abstract  of  documents  from  the  State  Paper  Office  in 
London.  These  require  to  be  indexed;  but  as  the  abstract  on 
hand  is  not  yet  exhausted,  and  the  Society’s  Agent  in  London  is 
still  occupied  in  compiling  the  papers,  no  index  can  as  yet  be 
satisfactorily  executed.  A complete  index  will  make  a necessary 
and  valuable  portion  of  a future  volume,  when  the  whole  list 
shall  have  been  completed  and  printed. 

The  documents  in  this  volume  appeal  to  the  public  attention. 
Among  them  is  the  first  volume  (MS.,)  of  the  Journal  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Safety.  The  three  volumes  which  are  -wanted  to  complete 
the  history  of  the  First  Council,  have  been  (for  want  of  a society 
to  interest  itself  iu  their  preservation),  irretrievably  lost.  The 
four  volumes  of  the  Journal  of  the  Second  Council  are  in  the  pos. 
session  of  this  Society,  but  are  not  yet  published,  because  wo 
have  not  yet  had  time  to  examine  and  arrange  the  numerous 
papers  belonging  to  the  Society,  which  would  illustrate  the  Jour, 
nal.  That  the  publication  of  the  first  volume  is  made  thus  early 
is  owing  to  the  liberal  aid  of  the  Legislature.  How  soon  the 
others  may  see  the  light  will  depend  upon  the  interest  which  the

people  of  South-Carolina  may  take  in  the  preservation  and  dis- 
semination of  the  materials  of  their  own  history. 

Xo  account  of  the  Huguenot  Colony  at  New  Bordeaux,  Abbe- 
ville District,  can  be  considered  complete  without  a notice  of  the 
pastor  and  founder  of  the  Colony,  John  Louis  Gibert.  He  was 
born  in  1122,  and  died  in  August,  1113.  His  younger  brother 
was  many  years  French  Chaplain  at  St.  James;  he  afterwards 
accepted  a living  in  Guernsey,  where  he  died,  at  an  advanced 
ae:e,  in  1811.  John  Louis  Gibert  was  buried  at  Badwell,  where 
he  had  lived,  and  the  epitaph  on  the  tombstone  erected  by  his 
grandson,  will  be  read  with  interest.  It  is  the  composition  of 
Hugh  Swinton  Legare.  It  is  inserted  here  because  it  was  re- 
ceived too  late  for  insertion  in  its  proper  place  :

It  is  the  province  of  Reason  to  distinguish  between  right  and 
wrong,  and  to  deduce  from  that  distinction  rules  for  the  conduct 
of  life. 

But  Reason  itself  is  not  exempt  from  error.  Theory  and 
speculation  often  fail  in  doctrine  as  well  as  in  practice,  and  there 
are  no  errors  so  dangerous  as  the  mistakes  of  men  in  whom  the 
faculty  of  reason  is  predominant,  because  they  have  the  power, 
by  persuasion  and  argument,  of  making  those  mistakes  the 
source  of  pernicious  opinions.  Not  to  mention  the  disturbing 
influence  of  interest  and  passion,  the  seeds  of  error  are  so  thickly 
sown,  that  Reason  itself  must  lean  on  the  authority  of  Experi- 
ence. 

Many  trains  of  thought,  like  streams  that  have  no  cutler, 
terminate  in  uncertainty,  and  there  are  problems  in  moral  philo- 
sophy on  which  reason  disputes  in  vain. 

Not  individuals  merely,  but  whole  communities,  are  divided 
by  opinions  in  which  both  parties  are  equally  clear.  There  ^ 
many  a debate,  where  there  is  no  decision;  and  the  judgment 
one  age  is  often  reversed  by  the  next.  Thus  the  adherents  of 
antiquity,  under  the  name  of  Conservatives,  and  the  partisans  of 
progress,  under  the  banner  of  Reform,  wage  an  endless  war, 
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While  by  one  party  the  clouds  that  obscure  the  sky  are  hailed 
with  gladness,  as  harbingers  of  refreshing  rain,  to  other  minds 
the  troubled  atmosphere  is  filled  with  direful  portents  of  the 
coming  storm.  On  the  one  side,  'whatever  is  new  is  welcome; 
while  with  others,  truth  itself  would  be  rejected,  if  it  had  not 
the  stamp  of  antiquity. 

Though  opinion  assumes  such  various  shapes,  and  whole  armies 
are  recruited  for  the  defence  of  every  sort  of  doctrine,  they  all 
equally  appeal  to  the  authority  of  Reason;  nor  does  Reason 
spurn  the  appeal — for  they  all  draw  their  weapons  from  her 
armory;  and  neither  intellect  nor  acuteness  in  debate,  can  be 
denied  even  to  the  most  dangerous  fanatics,  or  the  wildest 
enthusiasts. 

It  is  History  that  comes  to  the  relief  of  conscience  when  per- 
plexed by  the  conflict  of  opinion;  and  furnishes  a guide  for 
conduct  and  judgment,  when  reason  is  at  fault.  It  is  to  the 
human  family  what  experience  is  to  the  individual.  Precedent 
and  example  furnish  a clue  for  arriving  at  a decision,  when  the 
mind  is  bewildered  by  a doubt.  They  show  the  difference  be- 
tween the  line  to  be  pursued,  and  that  to  be  avoided;  between 
the  way  that  leads  to  ruin,  and  that  which  conducts  to  safety; 
and  questions  which  Reason  could  not  solve,  are  silently  settled 
by  Time. 

Time,  which  is  the  destroyer  of  the  works  of  men,  gives  them 
History  in.  return  for  what  it  takes  away.  The  legacy  is  of 
inestimable  value,  but  it  has  not  always  been  transmitted 
through  faithful  hands.  The  truth,  which  it  is  the  duty  of  his- 
tory to  reveal,  is  often  clouded  with  fable.  Yet  it  is  to  the  study 
of  history  chiefly  that  we  are  indebted  fur  the  skill  that  is  neces- 
sary to  separate  the  ore  from  the  dross;  to  discriminate  between 
the  true  and  the  false;  between  the  tales  of  fiction  and  the 
phenomena  of  real  life.  In  early  times,  this  operation  was  but 
very  imperfectly  understood;  and  in  the  narratives  that  have 
come  down  from  a remote  antiquity,  truth  and  fiction  are  so  inti- 
mately blended  as  to  defy  separation.  The  credulity  with  which 
things  contrary  to  nature  and  experience  are  received,  even  by 
able  and  observing  men,  becomes  a marvel  and  problem  for  suc- 
ceeding ages,  that  cherish,  perhaps,  on  other  subjects,  opinions 
equally  at  variance  with  truth,  destined  in  their  turn,  to  be 
rejected  with  amazement  as  the  exploded  fallacies  of  an  unques- 
tioning period.  As  in  the  external  world  the  senses  are  often 
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unconscious  of  surrounding  objects,  so  in  the  interior  life  of 
man,  the  mind  may,  for  want-  of  attention,  be  insensible  to  ideas 
that  would  otherwise  be  obvious.  The  jurists  say,  with  justice, 
that  nothing  is  certain  which  has  not  been  questioned — for  till 
the  question  is  made,  there  is  no  comparison,  and  of  course  no 
judgment:  so  that,  without  an  actual  examination,  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  tell  whether  anything  received  for  true  will  stand  the  test 
of  investigation;  for  it  may  have  been  admitted  at  first  by 
indolence  or  inattention,  become  fixed  by  habit,  and  gradually 
acquired  the  character  of  public  opinion. 

Although  the  difference  between  truth  and  falsehood  is  a dis- 
tinction perceptible  to  the  understanding  of  all  rational  beings, 
yet  to  discriminate  between  them  in  a complex  proposition, 
where  there  is  a necessity  for  comparison  and  reflection,  requires 
the  use  of  rules  that  are  the  later  productions  of  a cultivated 
Beason.  As  long  as  History  depended  on  tradition,  and  no 
cotemporary  memorials  preserved  its  integrity  against  the 
defects  of  memory,  or  the  interpolations  of  partiality  or  hatred, 
the  line  between  fable  and  veracious  narrative  was  scarcely 
perceptible. 

The  account  of  what  happened  in  former  times,  was  not  only 
imperfect  for  the  want  of  accurate  information,  but  the  narrative 
was  varied  by  prejudice  or  vanity;  by  the  desire  of  inculcating 
the  opinion,  or  gratifying  the  ambition  of  the  writer.  But  when 
public  registers  of  some  sort  began  to  be  kept,  cotemporary 
evidence  checked  the  license  of  the  imagination,  and  history 
assumed  more  and  more  the  gravity  of  a moral  teacher.  The 
critical  judgment  of  Polybius,  for  instance,  is  in  strong  contrast 
with  the  credulous  avidity  of  Herodotus.  For  though  the  Father 
of  History,  as  he  is  called,  is  a lover  of  truth,  and  deserving  of 
confidence  when  he  speaks  from  his  own  knowledge — so  that 
succeeding  investigations  have  tended  more  and  more  to  raise 
his  character  for  fidelity— it  must  be  acknowledged  that  he 
seems  to  have  been  sadly  deficient  in  weighing  the  credibility  of 
evidence. 

But  thqre  has  ever  been  a wide  difference  between  the  tra- 
ditionary and  tlie  critical  school  in  the  appreciation  of  history. 
The  prevailing  style  has  varied  with  the  state  of  public  opinion. 
I ntil  the  revival  of  letters,  the  traditionary  school  had  clearly  the 
advantage  in  popularity,  and  it  is  not  without  wonder  that  w» 
see  that  even  the  daring  genius  of  Milton  was  so  far  subdued  by 
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the  spirit  of  his  age  as  to  lend  a sort  of  credence  to  the  legend 
of  King  Brute  and  his  Trojan  Colony. 

With  the  revival  of  letters,  as  a more  liberal  way  of  thinking 
prevailed,  a more  strict  adherence  to  truth  was  exacted  in  every 
branch  of  knowledge.  But  it  is  mainly  owing  to  the  study  of 
history,  and  the  light  which  has  been  thrown  on  the  records  of 
the  past,  that  the  critical  judgment,  for  which  modern  times  are 
distinguished,  has  been  refined  and  improved. 

Becovering  as  it  were  from  the  sleep  of  ages,  the  human  mind 
rejects  the  dreams  that  have  been  imposed  on  the  world  for  his- 
tory, and  renders  to  truth  the  homage  of  an  exclusive  worship. 
That  which  is  asserted  without  proof  is  deemed  unworthy  of 
credence  or  even  of  refutation.  Assertion  is  not  enough  without 
evidence,  nor  a witness  without  some  voucher  for  his  competency 
as  well  as  his  integrity. 

Authentic  history  may  be  said  to  commence  -with  the  times 
when  historians  began  to  avail  themselves  of  cotemporary 
memorials  of  the  events  which  they  undertook  to  describe.  Our 
pride  may  be  humbled  by  the  reflection  that  after  all  we  know 
so  little  of  the  past;  that  even  the  dim  light  of  tradition  throws 
no  ray  upon  the  beginning  of  the  present  order  of  things.  Moses 
alone  takes  up  his  theme  with  the  morning  of  creation,  but  his 
mission  is  not  that  of  satisfying  profane  curiosity:  nor  is  tiie 
sacred  narrative  a fit  subject  for  the  critical  tribunal.  But  it 
may  not  be  improper  to  remark  of  the  two  main  features  of  that 
narrative,  that  his  chronology  which  assigns  a comparatively 
recent  date  to  the  first  appearance  of  man  on  this  globe,  is 
corroborated  by  the  investigations  of  science;  and  that  the  unity 
of  the  human  race,  a dogma  consecrated  by  bis  authority,  and 
dear  to  the  sentiments  of  humanity,  cannot  be  disproved  by 
reason. 

But  the  origin  of  nationalities,  and  the  names  of  the  great 
benefactors  of  mankind,  who  colonized  the  fairest  parts  of  the 
earth,  and  made  the  greatest  inventions,  are  buried  in  the  dark- 
ness of  oblivion.  For  great  tilings  were  done  before  the  historic 
period  began,  and  many  great  events,  since  that  time,  have  been 
so  transformed  by  fable,  as  to  come  down  to  us  in  the  form  of 
Apologue  and  Mythology. 

But  since  men  began  to  keep  records  and  to  raise  intelligible 
monuments,  new  life  is  infused  into  the  world  by  extending  the 
pleasures  of  memory  to  the  bounds  of  history  ; and  elevating  the 
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enjoyments  of  hope  to  the  height  of  an  enduring  fame.  And 
whereas  truth  was  once  so  mixed  with  error  as  to  lie  undistin- 
guished in  the  mass  of  fable,  she  now  shines  with  her  own  lustre; 
and  though  the  patli  of  life  is  beset  with  thorns,  and  the  ascent 
is  steep  and  laborious,  the  light  of  history  irradiates  the  way; 
while  the  noble  examples  of  those  who  have  gone  before,  encour- 
age the  generous  souls  who  are  willing  to  climb  the  hill,  like 
the  voice  of  companions  calling  from  above  to  cheer  and  animate 
their  efforts. 

Well  may  Cicero,  great  master  of  wisdom  as  of  eloquence, 
exclaim:  History  is  the  evidence  of  ages,  the  light  of  truth,  the 
life  of  memory,  and  the  school  of  life. 

The  South-Carolina  Historical  Society  aims  at  promoting  histo- 
rical studies,  and  preserving  the  materials  of  history  that  are 
derived  from  cotemporary  witnesses. 

The  public  mind,  in  on r country,  is  far  more  occupied  with  the 
future  than  the  past.  It  is  a very  general  complaint  that  our 
people  are  careless  of  records.  The  materials  of  history  are 
treated  very  much  like  the  noble  forest,  not  to  be  surpassed  in 
beauty,  with  which  Carolina  was  once  covered.  It  is  delivered, 
without  mercy,  to  the  havoc  of  the  axe  or  the  ravages  of  the 
devouring  flame.  The  supply  is  supposed  to  be  inexhaustible, 
and  the  process  goes  on  until  the  recklessness  of  waste  is  checked 
by  the  alarm  of  approaching  scarcity.  We  would  interpose  to 
protect  the  remnant  of  that  noble  forest  which  is  threatened  with 
extermination.  W e would  be  happy  to  lend  our  aid  in  preserving 
the  memory  of  things  remarkable  or  interesting,  in  our  country, 
which  are  beginning  to  lose  their  hold  on  living  memory.  The 
labors,  the  trials,  and  dangers  that  have  proved  the  endurance, 
or  exercised  the  virtue  of  our  countrymen,  are  in  our  eyes  of 
sufficient  interest  to  be  preserved  from  neglect.  We  would 
inscribe  with  a name  the  battle  fields  of  Indian  and  British 
hostility;  and  would  fain  prevent  the  soil  that  has  been  watered 
with  blood  poured  out  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  from  being 
confounded  with  common  earth.  Our  labors,  though  unpretending, 
are  accompanied  by  good  intentions;  and  I am  happy  to  say, 
encouraged  by  a benefaction  from  the  State  equal  to  our  moderate 
desires. 

But  the  annals  of  our  State  have  not  been  entirely  neglected. 
The  Colonial  History  has  been  written  by  Hewatfc — a writer 
rather  pleasing  by  his  style  than  instructive  by  the  depth  or 
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extent  of  bis  information.  The  subject  has  been  treated  by 
Ramsay  and  Simms  in  narratives  extending  to  our  times.  Ram- 
say’s History  is  the  work  of  a man  of  liberal  mind,  engaged  in 
professional  cares,  and  pursuing  literature  as  a secondary  object. 
But  he  had  been  an  actor  in  many  of  the  later  scenes  which  he 
describes,  and  abounds  in  information,  the  result  rather  of  His 
own  observation  and  intercourse  with  life,  than  of.  a careful 
examination  of  books.  Of  the  period  antecedent  to  the  Revolu- 
tion, a critical  examination  was  not  in  his  power,  for  the  records 
were  beyond  his  reach.  They  lie  disregarded  in  the  State  paper 
office  in  London,  and  it  is  a favorite  object  of  this  Society  to 
make  their  contents  known  by  copies  obtained  from  official 
sources. 

The  History  of  Simms  is  a work  of  which  parental  affection 
may  be  proud,  having  been  composed  under  its  dictates,  as  we 
are  informed  by  the  preface,  to  provide  for  a want  that  was  felt 
in  the  education  of  the  author’s  daughter.  He  deserves  great 
praise  for  his  attempt  to  reform  the  vulgar  nomenclature  of  many 
places  and  natural  features  of  the  State,  which  are  disgraced  by 
obscure  or  trivial  names;  and  to  restore  the  historical  and  often- 
times euphonious  designations  by  which  they  ’were  characterized 
in  the  Indian  tongue. 

Valuable  documentary  materials  belonging  to  the  Revolu- 
tionary period  have  been  supplied  by  Drayton  in  his  History,  and 
Johnson  in  his  Life  of  Greene,  to  which  the  volumes  published 
by  Gibbes  form  a valuable  addition;  and  the  story  of  the  war  in 
Carolina  may  be  read  with  pleasure  in  the  soldierly  narrative  of 
Lee,  and  the  lively  pages  of  Weems,  the  biographer  of  Marion. 
Without  dwelling  on  the  laudable  munificence  of  Mr.  Weston, 
who  has  invested  some  rare  old  memoirs  of  the  colonial  times 
with  all  the  splendors  - of  Typ<  >graphy,  we  must  not  omit  to  notice 
the  Historical  Collections  of  Carroll,  and  the  work  of  Rivers,  on 
the  Proprietary  period;  which  is  a foretaste  of  the  pleasure  and 
instruction  which  we  may  hope  to  derive  from  the  progress  of 
his  labors  in  the  same  field. 

Perhaps  the  opinion  is  tinged  with  the  partiality  of  a native, 
yet  after  making  all  allowance  for  the  bias  of  patriotism,  it  may 
be  said,  I think,  with  justice,  that  tin*  annals  of  South-Carolina 
offer  to  the  eye  of  the  historian  a field  worthy  of  more  than 
common  attention. 

The  first  scene  partakes  of  all  the  interest  of  romance.  The 
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v oyages  of  Kibault  and  Laudoniere  cany  the  reader  back  to  the 
period  of  the  civil  wars  of  France,  and  are  connected  with  the 
great  name  of  Coligny. 

France,  by  means  of  these  voyages,  impressed  the  country 
with  a name,  but  nothing  more.  It  was  intended  as  an  asylum 
for  French  Dissent;  and  so,  in  fact,  it  became,  but  not  under 
French  domination.  The  sad  fate  of  the  Protestant  exiles — the 
extinction  of  the  hopes  that  had  animated  the  great  soul  of 
Coligny,  and  led  his  adventurous  countrymen  to  encounter  so 
many  sacrifices — is  a gloomy  picture;  unredeemed  by  a single 
incident  of  a more  genial  nature,  unless  it  be  admiration  of  the 
noble  DesGourges,  who  assumed  the  public  cause  when  neglect- 
ed by  the  State,  and  with  a private  hand  avenged  the  insulted 
honor  of  his  country. 

To  the  same  shores,  dark  with  the  shade  of  the  primeval  forest, 
after  long  years  of  undisturbed  seclusion,  came  the  English 
Colony,  under  better  auspices.  It  was  an  eventful  period, 
between  the  Great  Rebellion  and  the  Revolution.  Society  had 
been  profoundly  agitated,  and  the  heaving*  billows  bore  witness 
of  the  recent  storm.  It  was  a singular  colony  of  men  who  had 
fought  in  civil  war  on  opposite  sides,  and  were  ready  to  do  so 
again.  It  was  equally  an  asylum  for  the  oppressor  and  the 
oppressed.  There  royalist  and  republican,  churchman  and 
dissenter,,  found  alike  a refuge  from  the  storms  of  life.  Nor  was 
it  merely  from  the  discordant  elements  of  England  or  the  British 
Isles  that  the  strange  medley  was  gathered.  The  rivalry  of 
England  and  France,  which  has  disturbed  the  peace  of  the  world 
for  centuries,  was  then  at  its  height.  They  regarded  each  other 
as  natural  enemies,  and  on  the  continent  of  America  their  meeting 
was  the  signal  of  hostilities.  But  as  every  variety  of  living 
thing  found  refuge  in  Noah’s  ark,  so  in  Carolina  there  was  a 
strange  meeting  of  the  human  race. 

The  Protestants  of  France,  that  had  waged  many  a hard  fought 
battle,  and  seen  the  downfall  of  hopes  to  which  humanity  might 
cling  as  to  a promise  of  blessing,  now  turned  their  eyes  again 
to  the  shores  which,  in  the  preceding  century,  had  attracted  the 
attention  of  Coligny.  To  Carolina  they  came,  but  no  longer 
French — not  as  masters,  bat  as  suppliants  for  the  rights  of 
hospitality.  Bitter  must  have  been  the  struggle  with  which 
they  had  overcome  the  natural  pride  of  the  human  heart,  when 
E-  y bunk  the  proud  name  of  Frenchman  in  that  of  Protestant, 
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and  taught  their  children  to  speak  an  alien  tongue.  They  came 
with  small  assurance  of  welcome  to  join  a discordant  throng. 
Though  the  Huguenots  have  been  scattered  far  and  wide,  and 
given  proof  in  every  clime  of  the  power  that  abides  with  sincere 
religions  faith,  nowhere,  it  is  believed,  have  they  been  more 
conspicuous — and  nowhere  has  the  sentiment  of  honor,  so  char- 
acteristic of  their  race,  been  cherished  with  more  devotion — than 
in  South-Carolina. 

The  heterogeneous  colony  received  accessions  from  every  side. 
The  Germans  added  no  small  share  to  the  increasing  stock.  The 
European  exile  and  the  African  slave  mixed  in  the  throng,  and 
every  shade  of  color  and  opinion  had  its  representative  in  the 
mass.  Then  there  was,  in  the  process  of  time,  a contrast  no  less 
striking  between  the  Upper  and  Low  country.  The  Upper 
country  was  not  peopled  from  the  older  part  of  the  colony,  but 
by  a different  race;  and  its  inhabitants  maintained  few  relations 
with  the  people  of  the  Low  country,  from  whom  they  differed  in 
manners  as  much  as  in  origin;  and  with  whom  their  sympathy 
was  as  limited  as  their  intercourse,  bo  great  was  the  difference, 
that  sixty  years  ago  it  was  noticed  in  books  of  geography  that 
these  parts  of  the  State  differed  among  themselves  more  than  the 
other  States  differed  from  one  another. 

“If  any  city  ever  was  in  a state  of  inflammation,  Rome  at 
first  was,  being  composed  of  the  most  hardy  and  resolute  men, 
whom  boldness  and  despair  had  driven  thither  from  all  quarters; 
nourished  and  matured  to  power  by  a series  of  wars,  and 
strengthened  even  by  blows  and  conflicts,  as  piles  fixed  in  the 
ground  become  firmer  under  concussion.”* 

Though  the  fame  of  Rome  throws  that  of  all  other  cities  into 
the  shade,  and  exposes  even  th« • mention  *ff  a casual  resemblance 
to  the  suspicion  of  presumption,  yet  in  one  particular,  we  may, 
without  exaggeration,  challenge  comparison.  For  though  the 
name  of  Numa,  the  Roman  lawgiver,  is  renowned  in  history,  it 
is  too  much  mixed  with  imposture  to  be  the  theme  of  genuine 
admiration;  but  we  had  a lawgiver  whose  fame  places  him  in 
the  front  rank  of  real  living  men.  The  men  of  wit  and  fashion 
in  the  Court  of  Charles  II.  who  asked  and  obtained  the  gift  of 
Carolina,  selected  a philosopher  fur  the  lawgiver  of  the  nascent 
colony.  And  such  a philosopher! 

Locke  was  the  friend  oi  Hmitsbury,  and  he  who  shook  the 
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world  by  his  Ideas — who  sounded  the  depths  of  the  Human 
Understanding,  and  walked  undismayed  to  the  brink  of  that  abyss 
where  lies  the  absolute,  the  incomprehensible,  the  unknown — 
lie  at  the  request  of  friendship  compiled  the  first  constitution  for 
Carolina.  * 

No  existing  constitution  can  boast  such  an  illustrious  ancestry. 
In  reference  to  the  mind  from  which  it  emanated,  it  is  ifideed  an 
interesting  document.  It  possesses  interest  also  as  a sort  of 
sea-mark  by  which  it  may  be  seen  how  high  the  tide,  that  has 
since  swept  away  so  many  institutions,  had  risen  in  1612. 

On  examination,  it  will  be  seen  that  on  the  subject  of  religious 
liberty,  the  philosopher,  though  liberal,  has  many  reservations; 
and  in  matters  of  State,  his  ideas  conform  to  the  pattern  of  the 
British  Constitution,  rather  than  to  any  Utopian  standard.  But 
some  of  his  notions  might  well  excite  a smile,  and  others  migdifc 
give  countenance  to  the  common  opinion,  that  great-  men  are 
unfit  for  public  affairs. 

Shaftsbury,  one  of  the  Proprietors  of  Carolina,  who  with  all 
his  faults  enjoys  the  undying  fame  of  being  the  author  of  the 
Habeas  Corpus  Act,  is  the  only  person  in  modern  history,  neither 
priest  nor  lawyer,  who  was  clothed  with  the  highest  judicial 
office,  and  took  upon  himself  to  be  a Judge  in  the  last  resort, 
without  serving  an  apprenticeship  to  the  Law.  And  though  the 
experiment  was  never  repeated,  the  praise  of  a bitter  enemy 
forbids  ns  to  regard  it  as  a total  failure.  Perhaps  the  author  of 
the  Habeas  Corpus  Act  will  be  more  indebted  for  his  fame  to 
these  lines,  than  to  all  that  has  been  written  in  his  behalf: 

“ Yet  fame  deserved  no  enemy  can  grudge 
The  Statesman  we  abhor,  but  praise  the  Judge, 

In  Israel's  courts  ne7er  sat  an  Abethdin 
With  more  discerning  eyes,  or  hands  more  clean, 

Unbribed,  unsought,  the  wretched  to  redress, 

Swift  of  despatch  and  easy  of  access.” 

It  was  perhaps,  in  deference  to  the  example  of  his  great  friend 
and  patron,  that  the  Philosopher  admitted  into  his  constitution 
this  article  on  the  value  of  professional  learning: 

■’  H shall  be  a base  and  vile  thing  to  plead  for  money;  nor 
Hall  any  one,  except  a near  kinsman,  not  further  than  cousin- 
germain,  be  permitted  to  plead  another  man’s  case,  until  he  has 
taken  an  oath  that  he  does  not  plead  for  money.” 
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Another  article  will  be  read  with  surprise  by  sorae  in  the 
present  day,  and  deserves  notice  for  its  historical  value: 

“ Every  free  man  shall  have  absolute  power  over  his  negro 
slaves.” 

Though  we  are  justly  proud  of  Locke  as  our  first  lawgiver,  it 
must  be  owned,  to  the  disparagement  of  philosophy,  that  his 
constitution  had  a very  brief  and  limited  sway.  But  this  only 
adds  one  instance  more  to  the  lesson  of  history,  that  a constitu- 
tion cannot  be  manufactured.  It  must  be  so  far  a spontaneous 
production,  as  to  proceed  from  and  truly  reflect  the  condition  of 
things  for  which  it  is  intended.  The  institution  of  a provincial 
noblesse,  of  seigniories,  baronies  and  manors,  new  courts,  and 
new  notions  of  administering  justice,  were  inconsistent  with  the 
real  wants  of  the  country,  and  hostile  to  the  natural  development 
of  its  resources.  The  constitution  was  quietly  set  aside,  without 
having  given  rise  to  revolutionary  measures.  But  any  attempt 
to  govern  by  a form  of  State  which  is  not  in  keeping  with  the 
condition  of  the  various  interests  which  go  to  form  a common- 
wealth, is  a dangerous  trial.  The  experiment  was  innocuous 
here,  because  the  fulminating  material  was  so  minute  in  quantity. 
The  government  was  unarmed,  and  the  people  were  at  ease.  The 
same  experiment  on  a great  scale  has  shaken  the  world  with  its 
explosions. 

In  a society  constituted  like  Carolina,  much  harmony  could 
not  be  expected,  nor  is  the  judgment  deceived  by  the  event. 
Fierce  party  contests  prevailed  from  the  beginning,  but  there 
was  no  anarchy.  The  colony  was  preserved  from  that  by  the 
ascendancy  of  party. 

It  is  rather  a discouraging  fact  for  those  who  look  forward  to 
the  indefinite  progress  of  society,  that  the  solidarity  which  should 
complete  the  edifice — which  is  the  perfection  of  the  principle  of 
association — the  harmony  which  secures  the  individual  and  the 
mass — is  realized  in  the  union  of  party,  rather  than  in  the  union 
of  all.  But  party  is  held  together  by  a combination  of  those  who 
have  more  than  an  equal  share  of  power. 

The  history  of  Carolina  is  no  exception.  The  elective  franchise 
was  liberally  diffused,  but  tin*  Test  and  Corporation  acts  Guarded 
with  jealousy  the  steps  of  the  Provincial  Assembly,  as  tliev  did 
those  of  the  Imperial  Parliament;  and  the  avenues  of  office  were 
closed  to  all  but  the  dominant  sect.  This  state  of  tilings  existed 
till  1778;  a legislative  iact,  strangely  ignored  in  the  voluminous 
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collection  of  Cooper,  under  whose  revision  the  Statute  Law  of 
Carolina  attained,  in  1834,  the  bulk  of  ten  quarto  volumes. 

After  fifty  years  of  contention,  a revolution  took  place— the 
proprietary  government  was  subverted,  and  the  colony  placed 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  crown.  The  spirit  of  liberty  which 
all  these  circumstances  combined  to  foster,  made  it  very  natural 
for  this  colony  to  take  fire  at  any  encroachment  on  their  rights 
as  British  subjects,  or  to  borrow  the  expression  of  Drayton,  one 
of  the  leaders  of  the  revolution,  “ the  imperial  people.”  By  such 
men  the  cause  of  independence  was  embraced  with  great  ardor. 
But  where  there  is  freedom  there  will  be  many  ways  of  thinking, 
and  the  question  of  independence  was  not  one  of  those  proposi- 
tions about  which  doubt  is  inconsistent  with  integrity. 

There  was  in  South-Garolina  a numerous  population,  bound  to 
the  government  of  the  mother  country,  not  only  by  the  general 
sentiment  of  loyalty,  but  by  the  ties  of  gratitude  for  distinguished 
favors.  They  had  received,  at  the  hands  of  the  crown,  valuable 
lands  as  a free  donation,  which,  by  their  industry,  had  been 
converted  into  thriving  farms. 

The  government  was  known  to  them  only  by  its  beneficence, 
and  the  very  failings  of  the  administration  were  calculated  to 
prevent  collision — to  preserve  the  kindly  relations  that  subsisted 
between  the  people  and  their  rulers.  It  was  the  duty  of  the 
royal  government  to  extend  to  all  their  subjects  a regular 
administration  of  justice  and  a due  provision  for  the  instruction 
of  the  people.  Both  Church  and  State  were  justly  chargeable 
with  the  neglect  of  this  duty.  But  it  was  not  improbable  that 
the  King  was  liked  the  better  for  not  sending  bishops  and 
lawyers  into  those  settlements,  where  people  lived  in  a primitive 
simplicity.  Some  irregularities  were  the  consequence  of  disturb- 
ances connected  with  the  rise  of  a set  of  men  called  Regulators. 
But  upon  the  whole,  simplicity  of  faith  suffered  but  little  from 
the  want  of  ecclesiastical  establishments,  and  manners  supplied 
the  place  of  law.  Upon  an  impartial  retrospect,  it  is  difficult  to 
condemn  such  people  for  being  contented  with  their  lot.  The 
evils  which  they  supered  from  the  want  of  what  might  be  called 
a vigorous  administration,  had  some  compensations.  Perhaps 
they  bore  them  patiently  because  they  seemed  to  be  the  inevitable 
concomitants  d freedom  and  a frontier  life;  an  opinion  that 
derives  no  little  countenance  from  experience.  For  if  like  causes 
produce  like  effects,  the  want  of  justice  that  gave  rise  to  the 
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Regulators  is  still  a desideratum  attested  by  the  prevalence  of 
lynch  law. 

Whatever  may  be  the  cause,  certain  it  is  that  the  people  of 
South-Carolina  were  on  this,  as  they  had  been  on  many  other 
occasions,  greatly  divided;  and  the  war  of  independence  in  this 
State  was  marked  with  all  the  bitterness  of  civil  strife.  It  is 
for  that  very  reason  more  interesting  to  the  historian. 

Zeal  in  behalf  of  our  country  and  our  country’s  friends  is 
commendable,  and  patriotism  deservedly  ranks  among  the  highest 
virtues.  But  even  virtue  may  be  pushed  to  excess,  and  the 
narrow  patriotism  that  fosters  an  overweening  vanity,  and  is 
blind  to  all  merit  except  its  own,  stands  in  need  of  the  correction 
of  reason. 

History  is  false  to  her  trust  when  she  betrays  the  cause  of 
truth,  even  under  the  influence  of  patriotic  impulses.  It  is  not 
true  that  all  the  virtue  of  the  country  was  in  the  Whig  camp,  or 
that  the  Tories  were  a horde  of  ruffians.  They  were  conservatives, 
and  their  error  was  in  carrying  to  excess  the  sentiment  of  loy- 
alty, which  is  founded  in  virtue.  Their  constancy  embittered 
the  contest,  but  did  not  provoke  it.  Their  cause  deserved  to 
fail,  but  their  sufferings  are  entitled  to  respect.  Prejudice  has 
blackened  their  name,  but  history  will  speak  of  them  as  they 
were,  with  their  failings  and  their  virtues,  as  more  tenacious 
than  ambitious;  rather  weak  than  aspiring-  and  show  towards 
them  the  indulgence  due  to  the  unfortunate.  And  let  it  be 
remembered  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  influenced  by  a 
name,  and  pin  their  faith  upon  party — for  the  instruction  of  those 
writers,  who  like  unskillful  painters,  daub  their  pictures  with 
glaring  colors — that  it  was  alter  the  epithet  of  Tory  had  become 
perfectly  detestable  that  it  was  . freely  bestowed  on  the  Federal- 
ists, their  most  redoubted  enemies. 

South-Caroiina  has  been  taunted  with  the  division  of  parties 
that  marked  the  war  of  independence.  It  is  the  reproach  of 
ignorance.  The  division  is  a proof  of  sincerity,  of  freedom,  of 
manliness  of  character.  It  embittered  the  contest,  it  gave 
occasion  for  the  commission  of  many  crimes,  but  it  was  also  the 
cause  of  opportunities  for  the  display  of  the  highest  virtues. 

Rutledge  will  ever  stand  in  the  ranks  of  fame  with  the  great 
men  whose  civil  wisdom,  courage,  and  fidelity  were  equal  to 
every  emergency,  and  proof  against  every  trial.  Nor  is  it  won- 
derful that  the  name  of  Marion  is  inscribed  on  counties,  towns 
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and  villages  far  beyond  the  theatre  of  his  actions.  For  his 
character  combines  the  virtues  that  appeal  irresistibly  to  the 
instincts  of  the  human  heart.  His  courage,  gentleness,  simplicity, 
and  superiority  to  interest  or  revenge,  mark  him  as  a fitting 
character  for  the  gallery  of  Plutarch,  and  such  a portrait  as  that 
great  limner  delighted  to  draw. 

It  is  not  our  intention  to  enter  into  details,  far  less,  to  attempt 
to  do  justice  to  all,  or  even  a part  of  the  eminent  men,  to  whom 
as  citizens  of  this  State,  we  are  bound  by  the  debt  of  gratitude. 
Let  us  leave  to  Bancroft,  and  the  masters  of  the  historic  page, 
the  ample  roll  of  fame,  and  the  honored  task  of  inscribing  a 
nation's  gratitude  on  the  tablets  of  memory.  It  is  enough  for  us 
to  have  shown  that  our  State  has  furnished  some  historic  materi- 
als, and  called  attention  to  the  objects  of  our  Society. 

And  now  after  having  observed  at  some  length  on  the  compo- 
site structure  of  society,  and  the  strong  tendency  of  the  people 
to  fall  into  parties,  the  unanimity  which  for  years  has  marked 
the  public  counsels  of  the  State  deserves  to  be  mentioned  as  the 
unexpected^ solution,  or  successful  development  of  the  long  con- 
tinued drama.  From  the  most  heterogeneous  we  have  become 
the  most  united  of  all  the  political  communities  on  this  continent. 
May  that  union  be  consecrated  to  peace,  and  the  future  history 
of  the  State  contain  the  record  of  its  steady  advance  in  all  the 
arts  of  life,  and  all  the  virtues  that  dignify  humanity.

Ferguson,  Mr.  Heyward,  Mr.  Bee. 

Mr.  Drayton  delivered  in  the  draught  a talk  to  tlie  Catawba 
Indians,  which,  being  amended,  is  as  follows: 

Frier  dr  and  Brother s: 

We  find  that  in  these  troublesome  times  you  are  come  to 
Oharles-Town  to  hear  news,  and  to  know  the  cause  of  our  warriors 
cleaning  their  guns  and  putting  on  their  shot-pouches.  We, 
therefore,  speak  to  you,  as  if  your  whole  nation,  your  head  men, 
your  warriors  and  young  men,  were  now  before  us;  for  we  desire 
you  will  carry  this  talk  to  them. 

Brothers,  we  take  you  by  the  hand.  The  white  people  of  this 
country  who  live  among  you,  desire  you  will  open  your  ears  to 
hear  what  we  say  to  you,  and  that  you  will  remember  it,  as 
surely  as  you  remember  when  it  is  time  to  go  to  hunt,  and 
when  it  is  time  to  plant  corn:  i<>r  we  have  a long  time  held  you 
by  the  hand  of  friendship;  and  it  you  mind  what  we  say,  we  will 
continue  to  hold  you  last.  But  it  you  do  not  mind  what  we  say, 
you  will  be  sorry  for  it  by  and  by. 

The  Great  King,  over  tlie  Great  Water,  has  got  some  bad  men 
about  him,  who  every  day  give  him  a bad  talk  about  us  and  the 
people  of  North-Carol ina  and  \ irgmia,  and  Pennsylvania,  and 
New- York,  and  Boston.  And  tin  y persuade  the  Great  King  to 
take  our  money  out  of  all  our  pockets,  whether  we  will  or  not, 
which  you  know  is  a very  fad  thing*.  The  Great  King  wants  us 
to  pay  four  deer-skins  for  those  goods  which  we  used  to  buy  for 
two.  We  are  sorry  for  this  upon  our  own  account,  and  we  are 
sorry  for  it  also,  because  you  and  tin'  < herokecs,  and  the  Creeks, 
must  suffer  in  the  same  way.  For,  it  the  Great  King  makes  the 
white  people  give  so  much  more  h r the  same  kind  of  goods  than 
they  used  to  do,  so  tin*  white  people  will  be  obliged  to  make  you 
buy  your  blankets  and  your  match-coats,  your  shirts  and  yum* 
paint,  your  guns,  and  your  powder  and  bullets,  and  your  rum,  a 
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a*reat  deal  dearer.  And  because  we  wont  give  them  our  money — 
a great  deal  of  money  for  a little  goods — those  bad  men  have 
given  crooked  talks  to  the  Great  King,  to  send  the  red  coats. 
They  want  now  to  take  our  money,  as  we  told  you  before,  whether 
we  will  or  not.  Some  of  these  red  coats  have  been  to  Boston, 
New-England,  and  because  the  white  people  there  would  not 
stand  quiet  and  let  them  take  their  money,  they  have  had  a great 
tight — a whole  day.  The  people  in  New-England  killed  a great 
many  of  the  red  coats,  and  drove  them  to  their  ships,  their  houses 
upon  the  water,  where  they  are  now  penned  up,  and  must  soon 
go  over  the  water  again.  If  they  come  upon  the  land,  more  must- 
be  killed  and  taken  prisoners.  And  as  we,  your  Brothers,  think 
the  bad  men  about  the  King  may  persuade  him  to  send  his  red 
coats  to  New- York,  or  Virginia,  or  to  Charles-Town,  to  try  to 
take  onr  money  whether  we  will  or  not;  all  the  white  men  in  this 
country  are  cleaning  their  guns,  arid  putting  on  their  shot- 
pouches,  to  help  one  another,  against  any  red  coats,  or  any  body 
else  that  may  come  to  make  war.  For  all  the  white  men  are 
resolved  they  will  not  be  cheated  any  longer,  and  so  we  expect 
we  will  get  our  goods  cheaper,  and  then  we  and  you  will  have 
goods  plenty  and  cheap  again.  For  now  that  the  King  asks 
more  skins  for  the  goods  than  we  think  we- ought  to  pay,  we  will 
not  buy  any,  and  so  goods  are  scarce  in  the  stores;  and  for  this 
reason,  because  we  will  not  buy  the.  goods,  the  people  over  the 
great  Water  are  now  quarrelling  with  the  Great  King,  and  say 
we  ought  to  have  the  goods  as  cheap  as  we  used  to  have  them. 

Now  we  hope  you  have  opened  your  eyes,  and  that  you  see 
plainly  that  your  case  and  our  case  is  just  the  same;  and  there- 
fore we  expect  that  your  warriors  will  join  our  warriors  in  this 
business,  which  concerns  you  as  much  as  it  does  us:  and  we 
acquaint  you,  that  we  are  willing  to  pay  some  of  your  warriors, 
in  order  to  show  that  we  look  upon  your  nation  as  brother 
warriors.  We  are  willing  to  hold  you  fast  by  the  hand,  and  we 
think  it  is  best  to  tell  you,  that  we  have  heard  a bad  talk  about 
you;  and  we  tell  you  this,  because  we  hope  you  will  let  us  see 
that  you  will  hold  us  fast  by  the  hand  also. 

When  we  were  told  that  the  Cherokee#  wanted  you  to  join 
them,  to  set  up  the  war-whoop  this  summer,  and  that  you  were 
going  from  your  towns  to  join  them,  we  shut  our  ears,  and  would 
not  believe  this  bad  talk.  For  we  knew  the  Cherokees  must 
remember,  that  last  war  a great  many  white  men  went  into  their 
country;  and  they  must  know,  that  if  they  are  so  foolish  as  to 
set  up  the  war-whoop,  that  we  have  now  got  a great  many  more 
warriors  than  we  had  last  war,  and  that  we  can  send  a great 
many  into  their  country  as  soon  as  they  take  up  the  hatchet. 
And  we  know,  that  the  Catawbas  are  but  a small  people,  and 
that  you  have  always  found  we  and  our  fathers  have  used  you 
and  your  fathers  like  brothers.  For  these  reasons,  we  did  nut 
believe  the  bad  talk  against  you  and  the  Cherokees.  But  we  tell 
you  plainly,  if  you  show  a design  to  leave  your  towns  and  go 
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further  from  us.  our  warriors  will  set  up  the  war-whoop,  and  look 
upon  you  as  enemies.  And  if  the  Cheroke.es  shall  be  so  foolish 
as  to  take  up  the  hatchet,  we  will  call  the  people  of  Virginia  and 
North-Carol ina,  we  will  all  join,  we  will  go  into  the  Cherokee 
country- — we  never  will  make  peace  with  them.  But  we  hope 
the  Cherokees,  who  we  look  upon  as  our  Brothers  and  fast  friends, 
will  not  be  such  rogues. 

Now,  we  have  told  you  all  this,  that  you  may  know  that  we 
do  not  believe  the  bad  talk  we  have  heard  about  you  and  the 
Cherokees.  And  we  have  shewn  to  you,  that  the  case  of  all  the 
Indians,  and  our  case,  is  the  very  same,  and  therefore  that  they 
ought  to  join  us. 

We  give  this  talk  to  you  as  a good  talk:  for  we  talk  to  you 
about  the  mischiefs  that  will  happen  to  the  Indians,  if  they  take 
up  the  hatchet;  and  how  much  it  will  be  for  their  good,  if  they 
keep  fast  hold  of  the  chain  of  Peace  and  Friendship,  which  we 
now  hold  in  our  hands ; and  which  we  desire  they  will  keep 
bright,  for  by  this  means  we  shall  continue  to  live  together  as 
Brothers. 

We  desire  that  you  will  carefully  remember  this  good  talk. 
Send  it,  by  a head  man,  to  the  Cherokees,  and  say,  you  received 
it  at  Charles-Town,  from  the  beloved  men,  as  a good  talk  for  you 
and  them.” 

And  the  two  Catawbas  attending,  Mr.  President  delivered  the 
said  talk  to  them. 

Ordered , That  the  Secretary  do  deliver  a copy  thereof  to  Col. 
Moultrie,  to  be  sent  up  to  the  Nation.

High  Road.  Two  companies  through  St.  Stephen’s  Parish  <i  a 
to  Monck’s  Corner,  thence  to  the  Edisto  Saw  Mills,  and  loan 
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thence  through  the  Horse-Shoe  and  the  Hound  0,  to  Parker’s 
Ferry,  Dorchester,  and  thence  down  the  High  Road. 

That  Col.  Thomson  do  march  with  the  first  detachment  to  the 
southward;  that  Maj.  Mays  on  do  march  with  the  second  detach- 
ment to  the  northward;  that  the  senior  Captain  on  duty  march 
with  the  third  detachment  of  two  companies. 

That  the  whole  meet  and  rendezvous  at  some  convenient  place 
within  ten  miles  of  Charles-Town,  on  the  1st  of  September,  and 
that  notice  of  the  junction  and  encampment  be  immediately 
given  to  the  President  of  the  Council. 

That  the  utmost  diligence  be  constantly  used  to  train  and 
exercise  the  Regiment  by  Company,  and  otherwise,  as  opportuni- 
ties may  permit,  in  the  use  of  arms,  agreeable  to  the  Manual 
Exercise  approved  of  by  the  Council. 

That  strict  discipline  be  at  all  times  kept  up  in  the  Regiment, 
Companies  and  Detachments.  That  marauding,  and  every  degree 
of  injury  to  the  inhabitants,  or  their  property,  be  strictly  forbid- 
den, and  that  exemplary  punishment  be  duly  inflicted  upon 
offenders  against  the  orders  of  the  Council  and  the  Articles  of 
War. 

That  all  needful  and  proper  assistance  be  given,  when  required, 
by  the  Parochial  Committees,  Officers  of  the  Colony,  Regiments  of 
Foot,  Magistrates,  and  Officers  of  the  Militia,  who  have  signed 
the  General  Association,  and  immediate  notice  transmitted  to 
the  Council  of  such  requisitions  and  services  . intended  or 
performed. 

That  orderly  books  be  kept  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  each 
Detachment,  and  the  whole  returned  together  with  a state  of  the 
Regiment  at  the  time  of  their  rendezvous,  on  the  1st  of  September, 
to  the  Council. 

As  there  are  persons  suspected  of  attempts  to  alienate  the 
affections  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Colony  from  the  interest  of 
America,  Col.  Thomson,  and  all  the  Officers  of  the  Regiment  of 
Rangers,  are  ordered  to  take  proper  notice  of  such  suspected 
persons.  And  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  Colonel,  or  to  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  any  Detachment,  that  the  conduct  and 
behaviour  of  any  person  or  persons  are  dangerous  to  the  safety 
of  the  Colony,  the  Colonel,  or  such  Commanding  Officer,  is  required 
to  confine  such  person  or  persons  in  the  District  gaol,  or  otherwise, 
and  report  immediately  to  the  Council  of  Safety. 

Col.  Thomson  is  to  procure  from  Fort  Charlotte,  half  a pound 
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of  gun-powder  per  man,  and  lead  in  proportion,  for  the  eight 
Companies  which  are  to  march,  and  to  give  the  Commanding 
Officer  of  Fort  Charlotte  a receipt  for  such  powder  and  lead. 

Strict  orders  to  be  given  for  the  preservation  of  such  powder 
and  lead  against  all  kind  of  damage,  and  that  no  part  be  used 
but  as  occasions  may  require  solely  for  the  service  of  the 
Colony. 

Owners  and  keepers  of  ferries  are  to  charge  ferriage  of  the 
Rangers  and  their  horses  to  the  public;  amount  thereof  to  be 
certified  bv  Commanding  Officers  of  Detachment,  and  transmitted 
to  the  Council  of  Safety. 

The  Council  of  Safety  recommend  to  the  inhabitants  throughout 
this  Colony  to  treat  the  Regiment  and  Detachment  of  Rangers 
with  hospitality,  and  to  supply  them  with  provision  and  neces- 
saries for  their  money  at  reasonable  rates. 

Ordered t That  Col.  William  Thomson  do  make  an  immediate 
return  to  the  Council  of  Safety,  of  all  the  men  that  are  enlisted 
in  his  Regiment.  That  as  soon  as  his  said  Regiment  is  complete, 
he  march  the  whole  down  the  country,  except  one  Company, 
which  he  shall  leave  at  Fort  Charlotte.

The  President  read  the  draught  of  a letter  to  Col.  Fletchall, 
which  was  approved  of,  and  is  as  follows: 

Charles-Town,  14th  July,  1775. 

Sir: — At  a time,  when  not  only  hostilities  are  commenced,  hut 
civil  war  is  actually  waged  and  carrying  on  with  ravage  furv  iri 
New  England,  by  the  command,  and  under  the  direction  of  an 
administration  arbitrary,  despotic,  affectedly  ignorant  of  the 
rights  of  British  subjects,  and  lor  the  express  purpose  of  obliging 
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all  the  inhabitants  of  British  America  to  submit  to  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment which  are  founded  in  injustice,  and  which  cannot  be 
supported  by  reason,  or  the  principles  of  the  Constitution.  At  a 
time  when,  every  Colony  from  .Georgia  to  Now-Hampshire  are 
associated  and  in  arms,  in  order  to  oppose  the  torrent  of  unjust 
power  and  violence,  and  when  this  Colony  in  particular  is  alarmed 
by  threats  of  invasions  by  the  British  soldiery — of  instigated 
insurrections  by  our  negroes — of  inroads  by  the  neighboring 
tribes  of  Indians — and  of  what  is  far  more  to  be  dreaded,  the 
practices  and  insidious  arts  of  false  brethren,  it  cannot  be  won- 
dered at,  that,  we  are  anxiously  desirous  of  enrolling  the  number 
of  our  friends  upon  whom  we  may  firmly  rely  for  aid  in  the  day 
of  trial. 

To  recapitulate  or  enter  minutely  into  the  grievances  which 
America  has  long*  labored  under,  and  which,  after  unexampled 
patience  and  forbearance  on  her  part,  have  driven  the  legitimate 
sons  of  liberty  to  repel  force  by  force,  would  be  tedious,  because 
it  would  be  unnecessary  to  a gentleman  who  has  not  been  merely 
an  idle  spectator  of  public  transactions.  I shall,  therefore, 
confine  myself,  sir,  within  proper  and  necessary  limits  for  the 
present  occasion:  and  first,  I must  intimate,  that  common  fame 
has  transmitted  intelligence  to  the  Provincial  Congress,  to  the 
General  Committee,  and  to  other  public  Assemblies  of  the  people, 
that  Col.  Fietehall,  a gentleman  of  considerable  influence  in  the 
District  in  which  he  resides,  is  not  a friend  to  the  cause  of 
liberty. 

If  reports  had  stopped  there,  or  had  represented  you  in  a state 
of  perfect  neutrality,  probably  you  would  not  have  been  troubled 
with  this  address;  but  it  lias  been  added,  that,  from  several 
marks,  there  was  room  to  apprehend  you  have  been  covertly 
taking  an  active  part  against  us. 

The  Council  of  Safety  in  Charles-Town,  appointed  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Congress,  have  therefore  ordered  me  to  call  upon  you,  and 
request  an  open  and  explicit  declaration,  of  the  part  you.  now 
take,  and  mean  to  take,  in  the  important  dispute  between  the 
ministry  and  the  Colonies;  whether  you  choose  to  join  the  friends 
of  the  glorious  cause  of  freedom,  in  defence  of  the  liberties  of  the 
whole  British  Empire,  which  must  stand  or  fall  with  those  of 
America?  or,  whether  you  are  resolved,  in  preference,  to  aid  and 
abet  the  tools  of  despotism,  the  only  dangerous  enemies  of  our 
misguided  Sovereign  Lord,  the  King?  And  notwithstanding  all 
that  has  been  said  or  insinuated  to  the  contrary,  1 still  flatter 
myself  with  hopes,  that  your  answer  will  a fiord  me  the  pleasure 
of  making  a favourable  report  of  your  sentiments  and  determina- 
tion, as  well  to  the  Council  of  Safety,  as  to  the  whole  Colony 
represented  in  General  Committee;  and  that  all  former  rumor 
respecting  your  attachment  will  appear  to  have  been  founded  in 
mistake  or  ill-will. 

I have  no  other  bribe,  no  other  flattering  considerations  to  offer, 
for  inducing  you  to  confederate  with  the  oppressed  Americans,  but 
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the  love  of  mankind,  the  love  of  liberty,  the  esteem  of  the  present 
and  future  generations,  unless  I should  add,  the  chance  of  earning 
a glorious  death  by  virtuous  deeds  in  the  service  of  your  country; 
if  these  are  not  sufficient  temptations,  my  present  labour  must 
prove  abortive. 

This  letter  will  be  presented  to  you  by  an  Officer  in  the  Colony 
Regiment  of  Hangers,  who  will  be  dispatched  by  Col.  Thomson 
for  that  special  service,  and  who  will  wait  for  your  answer.  By 
the  same  hand  will  also  be  tendered  to  you  a copy  of  the  General 
Association,  unanimously  adopted  and  signed  by  the  Provincial 
Congress,  and  since  subscribed  by  almost  every  individual  in 
Charles-Town,  and  already  by  a very  large  majority  of  all  the 
inhabitants  of  this  Oniony.  Your  own  subscription  to  that  paper 
will  convey  a strong  evid<  in  of  your  good-will  to  the  ge 
cause,  which  may  be  confirmed,  and  your  zeal  demonstrated,  by 
your  retaining  another  copy  of- the  Association,  which  the  officer 
will  lodge  in  your  hands  if  you  desire  it,  and  procuring- signa- 
tures thereto  from  as  many  persons  in  your  vicinage  as  you  can 
persuade  by  fair  reasoning  upon  the  case,  nothing  more  being 
desired  by  the  Council  of  Safety,  nor  by  any  true  lover  of  consti- 
tutional liberty. 

If  you  shall  think  proper  to  engage  so  far  in  our  cause,  which 
will  be  performing  a service  honorable  to  yourself,  and  very- 
acceptable  to  us,  you  will  be  pleased  to  transmit  a copy  of  the 
names  of  the  subscribers  at  the  end  of  one  month  to  the  Council 
of  Safety,  and  keep  the  original  subscription  in  your  own  hands, 
continuing  to  obtain  as  many  more  as  you  possibly  can,  and  to 
transmit  copies  from  month  to  month. 

I must  not  conclude  without  adding  a circumstance  which  had 
almost  escaped  my  memory.  It  has  been  said,  that  you  were  in 
some  measure  disposed  to  unite  with  the  friends  of  America,  but 
that  you  were  deterred,  partly  by  the  malevolent  artifices  of 
ministerial  hirelings  in  this  metropolis,  and  partly  by  the  dread 
of  losing  your  commission  of  Colonel  in  the  Militia,  and  your 
rank  as  a Justice  of  the  Peace.  Although  I ecu  hardly  entertain 
an  opinion  that  such  paltry  considerations  could  have  had  weight 
with  a gentleman  of  your  understanding,  yet  I think  it  needful 
to  say,  that,  according  to  appearances,  the  time  is  approaching 
too  fast,  when  such  commissions  and  such  appointments  will  not 
be  productive  either  of  honor  or  profit  to  the  holder.  I do  not 
mean  to  insinuate  even  a wish  to  alter  the  ancient  form  of 
American  Government  as  established  by  law,  or  warranted  by 
the  Constitution.  That  is  not  in  the  idea  of  any  good  American, 
nor  is  it  the-  desire  of  any  of  the  genuine  friends  of  liberty.  But 
I lament,  that  through  the  machinations  of  our  enemies,  that  wise 
form  of  government  which  we  had  been  in  quiet  possession  of 
time  out  of  mind,  which  we  revere,  and  have  long  struggled  to 
maintain,  is  ito\v  siruol.  at  even  to  the  root,  and  I fbar  it  will 
suffer  mortal  convulsions  and  a temporary  demise.  We  shall  he 
happily  re-instatcd  in  the  enjoyment  ol  our  constitutional  liberties, 
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hum-led  by  constitutional  law.  when  every  man  may  again  eat 
• . the  frui t ■ f ( ' • n , may  sit  r hi  own  fig  tr< 

when  his  person,  and  his  property  will  ho  out  of  the  reach  of 
foreign  invaders,  secured  under  the  protection  of  a Protestant 
Prince  of  the  Koval  line  of  Brunswick,  and  of  his  legal  represen- 
tatives duly  chosen  by  himself,  and  when  it  will  again  he 
honorable  to  be  a Colonel  of  Militia  and  a Justice  of  the  Peace  in 
SouthbCaroiina,  by  the  King’s  commission. 

Under  cover  with  this  I shall  inclose  printed  copies  of  several 
dispatches  which  have  been' lately  circulated  through  this  Colony 
by  the  Committee  of  Intelligence,  to  which  I beg  leave  to  refer 
you.  It  is  proper  to  add,  that  by  further  accounts  received 
yesterday  of  the  late  battle  on  the  1 7th  June,  mentioned  in  No. 
2,  the  losses  of  the  ministerial  forces  appear  to  -he  nearly  as 
lb  Hows: 

Killed,  upwards  of  900,  among  whom  were  2 majors,  and  about 
00  other  officers:  and  it  is  confidently  asserted  that  General 
Ilowe  is  among  the  slain. 

Wounded,  upwards  of  500,  among  whom  were  70  officers; 
many  since  died  of  their  wounds.  The  loss  of  the  American 
troops,  about  100  killed,  and  as  many  wounded  and  missing. 

When  we  seriously  reflect  that  the  number  of  the  enemy  was 
at  least  five  to  two  of  the  Americans,  and  when  we  consider  the 
united  power  of  ships  of  war  firing  all  kinds  of  deadly  shot,  at 
the  same  time  with  the  mercenary  soldiery,  upon  our  friends,  in 
that  short,  bloody,  and  to  us  glorious  conflict,  we  may  be  allowed 
to  express  our  belief,  that  God  is  truly  on  our  side,  because  we 
r the  cause  of  liberty  and  of  virtue,  and  because  we  plead 
for  the  sacred  rights  of  mankind  in  future  ages,  who,  as  we 
humbly  trust,  will  reap  the  fruits  of  our  laudable  strife  against 
the  cruel  attacks  of  our  fellow  subjects.

whole  be  hut  to  (’apt.  Lempriere.  And  that  two  hundred 
dollars  be  offered  to  the  boats  crew  as  a reward  if  they  succeed. 

And  the  said  report  being  read,  was  agreed  to  by  the  Council.

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The  President  delivered  the  copy  of  a letter  he  had  written  to 
Col.  Thomson,  in  the  following  words  : 

Sir — Just  as  I was  about  to  dispatch  Mr.  Sallens  yesterday 
with  the  four  blank  Association  Papers,  which  you  will  receive 
in  a separate  packet,  certain  intelligence  arrived  from  Fort 
Charlotte,  which  rendered  it  proper  to  detain  him  till  this 
morning'. 

The  Council  of  Safety,  alarmed  by  an  intimation  of  Mr.  St. 
Pierre’s  proceeding's  with  one  Coffel,  in  the  Fort,  as  ’given  by 
Capt.  Whitefield  in  a letter  to  Mr.  Gervais,  and  not  clearly  in- 
formed of  the  part  which  the  Captain  himself  means  to  take,  are 
anxious,  that  j m 1 c rry  their  Order  of  the  26th  June  into 
execution,  and  immediately  take  possession  of  the  Fort,  and  of 
all  the  military  and  other  stores  contained  in  it — for  this  end  the 
Council  made  another  Order  last  night,  for  enforcing  the  former; 
a certified  copy  of  which  you  will  find  here  inclosed. 

The  gun-powder  is  most  particularly  recommended  to  your  care; 
not  only  to  get  possession  of  the  whole,  but  to  prevent  damage, 
waste  or  misapplication  of  any  part,  and  not  a moment  to  be 
delayed. 

I flatter  myself  with  hopes,  that  you  will  have  anticipated  the 
wishes  of  the  Council,  that  the  Fort  is  now  in  the  hands  of  their 
officer:  nevertheless,  I have  it  in  charge,  to  signify  their  com- 
mands, that,  if  it  shall  be  necessary,  you  immediately  attempt  to 
surmount  every  difficulty,  by  the  united  effort  of  your  whole 
Regiment,  and  you  at  their  head,  together  with  such  assistance 
as  our  friends  1 1 associates  in  that  neighbourhood  may think 
proper  to  lend  upon  this  momentous  affair. 

The  Council  entertain  hopes,  that  Capt.  Whitefield  will  asso- 
ciate in  the  interest  of  America — in  such  case,  he  will  correspond 
with  the  Council,  by  transmitting  to  them  a return  of  all  the 
stores.,  at  the  time  of  his  surrender  to  their  officer;  which  must 
be  countersigned  by  that  officer,  or  by  yourself,  if  you  shall  find 
it  necessary  to  go  there. 

The  earnestness  of  the  Council  upon  this  important  service, 
impells  me.  in  conclusion  of  this  subject,  again  to  repeat,  that  it 
is  their  Order,  you  take  possession  of  the  Fort  and  stores,  with- 
out delay;  and  that  also,  without  delay,  you  transmit  a return  of 
your  proceedings,  including*  a complete  inventory. 

I must  also,  on  this  occasion,  particularly  refer  you  to  the 
Council’s  Orders,  which  I delivered  you  yesterday,  for  direction 
in  case  of  opposition  by  any  person,  either  openly  or  otherwise, 
where  presumptive  evidence  is  strong. 

And  this  moment,  when  I cannot  receive  the  instruction  of  the 
Council,  and  whom  I dare  not  delay  the  messenger;  it  occurs  to 
rne,  that  Capt.  Whitefield,  however  cheerfully  he  may  show  an 
inclination  to  serve  the  Colony  by  a resignation,  may  not  be 
content  with  a sub-command — if  he  is  a man  of  spirit  he  wdl  not 
— in  such  case,  I recommend,  that  you  advise  him  to  come  inline- 
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diately  to  Charles-Town,  and  apply  to  the  Council;  which  I add, 
from  a zeal  for  the  public  service,  as  well  as  from  a feeling  * . 
gentleman,  in  the  circumstances  which  he  will  Vie  reduce  1 t . 
Therefore,  if  he  follows  my  advice,  and  does  not  succeed  in  his 
application  to  the  Council,  I shall  hold  myself  answerable  to  re- 
imburse (if.  lie  shall  desire  it)  the  expense  of  his  extra  journey 
in  consequence  of  my  recommendation.  I have  the  honor  to  he,

vt  h and  . irnself  proceeded  to  Savannah,  near  vl  ich  pi 
they;  arrived  last  Friday  evening’,  when  they  sent  a letter  to  Mr. 
.Bullock,  Mr.  Young*  and  Mr.  Habersham,  in  Savannah,  acquaint- 
ing them  with  their  arrival.  That  the  next  day  they  were  invi- 
ted to  the  Provincial  Congress,  which  had  continued  sitting  from 
the  4th  instant,  and  were  received  in  the  most  respectful  manner. 
That  they  then  opened  the  nature  of  their  deputation,  and  made 
application  on  the  part  of  this  Colony  to  purchase  as  large  a 
portion  of  the  gun-powder  that  has  been  taken  out  of  Captain 
Maitland,  and  been  detained  in  Georgia  by  order  of  their  Con- 
gress, as  might  be  more  than  sufficient  for  the  use  of  that  colony. 
That  in  consequence  of  this  application,  a committee  had  been 
appointed,  who  reported  that  of  12,100  lbs.  of  gum-powder  then  in 
the  colony,  only  8.000  lbs.  ought  to  be  delivered  for  the  use  of 
Carolina.  That  against  this  report  Mr.  Brewton  and  himself  re- 
monstrated in  such  terms  as  tended  to  show  that  Carolina  had  a 
right  to  expect  a larger  portion,  and  that  in  granting  such,  Geor- 
gia so  far  from  doing  a favour  to  Carolina,  would  only  discharge 
the  duty  she  owed  to  America  and  herself ; in  line,  that  the  Con- 
gress set  aside  the  report,  and  delivered  to  Mr.  Brewton  and  him- 
self, on  the  part  of  the  Colony,  by  way  of  loan,  5,000  lbs.  of  gun- 
powder, which  they  had  shipped  on  board  a proper  vessel  under 
orders  to  proceed  to  Charles-Town  within  land.  That  upon,  a 
further  application,  the  Congress  had  delivered  to  them  also  a 
brass  field  piece,  which  some  of  the  members  declared  was  really 
the  property  of  Carolina,  having  been  from  that  Colony  furnished 
for  the  use  of  the  expedition  under  General  Oglethorpe;  and  that 
upon  the  whole,  the  Congress  had  acceded  to  the  Continental 
Associations  and  regulations,  and  demonstrates  every  inclination 
'.■)  act  in  support  of  America  in  general,  and  of  this  Colony  in 
particular,  to  the  utmost  of  their  abilities.  Mr.  Drayton  also 
acquainted  the  Council,  that  Mr.  Brewton  and  himself  had  pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  this  Colony  all  the  Salt  Petre  and  Sulphur 
that  was  in  Savannah,  together  with  a considerable  quantity  of 
blanketing  and  plains  which  were  likewise  under  orders  to  pro- 
ceed to  Charles-Town.”

1773;  that  he  had  never  any  thing  more  in  anew  than 
the  salvation  of  the  poor  ignorant  creatures;  that  he  had  never 
a thought  of  exciting  them  to  insurrection;  on  the  contrary,  that 
he  had  endeavored  to  reconcile  them  tv)  that  lot  in  life  in  which 
God  had  placed  them,  and  to  impress  upon  their  minds  the  duty 
of  obedience  to  their  masters. 

In  these  circumstances,  the  Council  could  do  no  more  than  to 
represent  to  him  the  evil  tendency  of  part  of  his  former  conduct, 
and  to  exact  from  him  a solemn  promise  of  more  circumspect 
behaviour  Ur  the  future,  particularly  never  to  go  into  the  neigh- 
borhood where  his  practice  s had  given  offence,  and  rendered  him

Gentlemen— Pursuant  to  your  directions .. given  to  me  when  in 
A rles-T  n en  I arrived  at  home  I should  have  waited  - a 
Mr.  Alexander  Cameron,  but  found  him  gone  to  the  Cherokee 
Nation,  and  thought  it  was  for  the  benefit  of  this  Province  to 
follow  him  there.  This  was  exceeding  your  orders,  but  I thought 
there  was  an  absolute  necessity  for  seeing  him  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, as  well  as  Mr.  Wilkinson.  I have  inclosed  you  what  passed 
between  Mr.  Cameron  and  me.  I was  not  a little  surprised  at 
my  arrival  here  to  find  the  most  material  transactions  of  the 
Congress  in  the  mouths  of  every  person,  and  to  ho  told  that  there 
was  an  intention  to  seize  Mr.  Cameron,  which  occasioned  his 
going  to  the  Nation.  And  at  this  time  there  is  a good  deal  of 
confusion  in  this  part  of  the  district,  on  account  of  the  expected 
danger  from  the  Cherokees,  which  I shall  endeavour  to  silence.

Mr.  Alexander  Cameron  gave  Andrew  Williamson  the  strong- 
est assurances,  that  he  'never  understood  (dipt.  Stuart’s  letter  to 
him  in  February  last,  or  at  any  other  time,  to  be  desiring  him  to 
induce  the  Cherokee  Indians  to  tail  upon  the  Province  of  Sonth- 
Carolina,  but  only  to  endeavour  to  keep  the  said  Indians  firmly 
attached  to  his  Majesty’s  government;  and  that  if  he  should  at 
any  future  time  receive  such  orders,  he  never  could  be  the  means 
of  inducing  them  to  fall  upon  defenceless  women  and  children, 
and  believes  before  he  would  execute  such  orders,  should  they 
be  given  him,  he  would  resign  his  office.  But  as  to  the  reward 
offered  to  Mr.  Cameron  for  such  resignation,  he  says  that  lie 
never  would  accept  of  any  emolument,  reward  or  gratuity  what- 
soever, for  or  in  consideration  of  such  resignation — that  he  held 
any  kind  of  bribe,  in  whatever  manner  it  might  be  given,  in  the 
utmost  detestation;  and  should  trust  to  Providence  for  his  sup- 
port, rather  than  live  in  the  greatest  affluence  procured  by  a 
resignation  of  his  office.  But  if  he  did  resign,  it  should  be  done 
only  from  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience.  Mr.  Williamson 
showed  Mr.  Cameron  the  extracts  of  Capt.  Stuart’s  letters  to  him 
in  January  last,  and  Mr.  Cameron’s  answer  is  as  he  acknow- 
ledged, but  said,  that  from  the  whole  tenor  of  Capt.  Stuart’s  let- 
ters to  him,  he  could  not  construe  that  letter  in  the  same  manner 
Mr.  Williamson  said  it  was  done  in  Congress;  and  that  in  writing 
his  answer  he  never  had  any  such  thoughts,  as  leading  the 
Cherokees  against  the. Province  of  South-Carblina.  Mr.  Cameron 
further  added.  Cod  forbid  that  he  should  he  so  void  of  humanity 
as  to  bring  the  Indians  on  this  Province;  and  said  Mr.  William- 
son might  pledge  himself  that  lie  never  would  do  it. 

This  was  transacted  in  the  presence  of  John  Bowie,  (who  was 
sworn  to  secresy,)  and  after  being  wrote  was  shown  to  Mr. 
Cameron,  who  now  has  a duplicate  thereof.  I am  willing  to 
pledge  myself  for  Mr.  Cameron’s  performance  of  the  above,  as  I 
have  not  the  least  doubt  of  its  being  his  fixed  determination.

ai  ;1  adds,  " That  it  might  be  useful  to  have  a proper  person  mi- 
ployed  in  the  Nation  to  oppose  any  bad  talks  of  his  or  his  <• 
missary's.  That,  one  Foster,  who  was  an  interpreter  for  ktiiurt, 
at  <£350  a year,  now  living  on  a place  of  his  (Galphin’s)  in  Geor- 
gia, would  be  a proper  person  for  the  purpose,  and  that  if  it- 
sliouid  be  thought  expedient  to  send  him,  he  would  persuade  him 
to  go,  and  that  it  would  not  be  amiss  to  send  Foster  instructions 
how  to  act.

Sir — The  Council  of  Safety  have  ordered  me  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  favour  of  the  8th  instant,  and  to  return  their 
thanks  for  your  assiduity  iri  treating  with  the  old  men  and  head 
warriors  of  the  Catawba  Indians. 

Your  assurances  that  those  people  are  hearty  in  our  interest, 
and  your  hopes  that  forty  or  fifty  of  them  will  cheerfully  enter 
into  the  service  of  the  Colony,  affords  the  Council  additional 
satisfaction,  and  the  design  of  uniting  hem  to  the  Regiment  of 
Bangers  is  a measure  which  they  akogetiicr  approve  of.  but  to 
be  under  the  particular  direction  < f a white  mau,  agreeable  to  u 
resolution  of  the  Congress  in  their  late  session.

The  Council  request  you  to  give  them  immediate  notice  when 
any  body  of  the  Cata  wbas  are  ready  to  march  in  order  to  join 
the  Rangers,  and  that  you  will  recommend  a white  man  well 
qualified  to  lead  them  in  s<  >uts,  and  in  action.  Transmit  y >1  : 
notice  by  the  hands  of  such  a one.  The  Council  will  give  him  a 
commission,  and  dispatch  him  with  a letter  to  Col.  Thomson,  in 
whose  camp  he  will  meet  the  Indians. 

The  scanty  store  of  gun-powder  and  lead  for  the  whole  Colony,  ' 
while. plans  for  the  defence  of  this  most  exposed  frontier  have 
been  under  deliberation,  has  hitherto  rendered  it  impracticable' 
to  establish  magazines  in  the  Back  Country;  besides,  the  Council 
had  considered  the  quantities  at  Tort  Charlotte,  and  at  Chora  w.  ■ 
as  nearly,  if  not  fully,  in  proportion,  for  the  Western  and  Northern^ 
Districts,  of  the  whole  stock,  comparing  quantity,  numbers  and 
danger. 

The  Council  have  great  expectation,  from  the  success  of  some 
of  the  many  measures  now  in  process,  that  in  a few  days  a 
considerable  augmentation  of  powder  will,  be  acquired.  The 
good  people  of  your  District  may  rest  satisfied  of  an  impartial 
attention  to  them  in  this  important  article.

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The  following  letter  from  Thomas  Corbett,  on  the  subject  of 
this  manufacture,  is  given  now  rather  in  advance  of  its  regular 
order,  but  as  it  details  the  history  of  the  enterprise,  we  think  it 
will  be  read  with  interest : 

Charles-Town,  Dec.  9,  1775. 

Sir — I beg  leave  to  inform  the  Council  of  Safety  that  all  the 
nitre  in  the  pub  lie's  possession  (except  a hundred  weight  which 
is  expected  from  Georgia,)  is  manufactured  into  gun-powder,  by 
Mr.  Wm.  Barter.  The  quantity  of  nitre  delivered  him.  was  330 
tbs.,  which  has  produced  462  lbs.  of  gun-powder,  (all  of  which 
ha  3 ■ d liv  n to  Mr.  ran,  gun-powder  : i i 

Joseph  Lloyd.  Quarter-Master,  except  66  lbs.,  which  is  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Tcnnent,)  besides  about  25  lbs.  which  was  blown 
up  by  the  carelessness  of  the  negroes  who  were  carrying  it,  and 
who  were  much  hurt  by  the  accident.  I can  not  at  present  fur- 
nish tiie  Council  with  an  exact  account  of  the  expenses  I have 
been  at  in  the  purchase  of  materials  for  the  making  of  gun-pow- 
der, for  the  want  of  some  hills  of  parcels  which  are  not  received; 
when  I get  them  the  account  shall  be  laid  before  the  B;>ard.  The 
chief  intention  of  troubling  the  gentlemen  with  tins  letter,  is  to 
inform  them  that  Mr.  Bartey  is  not  satisfied  with  the  terms  on 
which  he  is  employed  by  the  public,  being  s ich  that  will  not 
maintain  him,  that  he  requires  better,  and  to  recommend  that  he 
might  have  a little  encouragement,  as  by  it  I think  he  might  be 
made  very  useful  to  the  public.  If  he  is  not  retained  in  their 
service  lie  will  make  saltpetre  and  gun-powder,  and  dispose  of 
the  hitter  on  his  own  private  account,  (which  he  rimy  do  at  a 
very  high  price,)  by  which  means  it  is  not  improbable  that  our 
enemies  in  the  interior  parts  of  the  province  may  be  furnished 
with  ammunition  more  plentifully  than  our  friends.  The  terms 
•m  which  he  lias  been  employed  are  these  : He  pays  the  public 
b>r  tlie  saltpetre  and  brimstone,  finds  charcoal  and  labour,  and 
receives  20s.  for  every  pound  of  gun-powdor  which  he  makes. 
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Thus  suppose  that

By  thifi  lie  gets  14s.  Gel.  for  making  1|  lbs.  of  gun-powder,  or 
9s,  8 d.  per  lb. 

The  terms  which  Tie  says  would  content  him  arc  these  : The 
public  to  find  their  own  saltpetre  and  brimstone,  he  to  find  char- 
coal and  labour,  and  bo  paid  10s.  per  pound  fir  what  gun-powder 
he  delivers.  The  public  also  to  advance  him  £500  to  erect  and 
purchase  proper  machines  and  utensils  for  the  carrying*  on  of  the 
business;  he  giving  security  either  to  return  the  £500  so  ad- 
vanced or  the  machines  and  implements  in  good  order.  The  ex- 
pense to  the  public,  besides  the  £500  advanced,  (should  it  not 
be  returned,)  will  stand  thus  ;

These  ingredients  with  charcoal  will  produce 
11  lbs.  gun-powder,  for  making  which  will  be

By  the  last  mentioned  terms  he  will  get  only  id.  per  pound 
more  for  making  the  gun-powder  than  he  does  by  the  first.  But 
his  advantage  will  be  in  having  proper  machinery  and  conve- 
niences, (at*  present  he  has  not,)  which  will  enable  him  to  do 
much  more  work  with  fewer  bauds  and  more  expeditiously  than 
he  does  now. 

But  as  gun-powder  cannot  be  made  without 'nitre,  and  as  the 
quantity  in  the  province  is  very  trilling,  I humbly  submit  it  to 
the  Council  whether'  or  not  the  making  of  that  article  should  not 
first  be  encouraged.  The  public  have  brimstone  enough  in  pos- 
session to  make  twenty  thousand  pounds  of  gum-powder,  if  they 
had  the  nitre  to  mix  with  it.  Bartey  is  not  only  clever  as  a 
maker  of  gun-powder,  but  also  understands  the  making  of  nitre; 
with  very  little  conveniences,  lie  expects  in  a few  days  to  deliver 
as  much  nitre  of  his  own  making,  as  will  obtain  the  bounty 
offered  by  the  Provincial  Congress.  Lie  is  poor,  and  cannot  pro- 
cure proper  shades,  boilers,  Ac.,  fur  the  work  to  be  carried  on  to 
any  considerable  -ax tent ; but  if  ho  was  assisted  with  a sufficient 
sum  (say  about  £1000  or  111500,)  on  giving  security  as  in  il.e 
case  of  the  gun-powder,  he  says  he  could  bring  the  nitre  works 
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to  a great  degree  of  perfection.  I thought  it  not  improper  to 
mention-  tipis,  to  the  Council.  Barley  is  the  hearer  of*  this  and 
attends  to  answer  any  enquiry  that  may  be  made  of  him  on  tins 
head.

Upon 
the  whole  I shall  be  glad  to  have  an  opportunity  of  obliging  you 
or  yours  in  any  other  way— so  I conclude  with  respectful  com- 
pliments to  Mrs.  Williamson,  Mrs.  Winter  and  little  Miss  Nancy.

The  bright  Smedmore,  Capt.  John  Brown,  arrived  in  this  port 
yesterday  from  Nantz,  is  owned  one-third  by  James  Gordon  of 
this  Town,  one-third  by  Christopher  Jolliff,  jun.,  of  Poole,  and  the 
other  third  by  Charles  Hutchins,  esq.,  of  .Maiden-Newton,  in 
Dorsetshire.  She  sailed  from  this  port  in  February  last,  chiefly 
1 with  rice,  which  was  delivered  at  Nantz*  and  in  conse- 
quence of  Mr.  Gordon  (the  owner  here,)  having  desired  the 
owners  in  England  to  send  her  out  without  delay,  and  engaging 
to  load  her,  she  was  immediately  despatched  from  the  last  port 
of  delivery,  under  this  engagement  of  being  loaded  by  Mr.  Gordon, 
who  depending  upon  her  return,  prop;*, red  a cargo  which  is  lying 
ready  to  ship;  so  that  she  stands  here,  being  arrived  in  conse- 
quence of  J.  Gordon’s  letter,  under  every  obligation  of  a charter- 
arid  will  have  the  freight  paid,  whether  Loaded  or  sent  away  in 
ballast.  It  will  be  very  agreeable  to  me  to  send  the  vessel  to 
Bristol  or  London,  or  any  oilier  p*  rt  the  C mmittee  ph  ase  to 
name  in  Great  Britain,  it  she  is  allowed  to  load.

This  day,  personally  appeared  before  me,  Elizabeth  Simpson, 
of  Camden  District,  in  the  Province  aforesaid,  who  being  duly 
sworn,  sayeth:  that  on  or  about  the  eighth  day  of  July  instant, 
she,  the  said  Elizabeth,  together  with  her  husband,  John  Simpson, 
who  is  a relative  of  his  Excellency,  Lord  William  Campbell,  went 
to  see  the  said  Lord  William  upon  his  arrival  in  this  Colony,  and 
being  there,  heard  the  conversation  between  the  said  .Lord 
William  and  the  said  John,  which  was  to  the  following  'effect:' 
The  said  Lord  William  asked  the  said  John,  how  does  the  pulse 
of  the  people  beat  in  the  Back  Country?  the  said  John  replied, 
that  Col.  Fletchall  had  1,000  men  who  would  be  for  the  King, 
and  that  there  would  be  many  friends  for  the  King  if  they  could 
hear  from  the  Governor.  To  this  the  said  Lord  William  replied, 
that  he  did  not  know  how  he  could  procure  a trusty  hand  to  scud 
on  such  an  errand — that  he  could  not  trust  any  body  in  Charles- 
Town  but  James  Simpson,  Major  Butler,  and  Mr.  Parsons — that 
James  Simpson  was  now  Deputy  Governor,  but  that  it  was  not 
now  to  be  declared,  because  it  would  ruin  him;  for  the  Committee 
now  love  him,  but  in  a short  time  it  would  be  otherwise,  for  the 
Town  would  bo  made  level;  that  the  people  who  took  the  ^King's 
packets  were  hot-headed  fools,  and  would  sunn  be  put  to  death, 
and  also  all  those  who  had  signed  the  Committee's  papers;  that

Henry  Laurens,  esq.,  President,  and  the  rest  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the 

Committee  of  Safety,  Charles- Toicn  : 

Chyhaw,  July  5,  1TT5. 

Gentlemen — In  consequence  of  an  information  made  me,  that 
several  of  the  slaves  in  the  neighborhood  were  exciting,  and 
endeavoring  to  bring  about  a general  insurrection,  I took  the 
very  earliest  opportunity  to  prevent  the  fatal' consequences 
thereof,  by  apprehending  such  as  were  said  to  be  the  principal 
leaders  of  their  internal  designs,  and  immediately  afterwards 
convened  a Court  of- Justices  and  Freeholders,  in  order  to  proceed 
on  their  examination  and  trval,  and  upon  full  proof  of  the  fact, 
the  Court  were  under  the  disagreeable  necessity  to  cause  exem- 
plary punishment,  on  the  deserved  object  of  their  punishment, 
who,  immediately  before  Ids  execution,  acquainted  the  Court 
that  John  Burnet,  whom  the  niglib  chnrxl  in  general  have  long 
since  wished  had  n>‘eer  come  to  int.<  /V* >rinret  had  often  appointed 
nocturnal  meetings  of  the  slaves,  under  the  sanction  of  religion, 
and  then  repeatedly  inculcated  surii  doctrines  as  were  principally 
instrumental  in  bringing  the  p • r unhappy  object  to  the  gallows, 
and  others  t< • he  punished  in  a loss  A ct  . 

This  Burnet  hath  been  often  told  that  his  conduct  was  extremely 
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obnoxious  to  the  people,  as  they  were  apprehensive  it  might  be 
attended  with  '.mischievous  consequences ; howevev  he  persisted, 
and  continued  incorrigible,  for  which  the  Parochial  Committee 
have  thought  it  expedient  for  the-  peace  and  quiet  of  the  parish, 
to-  ship  him  for  Charles-Town ; and  if  you  • are  of  opinion  with 
them,  that  he  may  be  as  hurtful  there,  presume  that  he  will  be 
made  to  travel  still  further. 

In  order  that  you  may  be  fully  acquainted  why  the  Bishop  is 
thought  not  orthodox,  I here  transcribe  such  parts  of  the  tryal  as 
I am  clear  will  support  the  opinion. 

Evidence.  “ Jemmy,  a slave,  belonging  to  John  Wells,  saith 
tin  w ng  si  / s,  (to  wit.)  George,  Prince  and  Patience, 

bel  n g . g to  Fr  mcis  Smi  h;  Ja<  k.  He  ;tor  and  Da  h y,  bel  i gi  . / 
to  Willi  m Sm  h : S ifnal,  lashy  a id  Jui  >it  r,  iclongmg  to 
es  it  Mr.  >rg<  Austin;  Wally,  Cyrus  and  Prince  bel 
to  his  master;  Ben  and  Pearce,  belonging  to  J antes  Parsons,  esq. ;

(many  of  them)  been  preaching  for  two  yeasts  last  past  to  great 
crowds  of  negroes  in  the  neighborhood  of  Chyhaw,  very  fre- 
quently, which  he  himself  has  attended;  and  that  John  Burnet 
hath  been  a lung  time  preaching  to  the  above  named  negroes, 
and  many  others  very  frequently,  particularly  at  the  plantation 
of  Mr.  Austin — in  the  woods,  and  other  places;  that  at  these 
assemblies  lie  had  heard  of  an  insurrection  intended,  and  to  take 
the  country  by  killing  the  whites,  but  that  John  Burnet  was  to 
be  saved  as  their  preacher.  That  he,  Jemmy,  had  heard  the 
prisoner  George  sav,  that  the  old  king  had  received  a book  from 
our  Li  i*< i.  by  which  he  was  to  alter  the  world  rnea  ii  g I 
the  negroes  free.)  but  for  his  not  cluing  so,  was  now  gone  to  hell 
and  in  punishment;  that  the  young  king,  meaning-  our  present 
one,  came  up  with  the  book,  and  was  about  to  alter  the  world, 
and  set  the  negroes  free.” 

You’ll  please  to  observe  gentlemen,  that  immediately  before 
the  execution  of  the  criminal,  he  was  heard  by  many  to  say  that 
the  story  of  the  book  was  communicated  to  them  by  Burnet:  and 
further,  that  Burnet  had  said  to  them  that  they  were  equally  en- 
titled to  the  good  things  of  this  life,  in  common  with  the  whites. 

The  committee  having  maturely  considered  what  hath  been 
allodg’cd  against  John  Burnet,  were  of  opinion  that  he  should  bo 
sent  out  of  tire  neighborhood  and  to  Charles-Town,  and  accord- 
ingly gave  him  in  charge  of  Thomas  Peale,  who  hath  engaged  t<* 
deliver  him  to  the  centinel  upon  duty,  in  order  that  such  other 
matters  may  be  done  therein  as  may  be  thought  by  you,  gentle- 
men of  the  committee,  most  conducive  to  the  g< >od  of  the  Pro- 
vince.

A number  of  Col.  Galphin’s  letters  are  in  the  possession  of  the 
Society,  hut  they  are  addressed  to  the  Continental  Congress  at 
a later  period.  The  following  letter  from  Mr.  Laurens  is  pub- 
lished, as  indicative  not  only  of  the  writers  personal  regard,  but 
as  illustrative  of  the  difficulties  of  the  times  : 

Chaeles-Town,  October  4th,  Pi 75. 

Dear  Sir— I think  I should  be  deficient  in  point  of  justice  to  a 
gentleman  in  the  service  of  my  country,  and  an  old  acquaintance 
if  I did  notr  inform  you  of  an  attack  upon  your  character  as  a 
friend  of  the  American  cause,  which  was  made  after  the  packet 
which  I have  xhe  honour  of  transmitting  by  this  conveyance,  was 
sealed  up. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Tennent,  who  had  twice  before  intimated 
doubts  of  your  attachment,  expressed  strong  desires  that  a cer- 
tain Doctor  Gould  should  relate  i con  - hi  v.  assed 

between  you  and  him  on  public  affairs,  to  the  Council  of  Safety, 
before  the  packet  and  vour  commission  should  be  sent  to  you. 
This  seemed  very  alarming  to  some  people,  and  upon  the  whole, 
for  your  sake,  as  well  as  for  any  other  consideration,  I appointed 
a meeting'  and  summoned  Dr.  Gould  to  attend.  I advised  him  to 
relate  to  the  Council  any  thing  which  he  might  know  or  have 
learned  of  your  political  principles.  lie  said  he  knew  nothing 
particular  to  your  disadvantage — that  upon  an  application  which 
lie  made  to  you  to  lend  him  a horse,  or  horses  for  the  country's 
service,  you  said  “ Damn  the  country,  I have  lost  enough  by  it 
already.”  I asked,  if  the  liberties  of  the  country  were  in  any 
manner  concerned  in  the  service  which  he  wanted  the  horse  for  ? 
He  answered  no.  I could  not  help  asking-  then  if  this  had  not 
happened  when  he  was  lodged  and  fed  under  your  hospitable 
roof?  He  acknowledged  it.  We  then  dismissed  the  grateful 
Doctor  Gould.  1 have  given  you  this  narrative  in  brief,  for  I am 
really  too  much  employed  to  spare  time  for  writing  or  telling 
tales.  I beg  when  you  have  half  an  hour’s  leisure  you  will  give 
me  in  a private  letter  your  side  of  this  fine  story.  In  the  mean- 
time I have  taken  a resolution,  that  whenever  I learn  or  hear  of 
any  rascaliy  attempt  to  traduce  a man's  character,  l will  call  it 
Parson  Tt/i/wnt’a  Ouulden  Ecidruce.  1 wish  you  health  and  hap-

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piness,  and  am  sorry  I had  not  a better  occasion  for  addrossin- 
you,  being  with  real  regard,  dear  sir,

REMARKS. 

1761  An  Act  was  passed  in  1761,  in  South-Carolina,  for 

encouraging  foreign  Protestants  to  settle  in  that  Pro- 
vince.* The  same  year  Mr.  Tilley,  the  King's  Minister  at 
Copenhagen,  addressed  a memorial  to  Lord  Bute,  containing 
proposals  for  settling  foreign  Protestants  in  the  British  Colonies 
in  Amend  , whicl  his  L >i  , r<  f<  i 1 >rd  - < >f  Ti  ; 

but  it  does  not  appear  that  their  Lordships  adopted  any 

1762  measures  in  consequence.  On  28th  May,  1762,  an  order 
in  Council  referred  a petition  to  the  Lords  of  Trade,  of  114 

poor  French  Protestants,  who,  persecuted  in  their  native  country 
for  not  conforming  to  the  ceremonies  of  the  Romish  Church, 
had  fled  to  England  for  refuge  from  their  oppressors,  and  prayed 
to  be  allowed  to  settle  in.  some  of  the  British  Colonies  in 
America;  but  on  the  10th  June  following,  the  Lords  of  Trade 
reported  to  his  Majesty,  that,  though  they  might,  no  doubt,  be 
useful  settlers  in  some  of  His  Majesty’s  Southern  Colonies,  still 
they  could  not  advise  the  introduction  and  settling'  of  the  peti- 
tioners, on  account  of  the  great  expense  consequent  on  their 
extreme  indigence,  as  they  desire  not  only  to  be  sent 
1703  over  to  America,  but  even  to  be  maintained  there  at  the 
public  charge.  On  13th  January,  1 7 63,  the  Duke  of  Bed- 
lord,  ambassador  at  France,  writes  to  Secretary  Lord  Egremont,

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enclosing  a letter  he  had  received  from  the  Due  de  ChoiseuI, 
concerning  -Protestants  confined  on  account  of  their  religion,  from 
which  it  appears  that- application  was  made  to  the  French  Gov- 
ernment in  favor  of  these  poor  French  Protestants,  and  a list  of 
their  names  forwarded  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  On  the 
8th  June  following,  at  a meeting  of  the  Lords  of  Trade,  certain 
proposals  of  Mr.  Al.  McNutt’s,  for  transporting  foreign  Protestants 
to  America,  on  cone  Irion  of  having  a grant  of  lands  in  the  island  of 
St.  John's,  in  proportion  of  fifty  acres  to  each  person,  were  taken 
into  consideration.  Their  Lordships  were  of  opinion  that  it 
would  not  be  advisable  to  comply  with  the  same  for  transporting 
foreign  Protestants  in  general  without  limitation;  but  do  not 
object  as  regards  a limited  number  come  over  upon  encourage- 
ment from  Government,  though  not  to  St.  Johns.  On  29tti 
July,  an  order  in  Council  referred  a memorial  of  M.  Gibert  to  the 
Lords  of  Trade,  relating  to  the  settling  of  a colony  of  French 
Protestants  in  South-Carolina.  hi.  Gibert  appears  to  have  been 
informed  by  Mr.  Jenkinson,  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  that  it 
was  useless  applying  for  grants  of  land,  but  in  South-Carolina. 
On  20th  October,  M.  Boutiton,  agent  on  behalf  of  a number  of 
French  Protestants  then  at  Plymouth,  acquainted  the  Lords  of 
Trade  that  they  had  expressed  a desire  to  be  settled  upon  the 
river  St.  John’s  in  East-Florula,  and  that  Lord  Halifax  approved 
the  same;  but  on  the  18th  November,  terms  were  agreed  upon  by 
the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  with  Mr.  McNutt,  for  the  transporting 
of  these  French  Protestants,  about  200  in  number,  to  South-Caro- 
lina, and  on  the  22nd.  November,  1763,  a letter  was  addressed 
by  the  Lords  of  Trade  to  Governor  Boone,  enclosing  a list  of  the 
names  and  ages  of  the  French  Protestants  sent  over  to  South- 
Carolina.  with  instructions  hew  they  were  to  be  settled,  Ac. 
On  the  30th  November  and  7th  December,  1763,  Lord  Hertford, 
ambassador  at  France,  writes  to  Secretary  Lord  Egremont, 
stating  the  favorable  maimer  in  which  his  application  for  the  re- 
lease of  French  Protestants  confined  for  their  religious 
1761  faith  had  been  received.  On  the  10th  January,  1764, 
the  French  Protestants  were  at  Plymouth  ready  to  sail 
— a strange  report  of  their  being  imprisoned  there  totally  un- 
founded— and  on  the  10th  April,  1764,  Governor  Boone  issued 
a proclamation  f >r  the  Assembly  to  meet  on  the  19th  insh, 
in  relation  to  a cor  tarn  uumK  i <1  Fiv.ch  Pro  test  ants  actually 
arrived  in  the  Province.  On  the  1st  June,  jt.o00  sterling  was 
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voted  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  for  the  settling-  of 
foreign-  Protestants,  for  the  settling  and  supporting'  of  sued  <4 
1 in*  French  Protestants  lately  arrived  as  shall  settle  in  a body 
pursuant  to  his  Majesty’s  gracious  intention;  and  on  August  3., 
a further  sum  of  £200  current  money,  ( South-Carol ina,')  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  said  fund  for  the  settling’  of  those  French  Protest- 
ants who  have  separated  from  the  rest  at  Long  Canes.  „ On  the 
20th  August,  1764,  Lieutenant  Governor  Bull  writes  to  Lords 
of  Trade,  giving  account  of  the  settling  of  these  French  Pro- 
testants— some  few  through  disgust  or  quarrels  having  separa- 
ted, he  has  settled  at  Purrysburgh — has  honored  their  township 
with  the  name  of  Hillsborough,  and  to  its  little  town  given  that 
of  New  Bourdeaux,  from  whence  many  of  them-  came.

Present — Earl  of  Hillsborough,  Mr.  Jenyns,  Mr.  Bacon,  Mr. 
Yorke. 

Read  an  order  of  H.  51.  Council,  dated  29th  July,  1763,  refer- 
ring to  this  Board  a memorial  of  51.  Gibert,  relating  to  the  set- 
tling a Colony  of  French  Protestants  in  North  America,  and 
directing-  the  Board  to  report  their  opinion  thereupon.  51.  Bou- 
rdon, agent  in  behalf  of  a number  of  the  said  French  inhabitants 
now  at  Plymouth,  for  whose  transportation  to  South-Carolina, 
the  Treasury  had  entered  into  engagements  with  Mr.  McNutt, 
attending,  was  called  in  and  acquainted  the  Board  that  upon 
further  consideration,  the  said  Protestants  had  expressed  a desire 
of  being  settled  in  East-Florida,  upon  the  river  St.  John’s,  instead 
*>f  Carolina;  that  this  proposal  had  been  communicated  to  Lord 
Halifax,  who  had  approved  thereof,  and  had  signified  to  them 
that  measures  would  be  taken  for  that  purpose.  M.  Boutitoa 
being-  asked  whether  lie  had  any  or  what  terms  to  propose  in 
consequence  of  such  destination,  he  said  it  was  hoped  that  they 
should  be  transported  at  the  public  expense,  supplied  with  tools 
and  implements  of  husbandry,  and  with  provisions  so  long  as 
they  sh<>uld  be  in  necessity  thereof;  whereupon,  he  was  desired 
to  reduce  his  propositions  into  writing,  and  to  attend  the  Board 
to-morrow  morning  at  11  o’clock.

Their  Lordships  took  into  further  consideration  the  order  of 
Council  of  July  29,  referring  M.  Gibert’s  memorial  concerning  a 
settlement  in  Carolina  for  a number  of  French  Protestants  going 
over  to  that  Province,  and  it  was  ordered  that  notice  should  bo 
given  to  M.  Majendie  and  M.  Boutiton,  and  also  to  Mr.  McNutt, 
to  attend  the  Board  ''to-morrow. 

Tuesday,  November  8. 

M.  Majendie  and  Boutiton  not  attending  as  desired,  the  con- 
sideration of  the  order  in  Council  referring  M.  Gibert’s  petition 
fur  an  establishment  in  South-Car olina,  was  postponed.

May  it  please  your  Majesty — In  obedience  to  your  Majesty’s 
order  in  < b ncil  of  the  -',;b  of  July,  last,  we  have  taken  into  our 
consideration  a.  memorial  present*. d to  the  Commissioners  of  your 
Majesty's  Treasury,  in  lea, .of  of  a number  of  French  Protestants, 
who  have  lately  retired  into  this  kingdom  on  account  of  their 
religion,  and  are  desirous  oi  settling  in  your  Majesty's. Province 
of  Smth-f 'aroliua,  which  memorial  sets  forth  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions upon  which  they  desire  lauds  may  be  granted  to  them  in 
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that  Province,  and  as  it  appears  to  ns  upon  a full  examination  of 
Oil's  memorial,  and  of  the  circumstances  of  these  people,  that  the 
- , nils  and  conditions  upon  which  your  Majesty’s  Governor  is 
already,  authorized  by  your  Majesty’s  Commission  and  instruc- 
tions. to  make  grants  of  land,  are  sufficiently  advantageous  and 
beneficial  so  far  as  regards  the  quantity  of  land  to  be  allowed  to 
,.;tch  person,  and  the  nature  of  cultivation  and  improvement. 
We  shall,  therefore,  without  troubling  your  Majesty  with  any 
particular  propositions  relative  thereto,  give  the  proper  direc- 
tions to  your  Majesty’s  Governor  for  such  a distribution  of  lands 
to  these  people,  as  shall  be  expedient  for  their  settlement  and 
aeofimrnodation,  in  the  manner  the  most  eligible  and  convenient 
to  themselves,  and  the  most  advantageous  for  the  colony  and  the 
public;- and  we  have  accordingly  prepared  a letter  to  your 
Majesty’s  Governor  upon  this  subject,  in  which  we  have  recom- 
mended these  persons  to  his  particular  care  and  protection.  But 
in  consideration  of  their  distress  and  indigence,  we  take  the 
liberty  humbly  to  recommend  to  your  Majesty,  that  orders  should 
be  given  ibr  exempting  them  from  the  payment  of  any  quit  rent 
until  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  their  respective 
grants.  That  the  expense  of  surveying  and  laying:  out  their 
lands  should  be  defrayed  out  of  the  quit  rents  arising  to  your 
Majesty  within  that  Province,  and  that  a proper  number  of  mus- 
quets  not  exceeding  200,  and  a proportionable  quantity  of  am- 
munition should  be  given  them  out  of  your  Majesty’s  stores  in 
this  kingdom,  which  we  humbly  apprehend  will  be  necessary  for 
their  support  and  defence.

agreement  with  Mr.  Alexander  McNutt,  for  the  passage  of  thes 
people  to  Charles-Town,  it  will  be  your  duty  immediately  upon 
their  arrival,  to  give  them  every  countenance,  support  and  pro- 
tection in  your  power.

which  we  are  first  to  recommend  to  your  attention  is,  the  layii  ;

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out  a proper  township  for  them,  either  upon  the  river  Savannah, 

• which  is  the  situation  they  seem  most  to  covet,  or  if  there  are  no 
vacant  lands  there  within  a reasonable  distance,  then  upon  some 
other  convenient  river,  and  in  such  a spot  as  they  shall,  upon 
examination,  find  to  be  most  proper  for  the  objects  they  have  in 
view. 

The  number  of  these  people,  according*  to  the  enclosed  list,  is 
no  more  than  183,  but  as  there  is  a great  probability  thatvif  they 
succeed  in  their  undertaking*,  others  will  follow  and  join  'them, 
we  think  that  the  Township  allotted  for  their  settlement  should 
contain  at  least  20.000  acres  of  land,  to  be  laid  out  in  a square 
plot,  one  side  of  which  to  front  to  the  River,  having*  a particular 
part  of  it,  not  exceeding*  800  acres,  reserved  in  a conv» 
situation  for  the  site  of  a Town,  to  consist  of  about  300  tenements 
for  houses  and  gardens,  with  proper  reservation  for  a common, 
and  for  a glebe  of  300  acres  for  a Minister  of  the  Established 
Church.  As  to  the  particular  distribution  of  the  lands  within  the 
Township,  such  distribution  must  be  made  to  each  family  under 
the  regulations,  and  in  the  proportions  prescribed  by  your 
instructions  as  they  refer  either  to  the  quantity  or  the  conditions 
of  cultivation : but  we.  think  it  necessary  to  acquaint  you,  that 
as  the  particular  situation  of  these  people,  and  their  indigent 
circumstances,  appear  to  Us  to  require  particular  encouragement, 
we  have  humbly  proposed  to  his  Majesty  that  they  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  any  Quit  Rent  for  the  space  of  tern 
years;,  arid  that  the  expense  of  laying  out  and  surveying  the 
lands  shall  be  defrayed  nut  of  his  Majesty’s  Revenue  of  Quit 
Rents,  and  we  are  not  without  hopes  that  before  the  vessel  sails, 
we  shall  be  able  to  send  you  his  Majesty’s  orders  upon  these 
points. 

The  advantages  which  the  Province  will  receive  from  the 
acquisition  of  so  large  a body  of  useful  Colonists,  and  the  atten- 
tion which  has  always  been  given  by  the  Legislature  there,  to 
encourage  its  speedy  settlement,  leave  us  no  room  to  doubt  that 
the  Council  and  Assembly  will  co-operate  with  you  in  every 
measure  that  can  contribute  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
these  people  as  far  as  depends  upon  them,  and  that  the  bounties 
allowed  by  the  Act  passed  in  1731  to  each  foreign  Protestant 
that  arrives  in  the  Province,  will  be  paid  without  delay,  that  of

Earl  of  Hertford  to  Secretary  Lord  Eyremont. 

30th  November,  1763. 

From  thence  I obeyed  that  part  of  my  instructions  which 
relates  to  the  Protestants  confined  in  the  galleys  and  prisons  tor 
their  faith  and  religion.  M.  do  Praslin  said,  that  with  respect 
to  the  galleys,  none  could  be  confined  there  singly  for  their 
religion,  as  that  punishment  was  never  inflicted  till  after  judg- 
ment was  given  upon  some  j Del  it  which  might  indeed  involve 
some  Protestants,  if  their  faith  carried  them  to  any  acts  of 
\ i< >h  nee,  1 lit  that  if  I had  in  n - view’  in  y p rsons  < ifined  i 
any  part  of  France  merely  for  their  religious  faith,  they  would 
probably  obtain  their  liberty,  as  there  was  at  present  no  disposi- 
tion to  persecute  on  that  account;  and  that  the  difference  of 
treatment  in  the  different  Provinces  might  arise  from  the  different 
dispositions,  of  the  persons  employed  by  the  King.  I told  him  I 
had  no  particular  list,  imagining  the  government  of  France  was, 
cyr  could  always  be,  immediately  informed  of  such  persons  as 
were  under  confinement;  that  I believed  there  were  some  in  a 
place  which  they  called  the  Chateau  of  Aiguies  Mortes,  upon  the 
Southern  coast  of  France,  but  that  if  he  expected  it,  I should 
write  to  my  Court  to  be  better  informed.  I believe,  therefore,  it 
will  be  proper  for  rim  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  to  be  particular 
in  the  descriptions  of  such  persons  as  lie  wishes  to  have  released.

I do  hereby,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  His  Majesty's  Honorable  Council,  appoint  Thurs- 
day, 19th  of  April,  instant,  at  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  for  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  order  that  the  intentions  of 
our  gracious  sovereign  may  effctually  and  with  dispatch,  be  car- 
ried into  execution.

Though  I have  already  been  disappointed  in  my  hopes  that 
you  would  provide  for  various  services  which  have  occasionally 
required  your  aid;  though  you  have  disregarded  an  application 
of  mine,  made  to  you  in  consequence  of  the  King’s  orders  that  a 
temporary  line  should  be  run,  which  orders  were  the  effect  of 
your  own  solicitations  by  your  agent;  yet  it  is  my  duty  to  ac- 
quaint you,  that  His  Majesty  does  by  his  ministers,  especially 
recommend  to  the  Legislature  of  this  Province,  the  establishing* 
in  a body  a certain  number  of  French  Protestants,  who  are  ac- 
tually arrived  here,  well  versed  in  the  culture  of  silk  and  vines, 
who  will  in  all  probability,  if  encouraged,  be  followed  by  many 
more.  The  settling  them  as  a distinct  Colony  is  most  likely  to 
answer  the  end  of  introducing  new  commodities  into  this  Pro- 
vince, as  well  as  most  conformable  to  His  Majesty’s  intentions; 
but  without  your  assistance  it  is  impossible  to  effect  it.  The 
season  is  advanced,  the  land  is  to  be  surveyed,  and  they  are  not 
only  without  provisions  but  the  means  of  purchasing  them,  for 
the  ship  has  a claim  to  the  bounty  allowed  by  the  Province  for 
passage.  I have  a pleasure  in  considering*  the  opportunity  now 
offered  you  of  imitating*  the  benevolence  of  our  gracious  sover- 
eign, who  has  condescended  to  take  these  unfortunate  people 
under  his  particular  protection,

Mr.  Rutlege  makes  a report  from  the  committee  for  settling

Mr.  Rutledge  reported  from  the  committee  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  most  effectual  way  of  providing  for  and  settling  the 
French  Protestants,  lately  arrived  in  this  Province,  so  as  best  to 
answer  the  King's  intentions  and  make  them  useful  to  the  Colony: 
That  they  are  of  opinion  that  a sum  not  exceeding-  £590  sterling 
be  allowed  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  for  the  settling 
of  foreign  Protestants,  for  the  settling  and  supporting  of  such  of 
the  French  Protestants  lately  arrived,  as  shall  settle  in  a body 
pursuant  to  His  Majesty's  gracious  intentions,  to  be  distributed 
amongst  them  by  His  Honor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  according 
to  their  necessities;  and  the  said  report  being  delivered  in  at  the 
clerk’s  table,  was  read  a first  time. 

Ordered , That  the  said  report  be^. taken  into  consideration  to- 
morrow. 

June  2. 

The  House,  pursuant  to  order,  proceeded  to  take  into  consid- 
eration the  said  report,  and  a debate  arising  the  question  was 
put,  that  the  House  do  agree  to  the  report  of  the  committee. 

It  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative,  and  a resolution  sent  to  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  signed  by  the  Speaker  to  that  effect.

Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  : 

I herewith  send  for  your  perusal  the  report  of  a committee  of 
His  Majesty’s  Council,  made  to  me  this  day,  and  to  which  1 have 
agreed  as  I conceive  that  these  people  deserve  some  regard, 
although  not  so  much  as  those  who  settle  at  Long  Canes  in  a 
L><iy;  and  as  \ conceive  by  the  words  of  the  resolution  -of  the 
General  Assembly,  granting  a sum  of  i.300  sterling  for  the  set- 
tling at  Long  Canes,  that  1 am  restrained  from  applying  any 
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part  thereof  to  those  mentioned  in  the  report,  I refer  this  matter 
to  your  consideration  whether  you  will  assist  these  few  in  settling; 
on  .Savannah  river,  with,  the  addition  of  a small  sum,  or  relax 
the  expression  of  the  resolution,  and  thereby  enable  me  to  gave 
them  such  relief  as  their  particular  case  may  deserve.;  though  I 
must  observe  that  the  carriage  of  the  effects  and  tools  of  the 
Long  Canes  Colony,  will  expend  a large  part  of  the  £500  which, 
with  the  charge  of  their  subsistence  till  next  harvest,  may  leave 
little  to  spare  for  this  purpose.

Ordered , That  the  said  resolution  be  sent  to  His  Honor,  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  for  his  assent,  and  to  His  Majesty’s  Coun- 
cil for  their  concurrence,  and  that  Mr.  Speaker  do  sign  the 
same. 

Ordered , That  Mr,  Fraser  and  Mr.  Williamson  do  carry  the 
same. 

Ordered , That  the  Clerk  do  prepare  a message  to  be  presented 
to  His  Honor,  to  acquaint  him  with  the  resolution  of  this  House.

Charles-Town,  20th  August,  IT 04. 

Tlie  Assembly  having*  given  £500  sterling  for  the  settling  the 
Colony  of  French  Protestants,  I sent  them  some  weeks  ago  in  two 
divisions,  with  waggons,  for  their  tools  and  baggage,  to  begin 
their  settlements,  and  the  remainder,  consisting  mostly  of  women, 
I still  keep  in  Town  till  the  Colony  have  made  some  shelter  for 
their  reception,  which  may  be  in  a few  weeks.  Some  few, 
through  disgust  or  quarrels,  having*  separated,  I have  settled  at 
Purrys burgh.  I have  taken  the  liberty  of  honoring*  this  Township 
with  the  name  of  Hillsborough,  and  to  its  little  Town  given  that 
of  New  Bordeaux,  froth. -whence  many  of  them  came.  Upon  the 
frequent  alarms  which  disturbed  the  settlers  about  Long  Canes, 
lying  South  from  96,  I prevailed  on  the  Assembly  to  cover  them 
with  a Company  of  Rangers,  a detachment  of  which  I have 
ordered  to  cover  and  assist  the  French  Colonists  on  their  first 
settling. 

The  Act  for  encouraging  Protestants  to  be  settlers  here,  passed 
in  1T61,  has  had  so  good  effect  as  to  have  brought  near  600 
persons  over  mostly  within  the  last  twelve  months.  The  Act 
and  < ntinued;  and  in  order  to  give  some  check 
to  the  great  employment  of  negroes  by  which  the  safety  of  the 
Provioi  e may  be  endangered,  the  Assembly  have  now  under 
consideration  a bill  to  prevent  the  importation  for  two  or  three 
years.

ORATION 

DELIVERED 

ON  THE  FIRST  ANNIVERSARY 

OF  THE 

SOUTII-CAROLIXA  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY, 

JUNE  28,  1856, 

By  J.  BARRETT  COHEN. 


Gratitude  to  the  dead  has  been  exercised  from  the  remotest 
antiquity;  and,  notwithstanding  the  dicta  of  Schools,  it  is  cer- 
tain that  the  gods  of  the  ancient  world,  were,  in  many  instances, 
men  deified  on  account  of  their  virtues.  They  were  not  always, 
as  some  imagine,  mere  powers  of  nature,  exalted  into  divinities  : 
but,  frequently  men,  to  whom  a greatful  posterity  had  assigned 
a place  among  their  gods.  Trie  Cretan  proudly  boasted  of  the 
grave  of  Jupiter.  The  prowess  of  Hercules  and  Theseus,  exalted 
them  to  the  rank  of  demi-gods.  The  wisdom  of  Minos  was 
rewarded  by  his  being  assigned  the  place  of  Judge  of  souls. 
The  great  Socrates,  when  about. to  die,  ordered  the  sacrifice  of  a 
cock  to  Esculapius  ; and  taught,  with  his  latest  words,  the 
necessity  of  rewarding  the  benefactors  of  humanity.  This  was 
the  way  in  which  the  ancient  showed  his  gratitude.  He  first 
revered  the  memory  of  his  benefactor,  and  honored  him  as  man; 
then,  as  ages  removed  him  from  sight,  and  as  tradition  added  to 
his  deeds,  he  worshipped  him  as  a god  and  erected  altars  to  his 
memory.  The  modern  having  no  Pantheon,  can  erect  no  altars 
of  wood  or  stone,  can  pour  no  heathen  libation,  can  sacrifice 
no  holocaust  to  those  to  whom  he  is  indebted  ; but  in  his  “ heart 
of  hearts/’  raises  a temple  nobler  than  any  of  antiquity,  a temple, 
in  which,  he  off  ts  up  the  purest  incense  of  the  soul, — the  daily 
incense  which  Virtue  demands,  which  Merit  deserves,  which 
Gratitude  awards. 
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Man,  as  an  individual,  owes  gratitude  to  him,  who  has  saved 
his  life,  or  property  ; or,  who  has  tended  in  any  .manner  to  pro- 
taco his  happiness,  or  aid  his  progress.  The  State,  which, 
according  to  the  definition  of  Hobbs,  is  but  an  artificial  man 
though  of  greater  strength  and  stature  than  the  natural  f is,  in  like 
manner,  bound  to  honor  those  who  have  benefitted  her  in  peace, 
or  in  war,  with  head  or  with  hand,  in  civil  or  in  military  life. 
This  being  true,  the  state  of  our  birth,  the  state  in  which  our 
fathers  suffered  and  bled,  the  State  of  South-Carolina,  is  bound 
to  reverence  those  men  to  whom  she  owes  her  position  to  the 
present  day.  She  owes  much  to  Sir  John  Yeamans,  who  first 
introduced  slaves, — that  incalculable  benefit  to  our  soil  and 
necessity  to  our  climate.  She  owes  much  to  Landgrave  Smith 
for  the  introduction  of  rice, — that  great  commercial  staple, 
through  which  the  State  has  acquired  a large  portion  of  her 
wealth.  She  owes  much  to  the  lady,  whose  love  of  botanical 
pursuits  caused  indigo  to  be  introduced^ — an  article  which  for 
•some  time  profitably  engaged  the  attention  of  our  planters  ; and 
to  the  introducers  of  cotton  she  owes  all  thanks  : but  the  burden 
of  her  grattitude  should  be  given  to  those  who  conceived  and 
executed  the  great  scheme  which  made  us  what  we  are.  We 
owe  a debt  of  gratitude,  which  can  never  be  repaid  to  those 
who  carried  us  through  the  storms  of  the  revolution,  and  to  those 
who  following  in  their  footsteps  completed  our  political  edifice. 

But  before  considering  the  debt  of  South-Carolina  to  her  revo- 
lutionary dead  and  their  successors,  it  would  be  well  to  glance 
for  a moment  at  the  great  revolutions  of  modern  times,  and  see 
in  what  they  are  inferior  to  the  revolution  in  America.  It  would 
be  well  to  see,  what  part  the  sons  of  Carolina  played  in  that 
greatest  event  of  modern  history.  As  their  position  was  promi- 
nent or  inferior,  in  that  struggle,  by  so  much  do  their  descendants 
owe  them  a greater  or  inferior  debt  ; nor  would  it  be  improper 
<’>  observe,  in  what  manner  their  successors  have  carried  out 
bmir  principles.  If  they  had  carried  them  out  faithfully  ; if 
they  have  pursued  duty  when  opposed  by  interest,  if  they  have 
Stunned  the  wrong,  when  more  tempting  than  the  right  ; if  they 
have  preferred  country  to  self,  they  are  our  benefactors — it'  not, 
they  are  our  curse,  and  merit  our  detestation. 

It  is  a remarkable  fact,  that  the  tracing  out  and  following 
tne  leading  idea  of  an  age,  will  present  to  our  minds  the  best 
history  of  that  age,  which  can  possibly  be  written.  For  what  is 
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history  ? It  is,  in  the  words  of  a distinguished  philosopher, — u the 
'■■different  manifestations  of  mind  as  they  hare  been  impressed  on  the 
serf;: re  of  human  life.”  Mind  manifests  itself  at  different  periods, 
in  different  ways.  At  one  time,  we  see  a remarkable  devekpe- 
ment  of  the  religious  element  ; and,  then,  are  reared  lofty 
Cathedrals,  which  have  well  been  styled  the  “ hieroglyphs  of 
theocracy.”  At  another  time,  we  see  feudal  lords  asserting  their 
iron  sway,  and  -straight  way  appear  “the  hieroglyphs  of  fi 
dali am/ 7 in  the ’shape  of  blazonry.  In  the  Gothic  Cathedral,  the 
practised  eye  can  see  more  than  mere  external  beauty.  In  its 
ir  ip  sii  g’  ] ( arance — in  its  grasp  after  the  sublime — that  eye 
can  read  the  history  of  a by-gone  age  ; an  age,  in  which  the 
word  of  a pope  had’ more  power  than  the  armies  of  emperors  ; 
an  age,  in  which  the  church  centred  within  her  own  precincts 
all  power  ; an  age,  in  which  religion  was  rim  mainsprii  .. 
society,  the  fountain  from  which  all  thing’s  flowed.  Xor  dues 
the  simple  Scutcheon  with  its  bars  and  its  lilies,  its  lions  ram- 
pant, and  its  boors7  heads  speak  a language  less  eloquent  to  the 
mind.  In  it  we  can  read  the  fierce  contests  between  the  Guelphs 
and  the  Ghibelines,  those  contests  between  the  popes  and  the 
emperors,  which  agitated  for  so  long  a time,  a.  great  portion  of 
Europe.  In  it,  we  can  read  the  history  of  an  age.  which  was 
adorned  by  the  chivalric  deeds  of  a Hi  chard  or  a Solyman  ; a- 
well  as  the  history  of  the  time,  when  the  British  Barons  promul- 
gated Magna  Carta  at  Eunnymede,  as  the  first  declaration  of 
liberty  on  the  soil  of  England. 

The  religions  and  military  ideas  having  been  developed,  they 
were  followed  by  the  Revolutionary,  which  began  its  work  in  the 
fifteenth  century,  and  will  only  cease  when  it  shall  have  solved 
those  great  problems,  at  which  the  last  four  centuries  have 
labored. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  century,  there  seemed  to  be  a 
calm  upon  the  face  of ’intellectual  Europe.  True,  it  is,  that  art 
was  revived  at  this  time,  but  it  was  not  until  the  middle  of  tie* 
century,  that  the  first  of  those  great  painters  was  born,  wh" 
afterwards  graced  the  courts  of  Julius  II,  and  Leo  X.  Then 
it  mas  that  thought  began  to  burst  its  prison-walls,  and  Bren 
and  other  reforming  philosophers  gave  a slight  foreshadowing  • 
the  progres.fi  v tutu  re.  In  the  next  century,  Luther  began  i '■ 
work  of  Kef  -n nation,  and  was  followed  by  that  hand  wk  ■ 
ranks  were  adorned  by  Calvin,  Knox  and  Zwingle.  In  tn 
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seventeenth  century,  Lord  Bacon  published  his  Novum  Organvm 
in  ugurating  a new  era  in  science,  and  effecting  a revolution, 
fruitful' in  results.  A little  later  in  the  same  century,'  Descartes 
started  Idealism,  and  gave  the  same  impetus  to  that  school  of 
philosophers,  which  Bacon  had  given  to  Materialism.  The 
do<  trines  of  the  one  gave  rise  to  the  opinions  of  Spinoza  ; whilst 
those  of  the  other,  when  carried  to  their  greatest  extent,  produced 
the  cheerless  philosophy  of  Hobbes  and  Hume.  The  next  revolu- 
tion also  occurred  in  this  century,  and  was  political  in  its  nature, 
shaking  the  foundations  of  government,  and  teaching  despot 
kings  to  fear  the  righteous  power  of  a people’s  wrath.  Revolu- 
tions had  successively  taken  place  in  art,  religion  and  philoso- 
phy, and  the  held  of  politics  alone  remained  un gleaned  : but  the 
natural  course  of  things  would  not  allow  the  art  of  government 
to  remain  stationary  ; whilst  progress  with  its  iron  hand,  was 
tearing  away  ancient  landmarks  : crushing  ancient  prejudices, 

I erring  man  nearer  to  that  perfectibility  which  we  all  believe 
he  can  attain.  It  was  to  be  expected  in  such  a state  of  society, 
that  political  revolutions  should  occur,  and  accordingly  at  this 
time,  we  find  that  the  great  revolution  in  England  broke  forth, 
which  carried  a king  to  the  block,  and  raised  up  a more  powerful 
magistrate  in  bis  stead,  under  the  name  of  a protector.  This 
was  the  first  of  the  four  great  revolutions  of  modern  history,  the 
two  English,  the  French,  and  the  American. 

The  revolution  in  England  which  put  Cromwell  at  the  head  of 
affairs,  was  stained  with  cruelty,  injustice  and  fanaticism.  It 
violated  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  English  constitution, 
that,  the  king  can  do  no  wrong.  This  was  the  principle  violated, 
when  Charles  was  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  his  enemies.  This 
was  the  principle  violated,  when  the  king  was  brought  to  trial 
moder  the  name  of  Charles  Stuart,  and  this  was  the  principle, 
which  was  trampled  under  foot,  when  an  English  scaffold  was 
’ained  with  the  blood  of  an  English  king*.  And  by  whom  were 
these  crimes  committed?  By  a people  who  had  taught  their 
hings  to  believe  in  their  infallibility,  and  whose  descendants  still 
h"M,  that  the  minister  and  not  the  king  is  to  be  held  responsible. 
The  revolution  of  1088,  was  effected  with  but  little  loss  of 
d ; but  even  here,  a repulsive  picture  is  presented  to  our 
ii temptation.  A son-in-law  and  two  daughters,  in  rebellion 
•‘‘-gainst  a father,  and  James  II,  the  modern  Lear,  forced  to  seek 
- r,,fuge  in  foreign  courts  against  his  own  children  ; against  “ two 
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pernicious  daughters,”  who  were  bound  to  sustain  and  protect 
him  by  the  highest  tics  of  allegiance,  the  allegiance  of  kindred, 
the  allegiance  which  a child  owes  to  a parent.  Is  there  any 
passage  in  history  more  painful  than  the  one  which  records  the 
desertion  of  his  favorite  daughter  ? and  when  observing  the 
expression,  bursting  from  a wmunded  heart  and  a broken  spirit, 
“ My  God,  my  own  children  have  deserted  me,''  do  we  not  feel  that 
crown  and  power  are  but  a mean  temptation  to  such  sinful 
t *e  i ihery  ? hi  1 t reach*  ry  rest  here  cont<  nted  with  its  work  : 
Bid  not  the  page  exalted  to  a dukedom  by  the  bounty  of  James, 
turn  against  his  benefactor  and  shun  the  very  hand  which  had 
nourished  him  ? And,  however  beneficial  all  these  desertions 
may  have  been  to  England,  however  useful  to  the  progress  of 
free  institutions,  will  not  a just  posterity  brand  the  memory  of 
Mary,  Anne  and  MarlR -rough,  with  the  word  ingratitude  ? 

In  point  of  time,  the  next  revolution  which  claims  our  atten- 
tion, is  the  one  to  which  we  owe  our  liberty  ; the  one  which 
caused  the  standard  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  occupy 
its  present  high  position  among  the  enlightened  nations  of  the 
earth:  but,  as  it  was  by  far  the  greatest,  the  noblest  and  the 
best,  it  deserves  to  be  considered  after  the  cruelties  and 
treacheries  of  the  other,  three  have  been  examined,  and  besides 
this  consideration,  its  merits  will  bo  better  imderetood .-'after 
contemplating  the  great  social  and:  political  hydra  of  modern 
times,  the  French  Revolution. 

It  is  indisputably  true,  that  a people  who  have  borne  the 
yoke  of  oppression  for  centuries,  are  terrible  when  they  have 
shaken  it-  off,  and  amused  themselves  from  their  lethargy. 

Such  was  the  case  during  the  French  Revolution.  The  people 
had  slumbered  on  their  right*  for  ages.  A brilliant  king  had 
dazzled;  a proud  king  had  domineered;  a Richelieu  or  a Mazavia 
had  wrenched  the  reins  of  government  from  the  hands  of  an  im- 
potent sovereign;  but,  tie y who  are  the  nerve  and  sinew  of  a 
country,  bent  their  no.-ks  submissively,  and  the  people  patiently 
received  their  burden  from  the  hands  of  their  taskmasters.  Th 
day  of  vengeance,  however,  was  at  hand.  The  revolutions  in 
philosophy,  as  we  have  semi  developed  two  different  schools ; tin 
ideal  and  the  vialcrmi.  L’iie  ideal  originating  in  France  found 
its  way  into  ( Jermany,  whilst.  t tc  material  having  originated 
England,  passed  --v<  ;•  o ' - !•  ranee.  There,  mingled  wrh  the  n 
and  learning  of  such  men  as  \ oltaire,  Coudurcot,  LfAlembm 
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Dupuis,  and  D’HoIbach,  it  degenerated  into  a wicked  infidelity, 
which  becoming  fashionable  among  the  learned  and  higher  or- 
ders  of  society,  gradually  .infused  itself  among  the  people.  With 
the  men  of  that  day,  all  sacred  things  were  treated  in  the  same 
manner.  They  were  either  reasoned  away  or  profanely  ridiculed. 
With  the  philosophers  of  that  period,  to  be  religious  was  to  be 
weak.  No  blasphemy  was  too  great  to  be  uttered,  alul  the  vilest 
profanity,  if  only  clothed  in  brilliant  wit,  was  greedily  swallowed 
by  eager  readers,  or  delighted  hearers.  When  such  principles 
prevail,  when  the  religious  sentiment  so  natural  to  the  heart, 
so  necessary  to  the  well  being  of  society,  so  divine  in  its  origin, 
so  elevating  in  its  effects,  is  made  a gibe  and  a mockery,  can 
we  wonder,  that,  men  should  forget  their  manhood  and  sacrifice  to 
passions  the  dearest  rights  of  humanity  ? Can  we  be  astonished 
at  the  laws,  which  banished  “ Revelation  " from  France,  or  any 
of  the  follies  with  which  the  annals  of  those  times  are  stained 

But  the  fashionable  infidelity  of  the  day  was  not  the  only  cause 
which  produced  the  French  Revolution.  The  brains  of  men  had 
been  fired  by  the  thoughts  suggested  by  our  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, and  the  successful  termination  of  our  contest  for 
freedom.  About  the  same  time,  the  court  and  higher  orders, 
being  at  conflict  with  each  other,  the  assembly  known  as  the 
States  General,  was  convened;  an  assembly  in  which  the  “'third 
Estate’7  possessed  a voice.  “What  is  the  third  Estate'7  was 
the  question  asked  at  this  period,  and  the  answer  was,  “ it  is 
nothing.”  This  was  literally  true  at  the  commencement  of  the 
revolution,  or  rather  at  the  time  when  the  “ Constitutional  Assem- 
bly 77  first  met;  but  before  that  assembly  had  been  lung  in  session, 
the  destruction  of  the  Bastile  and  the  murder  of  Be  Launey  gave 
some  idea  of  the  terrible  drama  about  to  be  enacted,  some  evi- 
dence of  the  strength  of  the  hitherto  despised  people.  When 
the  assembly  was  first  convened,  the  “ third  Estate  " merely  as- 
serted its  equal  rights;  before  the  session  had  closed  it  declared 
itself  master,  and  future  assemblies  proved  the  truth  of  this  de- 
claration. 

History  presents  no  lesson  more  terribly  instructive  than  this 
great  outburst  of  popular  fury.  From  a resistance  against  wrong, 
4the  people  marched  steadily  onward  to  assert  their  rights;  from 
an  assertion  of  their  rights  they  degenerated  into  license;  from 
license  they  sank  into  brutal  crime.  Between  the  holding*  out 
against  the  nobility  and  clergy,  and  the  condemnation  and  ox- 
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ccution  of  their  king,  there  was  a long  and  terrible  road  crossed 
by  rivers  of  blood,  through  which  it  was  necessary  for  the  people 
to  pass.  Nevertheless,  they  marched  onward. 

Shortly  before  the  memorable  tenth  of  August,  an  enraged 
populace  marches  into  the  palace  of  the  Bourbons,  and  we  shud- 
der as  we  behold  the  weak,  good  king,  compelled  to  place  upon 
his  head,  the  cap  of  liberty  ; when  we  see  a drunken  sans  culottes 
force  the  successor  of  Louis  XIV.,  to  drink  from  his  filthy  hands 
a cup  of  probably  as  filthy  liquor.'  The  heart  revolts  at  certain 
things,  and  when  we  observe  the  same  persons  offering  indig- 
nities to  their  king,  who  but  a few  days  before  were  shouting 
vice  le  mi,  we  feel,  that  the  worst  of  all  tyrants,  as  well  as  the 
most  fickle,  is  a tyrant-people,  led  on  by  demagogues.  On  the 
same  day  that  the  king  was  insulted,  indignities  were  heaped 
upon  the  queen.  But  Liberty , Equality  and  Fraternity  had  begun 
their  work,  and  before  the  mob  could  be  satisfied,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  pass  through  many  more  stages  of  cruelty  and  crime. 
Liberty  was  the  name  under  which  those  crimes  were  committed 
which  merited  the  early  reproof — “ You  wish  to  be  free  and  do 
not  know  how  to  be  just/”  Liberty  was  the  name  under  which 
the  daughter  of  Sombreuil  was  forced  to  drink  a glass  of  blood 
to  save  her  father's  life.  Liberty  was  the  name  under  which  the 
mob  entered  the  Church  of- the  Carmelites,  and  murdered  two 
hundred  priests;  under  that  name  a king  was  carried  to  the  guil- 
lotine, whose  only  fault  was  weakness,  whose  only  crime  the 
having  had  ambitious  ancestors.  Under  the  same  name  religion 
and  law  were  banished  from  France,  and  anarchy  asserted  in 
their  place  its  own  misrule.  Under  her  banner  the  hands  of  men 
reeked  with  blood  in  the  cities  of  France,  and  the  knees  of  men 
were  bent  in  adoration,  in  the  very  temple  of  the  living  God,  be- 
fore a common  prostitute.  But  the  accumulated  wrath  of  ages 
forgets  all  law,  forgets  all  veneration,  forgets  all  order;  and 
fury,  hate  and  desperation  usurp  the  place  of  manhood,  faith  and 
charity. 

How  different  from  all  these,  was  the  revolution  to  which  we 
owe  our  existence  as  free  and  independent  States,  different  in 
its  beginning,  the  wrongs  of  the  colonies  were  inveighed  against 
by  the  greatest  and  best  men  in  Great  Britain;  her  taking-  up 
arms  is  approved  by  all  men,  to  whom  freedom  and  justice  are 
dear.  Different  in  its  maimer  ot  being  carried  on,  it  presents  to 
us  none  of  the  cruel  scenes  which  were  witnessed  in  England 
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and  France.  Different  in  its  end,  it  alone  attained  that  aim  for 
which  they  all  had  striven.  The  American  Devolution  presents 
the  strange,  in  fact,  the  only  picture  of  a people  who,  owing  but 
little  to  their  parent  State— many  of  them  being  outcasts  from 
her  bosom — a people  separated  by  thousands  of  miles  from  the 
country  which  claimed  them  as  subjects,  quietly  and  patiently 
asking  redress  for  their  wrongs,  and  clinging  with  affection  to  a 
country,  which  many  of  them  had  never  seen.  This  redress  was 
peremptorily  refused.  England  declared  the  Colonies  out  of  her 
protection.  Then,  and  not  till  then  did  the  Colonies  declare 
their  independence,  and  dissolve  their  allegiance  to  Great  Britain. 
In  dissolving  that  allegiance  it  was  necessary  to -appeal  to  the 
sword.  This  they  did;  but  no  brutal  mob  with  bloody  hands  and 
vengeful  hearts,  led  on  by  men  destitute  of  virtue,  sweeping 
away  all  traces  of  order,  and  government  impeded  their  progress. 
A poorly  clad  and  worse  paid  soldiery  whoso  best  reward  was  a 
consciousness  of  right  and  the  thanks  of  their  countrymen, 
wrested  their  freedom  from  the  hands  of  the  greatest  power  of 
Europe.  In  place  of  a Cromwell,  a Mary,  an  Anne,  a Mirabeau, 
a Robespierre,  a Marat,  or  a Danton,  America  boasts  her  hosts 
of  statesmen  and  heroes;  men  whose  public  acts  were  a benefit 
to  the  country  and  a moral  lesson  to  the  world. 

Greater  than  all  other  revolutions  of  modern  history,  the 
American  Revolution  was  the  only  one  which  attained  its  end. 
The  first  English  revolution  exchanged  one  power  for  another, 
only  to  return  into  the  hands  of  a profligate  Stuart.  The  second 
revolution  was  but  little  more  successful.  The  Stuarts  were 
banished,  but  the  massacre  of  Glencoe  took  place;  innocent  men 
were  murdered  in  cold  blood  by  order  of  William  of  Orange; 
hospitality  was  violated  with  the  sanction  of  England's  king. 
Was  religious  toleration  allowed  ? Was  a Cathdio  permitted  to 
educate  his  Catholic  child  ? Was  not  O'Connell — as  he  himself 
tells  us — the  first  Catholic  capable  of  entering  parliament  for  a 
century  and  a half?  Could  the  present  Lord-Mayor  of  London 
take  his  seat  in  that  body  if  elected  by  the  people.  The  ques- 
tion has  been  tried  and  the  people  have  been  defeated  whenever 
they  have  attempted  to  send  a Jew  to  Parliament.*  Is  this 

* At  the  time  the  above  oration  was  delivered  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London 
was  a Jew,  and  nniler  the  then  existing  law  incapable  of  taking  the  oath,  it 
vras  not  until  a few  months  ago— two  years  after — that  the  law  was  altered, 
and  the  I3aroa  Rothschild  was  able  to  take  his  seat. 
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freedom  ? II as  that  revolution,  after  nearly  two  hundred  years, 
accomplished  its  end — the  thorough  enjoyment  of  liberty  ? The 
actions  of  Great  Britain  give  the  answer  ! Nor  has  France  been 
more  successful.  From  the  hands  of  a king  she  passed  into  the 
hands  of  demagogues  ! From  the  hands  of  demagogues  she 
passed  through  various  changes,  and  to-day  she  is  voluntarily 
governed  by  the  successor  of  him,  whom  she  permitted  to  die  a 
prisoner  at  St.  Helena,  as  yesterday  she  was  ruled  by  the  son 
of  Philip  Egalite,  and  the  day  before  by  the  brother  of  her  mur- 
dered king.  From  the  outburst  of  her  revolution,  near  seventy 
years  ago,  up  to  the  present  day,  France  has  not  been  able  to 
boast  a single  day  of  freedom.  She  has  made  and  unmade  kings 
— she  has  set  over  herself  presidents,  assemblies,  and  emperors, 
but  freedom  she  has  never  enjoyed.  In  the  United  States,  on 
the  contrary,  a love  of  liberty  inspired  our  fathers;  they  fought 
for  and  gained  it,  and  thank  Heaven  we  have  preserved  it  pure 
and  unsullied. 

The  revolution  as  a whole,  having  produced  such  incalculable 
benefit  to  the  country,  and  being  the  only  one  which  has  secured 
equal  rights  to  ail  mankind,  it  remains  for  us  as  Carolinians  to 
consider  what  part  our  own  ancestors  acted  in  the  struggle.  It 
is  our  duty  to  contemplate  the  deeds  of  those  men,  who,  as  natives 
of  our  soil,  wrought  out  our  part  in  that  political  drama — those 
men  who  number  among  themselves  the  Rutledges,  the  Middle- 
tons,  the  Laurenses,  the  Gadsden,  the  Sumter,  the  Marion  and 
the  Moultrie  of  the  revolution. 

To  the  student  of  modern  history,  no  picture  is  nobler  than  the 
one  which  is  presented  in  the  conduct  of  South-Carolina.  A pet 
and  favorite  of  the  parent  State,  but  little  direct  wrong  had  been 
done  to  her.  Abstract  rights  had  been  invaded,  but  men  are 
seldom  willing  to  tight  against  an  injury,  which  they  do  not  feel 
or  take  up  arms  against  an  evil  in  the  distance.  Tea  had  been 
taxed  and  Carolina  refused  to  use  it.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
severe  act  passed  against  Boston;  if  a British  army  had  not  been 
placed  within  the  eitv;  had  not  her  port  been  shut,  it  is  proba- 
ble that  peart;  would  have  been  preserved  and  England  retained 
her  Colonies.  But  because*  she  was  not  directly  attacked,  Caro- 
lina did  V't  embark  Less  wilimgiy  upon  the  revolution;  did  not 
enter  less  inunluliv  into  tin.*  contest;  did  not  brave  less  fearlessly 
the*  armies  of  Britain. 

By  referring  to  the  petition  against  the  Boston  Fort  Bill  pro- 
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sonted  by  the  Americans  in  London,  it  will  be  seen  that  out  of 
t ! so  thirty  who  signed  it,  fifteen  were  natives  of  South-Carolina. 
Wh  ri  a II  was  made  for  a Congress,  South-Carolina  immedi- 
ately answered,  and  heartily  joined  in  measures  for  the  relief  of 
her  sister  Colony.  Delegates  were  sent  to  the  General  Congress, 
as  soon  as  the  address  of  the  people  of  Massachusetts  was  re- 
ceived in  Charleston.  Our  State,  immediately  after  the ’return  of 
her  delegates,  recommended  her  citizens  to  practice  the  use  of 
arms.  When  Great  Britain  determined  to  coerce  the  Colonies, 
through  the  diligence  of  our  u Secret  - Committee  ” the  design  was 
discovered.  Drayton,  Xenfville  and  Corbett,  bravely  assuming 
a state  of  war,  and  using  one  of  its"1x?Tdest  privileges,  opened 
public  dispatches,  through  which  means  Congress  was  informed. 
It  was  this  information  which  determined  that  assembly  to  raise 
an  army,  and  prepare  the  country  for  defence.  Were  we  not  the 
first  in  many  of  the  prominent  deeds  of  the  revolution  ? Did  not 
our  State  pay  more  than  a million  of  dollars  above  her  share  in 
the  expenditures  of  the  war  ? What  State  first  made  a law  au- 
thorizing the  capture  of  British  vessels  ? It  was  Carolina  which 
first  compelled  a British  fleet  to  abandon  her  coast,  after  a well 
fought  battie,  and  our  State  was  one  of  the  first  of  the  “ Old 
Thirteen  ” which  framed  an  independent  constitution. 

Such  were  some  of  the  deeds  which  distinguished  the  men  of 
our  State  as  patriots;  but  what  were  they  as  men?  ITenry 
Laurens  was  thought  fit  to  preside  over  that  assembly  wtiich. 
Lord  Chatham  declared  not  to  be  surpassed  by  any  nation  or 
body  of  men  in  ancient  or  modern  times.  With  manly  scorn  he 
refused  to  bend  to  meanness;  and  when,  in  the  Tower,  he  was 
given  to  understand  that  liis  condition  would  be  ameliorated  if 
he  would  persuade  his  son  not  to  accept  the  mission  entrusted  to 
him,  he  nobly  answered  : “ J [y  son  loves  me  dearly , and.  would 
lay  down  his  life  to  save  mine , but  I am  sure  that  he  would  not  sa- 
crifice his  honor  to  save  my  life , and  I applaud  him  for  it.”  The 
son  of  whom  this  was  spoken,  was  appointed  by  General  Wash- 
ington to  draw  up  the  articles  of  surrender  of  Cornwallis,  and 
was  afterwards  sent  on  a special  mission  to  France,  which  mis- 
sion caused  the  proposal  to  his  father  and  produced  his  patriotic 
reply.  Drayton  was  thought  worthy  of  high  office  under  the 
British  government;  but  whilst  in  this  position,  his  love  of  truth 
would  hot  allow  him  to  remain  silent,  and  he*  was  suspended. 
The  war  broke  out  and  his  country  rewarded  his  services  by  the 
15 
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most  ample  esteem.  It  was  whilst  exercising  his  office  of  Judge, 
that  he  said  in  a charge  to  the  Grand  Jury,  when  speaking  of 
the  political  affairs  of  the  country.  “ I hope  that  ice  shall  act  as 
men,  and  that  posterity  shall  have  no  just  ca  use  to  reproach  our  co  n- 
duct.” His  hopes  are  gratified,  and  we  of  the  present  day  can 
truly  affirm  that  he  and  his  cotemporaries  deserved  all  the  honor 
which  his  admiring  countrymen  can  bestow.  John  Rutledge,  the 
orator  and  the  statesman,  was  one  to  whom  our  State  was  in- 
debted for  many  and  varied  services,  both  during  and  after  the 
revolution.  He  assisted  in  framing  the  Federal  Constitution,  and 
persuaded  his  countrymen  to  accept  it  when  framed.  What 
should  be  said  of  him  who  adorned  every  office  which  he  filled, 
graced  every  position  which  he  occupied  ? He  requires  no  praise 
or  labored  eulogy  ! History  has  already  assigned  him  a place 
in  the  front  rank  of  patriots,  a conspicuous  niche  in  the  temple 
of  fame.  His  brother,  too,  will  ever  be  remembered;  for  is  not 
the  name  of  the  patriotic  and  scholarly  Edward  Rutledge  sub- 
scribed to  the  Declaration  of  Independence  ? and  was  he  not 
holding  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  highest  office  in  the  gift  of 
our  State.  The  lofty  sentiments  of  Christopher  Gadsden  ring 
upon  our  ears,  and  do  not  his  actions  always  stand  before  us, 
ami  oiler  themselves  to  our  judgment  as  the  type  of  earnest 
patrmtmm  ? As  an  advocate  for  liberty  or  a sufferer  in  its  cause, 
he  alike  claims  our  regard  and  esteem,  and  deserves  a place  in 
our  nearts  as  well  as  his  illustrious  contemporaries. 

Ramsay,  in  his  oration  delivered  on  the  fourth  of  July,  1777, 
thanks  God  “ tor  being  allowed  the  honor  of  helping-  forward 
those  great  events,  and  of  suffering  in  a cause  of  such  great  im- 
portance.” He  might  have  added,  that  he  was  thankful  for 
being  allowed  to  form  a link  in  that  chain  of  great  men,  whoso 
names  do  not  only  belong  to  this  State,  or  this  centurv;  men 
whose  memory  will  always  be  remembered  where  patriotism  is 
regarded,  virtue  cherished,  and  bravery  admired.  For  who  can 
hear  without  a thrill  of  admiration,  the  noble  reply  of  General 
Moultrie,  who,  when  told  that  the  tort  which  bears  his  name 
would  be  torn  down  by  the  balls  of  the  enemy,  courageously  an- 
swered, “ liuni  ire  trill  lie  behind  the  ruins  and  prevent  the  enemy 
from  landin'].”  Who  can  read  without  a feeling  of  gratification 
the  deeds  <>t  him  who  lias  well  been  styled  the  “ Game  Cock” 
South-Curolmu ; . ot  him. ..who  gained  the  first  victory  over  the 
British  alter  the  tail  ol  Charleston,  the  Bayard  of  our  State — ■ 
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General  Thomas  Sumter.  What  Carolinian  is.  not  gratified  at 
being  able  to  claim  the  “Swamp  Fox ” as  his  countryman:  him 
who  gave  the  greatest  trouble  to  Tar  let  on — him  whose  virtues 
entitle  him  to  our  affections — the  noble  Francis  Marion  ! Who 
would  not  have  felt  honored  at  the  companionship  of  such  a man 
as  Charles  Cotes  worth  Pinckney,  whose  best  praise  is  to  be 
found  in  the  fact  that  the  American  people  “ have,”  in  the  words 
of  Dr.  Garden.  “ consecrated  as  a national  sentiment  for  themselves 
and  their  posterity ” Millions  for  defence,  not  a cent  for 
tribute.  Can  any  State  in  the  Union  show  a more  gallant  array 
of  talent,  of  patriotic  zeal  and  purity,  than  did  Carolina  in  these, 
her  sons  ? and  vet  they  form  but  a part  of  those  great  spirits  to 
whom  we  are  indebted. 

After  Revolution,  disorder  to  a greater  or  less  extent  must 
necessarily  prevail.  A country  having  been  agitated  for  years, 
is  not  easily  quieted.  War  necessarily  brings  in  its  train  a 
thousand  evils  ; but  when  those  evils  fall  upon  a new  country, 
the  suffering  is  intense,  and  anarchy  finds  its  way  into  the  very 
halls  of  Justice.  This  was  the  case  in  Carolina,  after  the 
Revolution.  But  those  men  who  conducted  the  war  of  inde- 
pendence, removed  the  disorders  which  overran  the  country  at 
its  close.  To  those  men  we  owe  that  system  of  law  which 
causes  Carolina  to  be  respected  whereever  her  institutions  are 
understood.  Not  lovers  of  change,  they  loathiully  dissolved 
their  connection  with  Great  Britain,  and  when  necessity  com- 
pelled, and  justice  required,  that  they  should  assert  their  inde- 
pendence, they  neither  wished  nor  sought  for  any  changes  in 
their  government,  but  such  as  were  requisite.  The  good  old 
common  law  of  England  was  retained  as  the  basis  of  that  system 
of  jurisprudence  which  no  sister  State  has  excelled.  But  after 
these  men  had  passed  away,  after  the  Articles  of  Confederation 
had  given  way  to  our  present  Constitution,  questions  of  vital 
importance  arose  and  agitated  the  country.  This  must  nessarily 
be  the  case  in  all  countries,  where  political  liberty  gives  rise  to 
freedom  of  speech,  where  liberal  education  engenders  freedom  of 
thought.  On  all  such  questions,  the  sons  of  Carolina  have 
proved  themselves  worthy  of  their  inheritance.  With  regard  to 
those  who  have  lived  in  this  century,  they  require  no  eulogium. 
To  many  of  us  they  were  personally  known.  We  all  love  them. 
Their  names  are  household  words.  The  State  has  taught  her 
youth  to  revere  their  memories.  No  Carolina  mother  who  wishes 
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her  son  to  become  a deep,  a refined,  a tasteful  scholar,  is  desirous 
< f h<  : li  g up  a high<  r mod  It  n Legare.  No  Cai  lina 
desires  for  his  son  a higher  place  among  statesmen,  than  that 
which  was  held  by  Calhoun.  In  them,  and  in  their  contempora- 
ries, we  see  the  high  tone,  the  nobleness  of  heart,  the  patriotism, 
and  the  manliness  which  belong  to  the  statesmen  of  Carolina. 
They,  like  the  patriots  of  the  revolution,  loved  truth  for  its 
sake,  and  gladly  abandoned  at  her  altars  their  fondest  dreams  of 
ambition,  their  dearest  hopes  of  advancement  ; fearlessly  they 
strove  to  obey  the  voice  of  duty,  and  at  her  command  they 
slimmed  no  sacrifice. 

Indeed,  sacrifice  seems  to  have  been  the  motto  of  the  great 
man  of  Carolina.  In  the  camp  he  shunned  no  privation,  in  the 
field  he  fearlessly  braved  the  thunders  of  artillery  ; in  the  Senate 
hall  and  in  the  Council  chamber  he  has  spoken  fearlessly,  caring 
little  for  himself  and  much  for  his  country.  Major  Thomas 
Pinckney  was  but  a true  type  of  the  Carolina  patriot,  when  he 
said,  “ If  the  situation  of  my  brother  Cannes  you  to  hesitate , I speak 
for  him  as  I know  he  would  speak  for  me  * * * * individual 
suffering  must  not  be  regarded , life  is  nothing  compared  to  the 
honor  of  America.-  Men  with  such  sentiments,  deserve  to  be  set 
up  as  models  for  imitation  ; men  with  such  sentiments  have 
abounded  in  Carolina,  and  their  memories  should  be  carefully 
cherished  as  long  as  liberty  is  loved  and  honest  manhood 
respected.  Far  be  the  day  from  Carolina,  when  her  sons  shall 
forget  this  debt  to  their  fathers,  a debt  which  they  can  only  pay 
by  following  their  example.  For  as  long  as  the  memory  of 
those  men  whom  the  State  now  delights  to  honor,  is  revered,  so 
long  will  South-Carolina  remain  pure  and  uncontaminated,  a 
pride  to  her  sons  and  an  ornament  to  the  Union. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Historical  Society: 

Had  I not  felt  abashed  when  I received  your  appointment,  I 
should  have  been  myself  guilty  of  more  than  common  vanity. 
Many  of  you  are  holding  the  highest  positions  which  can  be 
awarded  to  cultivated  intellect  ; many  of  you  I have  been  taught 
to  look  upon  as  masters.  Some  of  you  but  yesterday  stood  in 
the  position  of  my  instructors.  In  your  presence  I could  not  do 
otherwise  than  fe<d  my  inability  ; I knew  that  I could  not  hope  to 
instruct,  I could  scarcely  hope  to  please.  However,  I have 
striven  to  perform  my  task  j and  if  I have  failed,  my  inability 
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must  plead  my  excuse.  I have  attempted  to  show,  that  the 
o:r  *atest  revolution  of  modern  times  is  the  one  which  separated 
the  thirteen  colonies  from  England,  I have  attempted  to  show, 
that  South-Carolina  was  not  behind  hand  in  the  struggle.  I 
have  collected  together  a few  of  the  leading  men  of  our  State, 
and  have  placed  them  before  you.  I have  stated  what  I think  to  be 
our  duty,  and  feel  certain  that  every  Carolinian  will  express  the 
same  sentiments.  I am  sure  that  no  State  can  say  more  truly 
than  South-Carolina,  that  her  statesmen  have  ever  been  actuated 
by  the  purest  motives  which  adorn  humanity,  “ I put  my  feet  in 
the  tracks  of  my  ancestors,  where  I can  neither  wander  nor 
stumble,”  said  a distinguished  British  Statesman,  and  so,  with 
equal  truth  can  say  each  son  of  Carolina,

^T°-  Lowndes  to  the  Secretary,  recounts  his  sendees  in 
promoting1  the  purchase  of  the  Province  of  South-Carolina 
by  the  Crown  from  the  Lords  proprietors.  Rendered  assis- 
tance to  Colonel  Lilly  in  drawing  his  map  of  Carolina,  as  he 
(Lowndes)  had  the  most  authentic  map  of  that  country,  and  of 
Port  Royal  in  particular.  That  of  Governor  Rogers7  is  only  a 
fiction,  making  Port  loyal  a most  impossible  and  unnatural 
place.  Encloses  copy  oi  a letter  from  Governor  Craven.  En- 
tertains an  opinion  that  the  laniards  are  making  a clamour 
about  the  little  fort  upon  the  Alatamalia  River,  to  conceal  their 
intentions  of  getting  the  territory  upon  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  Ac., 
Ac.

They  relate  that  Oct., 
1720,  suspecting  the  French  and  Spaniards  would  take  posses- 
ion of  the  Alatamaha  river,  one  hundred  men  under  the  com- 
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mand  of  General  Nicholson  were  ordered  to  secnre  that  river,  as 
lying  within  the  bounds  of  South-Carolina,  and  to  erect  a fee 
there,  which  was  done  accordingly  and  c ailed  fort  King  George, 
which  being  some  time  after  by  accident,  burned,  was  rebuilt  in 
a very  bad  maimer,  a circumstance  inducing  one  of  the  present 
causes  of  complaint.  They  do  not  however  believe  the  condi- 
tion of  the  garrison  to  have  been  so  bad  as  represented,  as  they 
think  it  arose  partly  from  the  inactivity  or  indolence-of  the  sol- 
diers, who  were  chiefly  old  invalids. 

General  Nicholson  has  also  mentioned  that  be  had  often  pro- 
poposed  the  making  of  gardens  and  enclosures,  and  offered  to 
send  stock  of  cattle,  as  he  had  done  previously  powder  air 
fishing  tackle,  by  which  means,  had  they  been  industrious,  they 
might  have  saved  their  pay,  there  being  plenty  of  deer,  wild  fowl 
and  fish. 

This  being  the  true  state  of  the  case,  although  the  situation  of

This  can 
only  be  done  by  sending  a detachment  of  the  Company  to  Alata- 
maha.  This  detachment  may  from  time  to  time  be  relieved  from 
Port  Royal,  which  will  be  the  means  of  keeping  the  garrison  in 
a sanitary  state,  and  it  may  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Gov- 
ernor there  to  change  the  situation  of  the  fort  elsewhere,  pro- 
vided' it  command  the  navigation  of  the  said  river.  They  rather 
recommend  this  as  they  are  informed  the  Spaniards  are  equip- 
ping several  periaguas  to  cruise  upon  the  coast,  and  if  not  pre- 
vented may  possibly  take  possession  of  this  river.

In  obedience  to  His  Majesty’s  commands  signified  in  a letter 
from  Lord  Townshend,  under  date  of  22d  November  last,  they 
have  prepared  drafts  of  instructions  for  Robert  Johnson,  esq.,  as 
Governor  of  South-Car  olina.  The  appointment  of  the  late  Gov- 
ernor having  been  only  provisional,  his  instructions  were  not  so 
full  as  those  of  other  governors.  But  since  that  appointment, 
the  King  having  purchased  the  sovereignty  of  the  Province  with 
seven-eighths  of  the  land  thereof,  they  consider  that  Col.  Johnson 
should  be  as  amply  instructed  as  His  Majesty's. other  governors  in 
America.  They  have  therefore  inserted  in  the  present  draft  such 
instructions  as  are  usually  given,  taking  notice  in  this  report  of 
such  alterations  as  they  have  made  therein. 

In  the  first  article  they  have  added  the  names  of  Thomas 
Broughton,  John  Fenwick,  Joseph  Wragg,  Thomas  "Waring  and 
John  Hammerton,  in  the  room  of  Thomas  Smith,  Joseph  Morton, 
William  Gibbon,  Charles  Hart  and  Benjamin  de  la  Conseiilere, 
esqTs.  His  Majesty  ha  ving  purchased  seven-eighths  of  the  arrears 
of  quit  rents,  they  consider  that  it  will  be  for  His  Majesty’s  ser- 
vice to  remit  the  same  upon  certain  conditions  herein  expressed, 
viz.  : 1st  That  the  Assembly  do  pass  an  Act  for  repealing  one 
formerly  consented  to  by  the  Lords  proprietors,  entitled  An  Act 
to  acertaiu  the  prices  of  land,  the  forms  of  conveyances,  Ac.,  Ac. 
2d.  That  all  possessors  of  lands  do  register  their  grants,  Ac. 
3d.  That  they  do  pay  such  quit  rents  for  the  future  in  proclama- 
tion money;  they  have  therefore  prepared  the  10th  instruction 
accordingly.  There  is  an  Act  subsisting  in  the  Province  entitled 
An  Act  for  calling  in  and  sinking  the  paper  bills,  and  part  of  the 
duties  arising  from  the  said  Act  are  at  present  applicable  to  the 
paying  of  certain  bills  uf  credit  now  current  in  the  Province. 
Bat  the  planters  and  others  < f .South-*  arolina  have  represented 
the  necessity  of  applying  such  part  of  said  duties  for  the  term 
of  seven  years  to  the  surveying  and  laying  out  townships,  Ac. 
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They  have  prepared  the  20th  instruction  for  that  purpose.  The 
merchants  and  planters  having  represented  the  absolute  neces- 
sity of  having  some  paper  money  current  in  the  Province  to  .serve 
as  a medium  of  trade,  they  have  consequently  prepared  the  2 1st, 
22d,  23d.  24th,  25th,  26th,  27th,  28th,  29th,  30th,  31st  and  32d  ar- 
ticles* Mention  an  insertion  in  the  38th  article  with  reference  to 
the  books  of  accounts. 

The  usual  manner  of  granting  lands  by  the  Lords  proprietors, 
was  to  receive  a fine  of  £20,  and  reserve  a quit  rent  of  10s.  for 
each  1,000  acres.  Conceive  it  more  advantageous  to  reserve  a 
quit  rent  of  4s.  per  100  acres  in  all  future  grants,  have  therefore 
prepared  the  58th  instruction  accordingly.  Have  inserted  arti- 
cles 53,  54,  55  and  56,  in  relation  to  grants  of  land  already  made 
as  well  as  for  regulating  such  grants  for  the  future,  Me.  The. 
57  th  article  has  been  added  to  encourage  the  importation  of  white 
people,  there  being  at  present  too  great  a proportion  of  coloured.

These  misfortunes,  together  with 
the  discouragements  from  Governors,  proprietors,  and  those  in 
their  interest,  will  render  it  impossible  that  the  undertaking 
should  succeed  without  the  undertakers  can  have  sufficient  au- 
thority to  secure  them  from  the  violence  of  their  government  at 
Carolina,  which  threatens  them  with  imprisonment,  to  which  ex- 
tremity they  have  actually  proceeded  in  some  instances,  as  will 
be  evidenced  by  two  credible  pe -ns  concerned  in  the  affair,  the 
one  Kdward  Lougiton,  possessed  of  property  in  < ’lutrles-Town;

Jean  Couture,  the  encouragement  they  had  received  from  His 
Majesty  for  the  discovery  of  the  said  mines,  and  he  being  known 
as  the  greatest  traveller  among  the  Indians,  and  - thoroughly  cog- 
nizant with  eight  or  nine  of  their  languages,  they  thought  proper 
to  allow  him  to  join  their  company  as  interpreter,  Ac.  Couture 
moreover,  made  a disclosure  which  he  wished  to  be  laid  before 
the  Board,  viz. : That  he,  with  three  others,  took  a journey  through 
several  Indian  nations,  above  100  leagues  beyond  the  Apalathean 
mountains,  where  no  Europeans  had  ever  penetrated,  and  from 
a small  rivulet  among  the  rocks,  he  picked  up  about  four  pounds 
weight  of  gold  in  large  grains.  That  there  were  in  that  place 
also,  many  blue  stones  which  he  believes  to  be  Lapis  Lazuli. 
That  from  the  Indians  he  received  as  many  pearls  of  good  size 
and  colour  as  would  fill  both  his  hands.  That  the  Indian  who 
carried  his  box  containing  these  valuables  ran  away,  and  after- 
wards his  three  companions  were  murdered  by  the  Indians,  him- 
self narrowly  escaping  through  his  knowledge  of  their  language. 
Believes  this  to  have  been  done  at  the  instigation  of  the  Indian 
traders,  for  the  sake  of  the  gold  and  to  discover  where  they  had 
it  from,  because  on  his  arrival  at  Charles-Town,  he  was  impris  - 
ed  by  the  Governor,  but  after  ineffectual  threats,  Ac.,  to  force 
him  to  a disclosure,  he  was  liberated  after  a charge  of  £100.

Col.  Craven  who  had  no  time  to  communicate  particulars, 
applied  for  his  assistance  with  arms  and  ammunition,  and  accord- 
ingly he  is  despatching  whatever  can  be  spared  out  of  the  stores 
here.  Fears  the  revolt  may  be  general,  and  that  this  colony 
will  have  to  arm  in  its  own  defence;  he  however  would  not  de- 
lay the  requisite  assistance  to  Carolina,  as  he  trusts  to  the  small 
arms  lodged  at  New-York  and  New  England,  (as  intimated  in  a 
letter  received  by  him  from  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth.)  for  a supply 
upon  an  emergency.  Hopes  that  this  service  of  supplying  the 
government  of  Carolina  with  stores,  will  induce  His  Majesty  to 
grant  this  colony  a larger  supply,  so  that  the  neighboring  colo- 
nies may,  when  requisite,  receive  assistance.  Understanding 
that  most  of  the  people  of  South-Carolina  have  fled  into  Charles- 
Town,  and  have  no  way  of  receiving  supplies  of  provisions,  but 
by  sea,  he  has  ordered  the  man-of-war  attending  this  station,  to 
repair  thither  to  keep  open  a communication  with  the  town. 
Has  written  moreover  to  the  Governors  to  the  northward,  to  act 
in  like  manner  until  some  measures  may  be  desired  for  their  re- 
lief. Is  putting  the  frontiers  into  a posture  of  defence.  And  as 
he  has  received  intelligence  that  there  has  been  of  late  a more 
than  ordinary  intercourse  bewteen  the  southern  Indians  and  the 
nations  to  the  northward,  he  has  sent  expresses  t<»  the  Gover- 
nors of  Maryland,  Pennsylvania  and  New-York,  to  keep  a watch- 
ful eye  upon  their  proceedings,  Ac.,  Ac.  10  fs. 

1713,  May  *23.  Carolina.]  Letter  from  Mr.  Craven  to  [Lord 
Viscount  Townsend,]  touching  the  Indians,  attacking  that  Pro- 
vince, which  stands  in  need  of  succours  both  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion. (An  endorsement  states  that  it  is  “to  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Trade  for  them  to  enquire  into  the  state  of  Carolina, 
and  under  whose  direction  this  colony  is  at  present,  and  what 
"'ill  be  the  most  proper  and  speedy  method  of  supplying  them 
under  their  present  necessity.’')  After  describing  the  frontiers 
"l  the  colony,  he  alludes  to  the  settlement  of  St.  Augustine,  ns 
having  encouraged  the  Yamassee  Indians  who  were  the  Jirsr  ro 
begin  this  bloody  vrar,  which  has  lasted  for  these  two  months  past. 
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This  nation  the  most  warlike  of  any  has  prevaile  d upon  others  to 
become  their  confederates,  so  that  they  have  at  least  8000  In- 
dians already  engaged  against  them.  About  the  middle  of  last 
April,  one  of  these  Y a mas  sees  gave  a hint  to  some  traders  who 
lived  among  them,  of  a design  which  had  been  on  foot-  for  some 
time,  to  cut  off  the  English  and  become  masters  of  their  planta- 
tions. The  traders  rode  day  and  night  to  acquaint  him  (Col . 
Craven)  of  tins  affair,  who  sent  messengers  to  say  that  a time, 
place  and  persons  should  be  appointed  for  the  redress  of  their 
complaints  and  grievances,  but  the  messengers  with  other  whites 
were  speedily  murdered  and  tortured.  The  adjacent  settlements 
were  then  destroyed  by  the  Indians,  but  Col.  Craven  mounting  a 
party  of  men,  defeated  them  with  considerable  loss.  Acquaints 
his  Lordship  with  the  paucity  of  men  in  the  Province  amounting 
only  to  about  1500,  he  has  caused  200  stout  negro  men  to  be  en- 
listed, and  these  with  a party  of  whites  are  marching  towards 
the  enemy.  Is  greatly  discouraged  for  want  of  ammunition  for 
which  he  ns  now  sending  to  New  England.  Regrets  so  flourish- 
ing a country  should  be  lost  from  want  of  men  and  arms  ; if  once 
they  are  driven  from  hence,  the  French  from  Moville  or  Canada, 
will  step  in,  and  once  a footing  being  obtained  they  will  threaten 
the  whole  British  settlements.  The  people  are  in  the  utmost 
consternation,  and  trust  to  His  Majesty  for  a speedy  and  suffi- 
cient supply  of  every  thing.  14  fs.  (For  this  and  the  preceding 
letter,  Vide  proprieties,  Entry  Book  No.  30,  ff‘  425-434.) 

1715,  July  8.  8t.  James’s.]  Letter  from  the  Lords  proprie- 

tors of  Carolina,  relating  to  hostilities  committed  by  the  Indians 
in  that  Province.  Are  grieved  that  they  are  unable  of  them- 
selves to  afford  suitable  assistance  in  this  conjuncture,  and  un- 
less His  Majesty  afford  present  help,  they  forsee  nothing  less 
than  the  utter  destruction  of  the  Province.  The  Governor.  Chas. 
Craven,  has  behaved  with  the  utmost  bravery,  and  to  his  conduct 
is  attributable  tiie  gallant  defence  against  the  enemy.  They 
have  consulted  General  Nicholson  (who  has  commanded  against 
these  Indians,)  and  he  has  furnished  an  estimate  here  enumera- 
ted of  what  is  necessary  for  defence  of  the  Province.  CM. 
Nicholson  is  also  ot  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  to  prohibit  by 
proclamation  in  the  several  colonies,  the  sale  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion to  the  Indians,  and  that  the  French  and  Spanish  ministers 
may  be  desired  to  adopt  a similar  course  They  would  willing- 
ly give  security  to  the  government  for  the  repayment  of  such 
sums  ot  money  as  may  be  expended  upon  this  expedition.  Yiff 
Prop.

Carolina  to  employ  immediately  such  effects  as  are  in  the  b< 
ceivers  hands  tor  procuring  anus  and  ammunition  for  the  delonc1 
of  that  government. 
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2d.  That  the  Assembly  sent  in  May  last  to  the  value  of  <£2.500 
to  Xew-York,  Ac.,  for  the  purchase  of  ammunition  to  defend 
themselves  against  the  Indians,  whatever  has  from  thence  been 
received  shall  be  applied  to  public  use  of  the  Province,  and  ves- 
sels will  shortly  sail,  Ac. 

3d.  If  the  King  send  orders  for  any  men  from  the  garrisons  in 
North-America,  they  doubt  not  but  the  government  of  Carolina 
will  send  ships  and  provisions  for  their  transport.

5th.  If  the  Lords  who  are  not  minors,  should  surrender  for 
themselves,  that  would  give  the  King  no  better  title  than  he 
has  already,  the  title  of  the  minors  still  subsisting*.  Should  the 
money  advanced  not  be  repaid  within  a reasonable  time,  they 
conceive  His  .Majesty  would  have  an  equitable  right  to  take  the 
government  into  his  immediate  protection,  Ac.,  Ac.

Memorial  from  several  planters  and  merchants  trading  to  Caro- 
lina, relating  to  the  miserable  condition  of  that  Province  by  the 
insurrection  of  the  Indians,  and  the  relief  necessary  to  be  sent 
thither.  Carolina  being  the  frontier  of  all  the  other  English  set- 
tlements, should  that  miscarry,  the  rest  would  soon  be  involved 
in  the  same  ruin,  and  English  rule  would  be  extirpated  in  Ame- 
rica. According  to  the  latest  advices,  our  men  who  were  at  the 
first,  merciful  against  the  Indians,  being  at  last  over  fatigued 
and  exhausted  with  long  marches  in  the  woods,  have  been  de- 
feated in  two  several  engagements,  and  the  Indians  have  posted 
themselves  at  Edisto  river,  on  the  southward,  and  at  Goose 
Creek,  on  the  northward;  so  that  Charles-Town,  the  only  de- 
fencible  place,  is  in  a measure  blocked  up,  the  enemy  ravaging 
in  all  directions.  The  miserable  state  of  the  inhabitants  de- 
scribed, who  have  sent  to  Xew-England  for  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion. The  Lords  proprietors  have  given  orders  for  their  assis- 
tance. The  enemy,  represented  as  above  12,000  strong,  and 
plentifully  supplied  with  arms,  ammunition  and  provisions,  and 
assisted  by  the  Spaniards  and  French,  wdiile  the  English  are  not 
above  2,000  able  to  bear  arms,  and  their  negroes  not  more  than 
10,000,  who  might  be  made  efficacious  for  defence  provided  they 
were  armed,  but  caution  must  be  exercised  in  this  respect  lest 
the  slaves  become  masters.  A ship  is  now  lying  in  the  river 
ready  to  sail  to  Carolina,  staying  only  for  the  immediate  trans- 
portation of  such  munitions  as  Ilis  Majesty  may  furnish.  Con- 
sider 800  men  at  the  least  would  be  sufficient,  who  need  not  stay 
longer  than  eighteen  months.  The  impoverished  state  of  the 
country  will  prevent  its  doing  any  thing  towards  paying  or  sub- 
sisting the  soldiers.  The  number  of  ships  necessary  for  the 
transport  they  Would  leave  to  their  Lordships,  but  consider  a 
proclamation  necessary  enforcing  capital,  penalty  against  the

1715,  Sept.  16.  Charles-Town.]  The  letter  alluded  to  in  the 
foregoing  being  from  Mr.  . Tate,  and  addressed  to  Sir  John 'Hud- 
dleston Bart,  merchant  in  Bristol.  In  his  former  letter  he  gave 
an  ample  account  of  the  state  of  the  Province,  since  which 
nothing  material  has  happened.  The  Indians  do  not  seem  in- 
clined to  come  to  a decisive  battle,  but  resort  to  bush-fighting, 
sensible  that  this  kind  of  warfare  is  very  effectual.  Mean-time 
a standing  army  is  raising  at  a vast  expense,  to  consist  of  600 
whites  and  400  negroes,  to  protect  the  settlements  until  the  crops 
are  got  in,  and  then  to  march  against  the  enemy.  Information 
of  two  ships  off  the  bar  with  a supply  of  men,  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion from  the  Lords  proprietors.  Hope  that  His  Majesty  will  aid 
them,  for  should  this  Province  be  lost  and  the  French  settle  it, 
the  whole  of  the  English  settlements  would  be  exposed  to  great 
danger.  It  would  be  a matter  of  great  importance  for  the  French 
to  obtain  a footing  in  Carolina  in  the  late  war.  They  and  the 
Spaniards  made  an  inglorious  attempt  upon  this  town.  Carolina 
is  partly  situated  upon  the  Neck  of  Florida,  to  which  the  French 
pretend  sole  right,  and  some  years  ago  their  grand  monarch 
made  a grant  of  Florida  to  a Commissioner  of  Trade,  Ac.  Ever 
since  the  war  with  the  Augustine  Spaniards,  the  French  of  Mo- 
ville  have  carried  on  a very  considerable  trade  with  the  Spanish 
Territories,  cutting  off  a branch  of  the  Carolina,  to  the  estimated 
amount  of  <£30,000  per  annum.  He  concludes  with  an  account 
of  Mr.  Charlton’s  running  away. 

A postscript  is  added  which  is  entirely  of  a mercantile  charac- 
ter, and  enumerates  the  price  of  the  following  commodities,  viz.:

Besides  these  details  relating  to  the  war,  it  stigmatizes 
conduct  of  the  Lords  proprietors  towards  Mr.  Craven,  who  has 
been  stripped  of  the  perquisites  of  his  office,  so  that  it  is  worth 
only  £200  per  annum.  And  that  they  should  have  favoured  a 
person  (meaning  Parson  Johnson,)  with  the  most  valuable  place 
in  their  gift,  who  daily  and  openly  affronts  and  writes  against 
the  Governor.  Any  mean  tradesman  can  earn  a stipend  so  small 
in  amount.  He  (the  writer)  has  a carpenter  at  work,  to  whom 
he  pays  15s.  per  diem  with  victuals  arid  drink.  Towards  the 

fcnd  of  the  letter  he  makes  allusion  to  a Mr.  K . bred  up  (as 

he  is  informed)  at  St.  Germains,  and  as  he  supposes  with  V\*l.

this  Province  Meanwhile  they  afford  them  all  possible  encour- 
agement to  disturb  our  settlements.

Miarles-Town  was  enclosed  by  a regular  fortification  until  the 
year  171.3,  when  a violent  hurricane  destroyed  it.  As  to  the 
strength  of  neighbouring  Indians,  and  how  they  are  inclined,  he 
concludes  they  have  not  above  half  of  the  number  of  Indians 
subject  to  this  government  as  they  had  in  the  year  1715,  of 
which  year  a numerical  account  is  given,  by  which  the  twenty- 
mrcc  nations  appear  to  have  consisted  of  28,041  men.

II 
communication  giving  account  of  his  arrival  having*  been  detained 
owing  to  the  ships  becoming  disabled,  he  now  transmits  them. 
Found  the  whole  frame  of  government  unhinged,  and  the  Gover- 
nor divested  of  the  power  placed  in  him,  which  power  was  par- 
celled out  to  many  hands.,  principally  commissioners,*  Ac.  This 
he  concludes  has  been  permitted  through  the  indolence  of  some 
Governors,  or  their  continual  absence  upon  their  own  private 
affairs,  Ac.  Mr.  • Bull.  Lieut.  Governor,  has  the  character  of  a 
very  worthy  person,  but  knows  nothing  from  personal  knowledge, 
he  having  been  sixty  miles  distant  in  the  country  ever  since  the 
writer's  arrival,  with  the  exception  of  one  day.  The  custom  has 
hitherto  existed  uninterrupted  in  the  Province,  for  all  Governors 
or  commanders  in  chief  to  be  present  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Council,  whether  as  a Court  of  Chancery,  as  a Council,  or  as  a 
House  of  Assembly;  but  lie  found  upon  the  journals  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Assembly  this  extraordinary  paragraph,  under  date  of 
1739,  April  11th:  “ The  G overnor  or' commander  in  chief  being 
present  during  the  debates  of  this  House  is  of  an  unparliament- 
ary nature,  it  is  therefore  resolved  that  we  will  enter  into  no  de- 
bate during  such  his  presence.”  After  this. very  little  regard  or 
notice  seems  to  have  been  taken  of  the  Governor,  and  with  the 
exception  of  one  or  two  instances,  his  name  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  entered  in  the  journals.  The  journals  of  the  Council 
and  Assembly  which  ought  to  have  been  transmitted  quarterly, 
have  not  been  sent  these  three  years,  notwithstanding  great  sums 
have  been  paid  by  the  public  for  that  purpose.  The  half  finished 
fortifications  of  Charles-Town  have  been  suffered  to  go  to  ruin, 
and  the  cannon  sent  from  England  has  lain  ever  since  unmount- 
ed, Ac.  The  watch  of  the  town,  consisting  of  forty-five  officers, 
an  overpaid  body,  has  been  very  justly  complained  of.  In  a 
minute  of  Council  he  finds  that  in  May  last,  two  were  desired  to 
keep  watch  over  the  powder  magazine,  but  upon  enquiry  learned 
that  this  most  necessary  duty  had  never  been  performed.  This 
however,  has  been  remedied.  Several  fires  have  taken  place  in 
town,  some  in  a quarter  of  wooden  buildings,  but  owing  to  his 
diligence  they  were  extinguished.  lias  given  the  watch  direc- 
tions how  to  behave  in  such  emergencies;  he  set  the  example 
himself  by  carrying  buckets  i f water,  Ac. 

By  the  laws  of  this  Province  the  Governor  is  Ordinary,  but 
this  branch  of  business  has  been  so' neglected,  tin*  affairs  being 
transacted  by  deputies  or  clerks  at  the  ^Secretary's  office,  so  th  it 
persons  applying  for  papers,  or  even  sending  a note  with  tie 
fees  enclosed,  might  have  tin  m without  further  enquiry.  Great 
i regard  t of  persons  dying 

the  Province,  but  he  purposes  putting  these  matters  upon  a better 
footing.

The 
principal  town  in  this  Province  (Charles-Town)  is  the  repository 
of  ail  the  goods  belonging  to  the  English  merchants  for  the  trade 
of  this  and  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  and  being  also  the  maga- 
zine of  warlike  stores,  would  be  a great  temptation  to  the  Span- 
iards. To  give  his  Grace  a clear  idea  of  the  place,  has  ordered 
an  exact  plan  to  be  prepared,  to  which  will  be  annexed  a descrip- 
tion in  writing.  Meantime  he  will  endeavour  to  give  his  Grace 
as  good  a notion  as  possible  without  a plan.  The  entrance  is 
guarded  by  a bar  seven  miles  distant  below  the  town,  over  which 
no  vessel  can  pass,  if  her  draught  exceed  that  of  a twenty  gun 
ship,  nor  can  even  those  pass  except  at  high  water  in  the  day 
time,  and  with  a skilful  pilot,  <Xc.  Every  ship  is  seen  distinctly 
from*’ hence  before*  she  comes  to  the  bar,  after  passing  which  they 
uumt  come  under  the  wails  of  fort  Johnson,  situated  about  three 
miles  below  the  town,  and  fortified  with  thirty-three  pieces  of 
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cannon,  See.,  &c.,  and  garrisoned  with  twenty-five  men,  After 
passing  this  tort  the  town  may  lie  approached,  which  is  situated 
on  a neck  of  land  formed  by  Ashley  and  Cooper  rivers,  and  being 
surrounded  by  a marsh,  it  is  impossible  in  many  places  to  land. 
In  other  parts  it  is  well  fortified  by  redoubts,  batteries  and  forts, 
and  the  bay  defended  by  a curtain  line,  strengthened  by  saliant 
angles,  a small  half  moon  and  two  good  bastions.  There  are 
103  mounted  cannon  in  the  town  in  capital  order — all  nine,  twelve 
or  eighteen  pounders,  and  as  no  vessel  can  pass  the  bar  carrying 
over  six  or  nine  pounders,  these  guns  must  keep  them  neces- 
sarily at  a distance.  Also  they  have  over  150  rounds  of  shot, 
and  a good  magazine  of  powder,  besides  that  in  the  hands  of 
private  traders.  I it  the  town  are  upwards  of  1.000  men  well 
armed  ami  constantly-  trained,  and  two  or  three  of  the  country 
companies  could  be  marched  in  at  a day’s  notice:  and  even  on 
an  emergency,  the  town  negroes,  whose  fidelity  may  be  depend- 
ed on,  might  be  armed.  In  the  armory  are  1,500  niusquets.  Points 
out  that  the  neck  of  land  connecting  this  town  with  the  country, 
is  open  and  defenceless,  to  which  he,  in  a speech,  directed  the 
attention  of  the  Assembly  and  encloses  the  same  for  his  Grace’s 
perusal.

Bance,'  His  Ma  jesty's  Engineer  of  the  Bahamas,  wL  so 
now  be  carried  into  immediate  execution,  viz:  to 
raise  a battery  of  earth  to  guard  a creek,  by  which  it  is  appre- 
hended' ships  may  pass,  to  draw  a line  across  the  narrow  neck, 
by  which  the  town  communicates  with  the  country,  and  to  clear 
away  the  rubbish  before  the  curtain  line.

government,  Ac.,  for  which  purpose  a tax  bill  was  passed,  which 
was  rejected  by  the  Council- — -probable  reasons  of  the  same.

The  vessels  which  sail 
hence,  are  deeply  laiden  and  difficult  to  escape,  and  the  masters 
so  careless  that  lie  cannot  trust  his  despatches  with  them.  Has 
much  of  consequence  to  represent,  but  will  defer  it  until  lie  gets 
a sure  hand.  About  a fortnight  since,  he  gave  his  assent  to  t;iu 
tax  bill,  Ac.,  Ac.,  which  had  passed  both  Assembly  and  Council, 
who  then  had  leave  to  adjourn.  Before  they  broke  up,  Col.  Van- 
derdussen  arrived  with  some  officers  and  men  belonging  to  tin* 
three  Independent  Companies,  and  the  Assembly  came  to  a reso- 
lution to  provide  additional  pay  for  the  officers  and  men.  and  1 - 
build  barracks  for  their  reception.  Some  months  since  he  wt  ar 
to  Port  Royal,  to  vi.-.ir  the  southern  parts  of  the  Province:!" 
examine  into  the  condition  of  Fort  Frederick:  to  survey  the 
harbor  and  review  the  militia;  but  owing  to  the  excessive  1" 
of  the  weather,  and  the  fatigue,  was  seized  with  a violent  fever. 
Has  since  been  at  Winy  aw  and  the  north-western  part  of  th  • 
Province,  and  being*  the  first  Governor  that  had  ever  visit-,  t 
them,  his  reception  was  most  satisfactory.  They  are  in  a veiy 
thriving  way,  being  for  trade,  the  second  port  in  the  Province, 
and  are  building  a brick  church.  While  there,  he  reviewed  d 
regiment,  and  called  at  several  plantations  to  see  what  impr« •*.  ■ 
ments  were  made;  *ome  of  rite  planters  are  guilty  of  gw 
irregularities,  and  cannot  easily  be  bn  night  to  justice,  as  t.  • 
allege  themselves  wiihin  the  bounds  of  North-Carol  in  a,  u 1 1 1 1 • 
they  are  clearly  within  the  specified  bounds  of  this  Province. 
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ITas  written  to  the  Governor  of  North-Carolina  on  the  subject. 
Set  out  to  visit  Orangeburgh,  Amelia,  Sax  Gotha  and  Fredricks- 
burgh,  towns  chiefly  settled  with  German  Protestants,  but  being- 
taken  ill,  was  obliged  to  return;  intends  visiting  them  this 
spring. 

These  journeys  and  reviews  are  entirely  new,  and  are  very 
expens i re;  does  not  allude  to  this  as  a foundation  of  any  future 
claim,  but  to  show  that  he  spares  no  expense  in  His  Majesty’s 
service.  Is  in  very  friendly  relations  with  the  Indians;  'the  Em- 
peror of  the  Cherokees  has  been  here,  and  the  King  of  the 
Oatawbas  with  a number  of  their  leading  men:  has  entertained 
them,  and  at  his  own  private  cost  made  them  presents,  and  at 
one  of  their  general  meetings  lately,  they  came  to  a resolution 
of  altering  his  (the  Governor’s)  title  from  that  of  “Brother”  to 
“ Father,”  the  former  having  been  the  usual  appellation  of  Gov- 
ernor of  Carolina. 

A postscript  added,  returns  thanks  to  His  Majesty  for  having 
sent  the  three  Independent  Companies  for  the  defence  of  the  Pro- 
vince.

Hears  from 
the  Emperor  of  the  Cherokees,  that  some-  French  agents  had 
brought  proposals  of  peace  to  be  concluded  between  that  nation 
and  the  Cherokees,  and  wishing  liberty  to  build  a small  fort 
among  those  Indians,  who  have  taken  time  to  consider.  Enters 
into  a particular  account  respecting  other  nations  of  Indians. 
Considers  that  a firm  friendship  with  them  is  a thing  of  the  high- 
est importance,  as  an  Indisn  war  would  prove  certain  ruin  to 
this  Province.  Judged  it  politic  to  have  an  interview  with  them 
near  their  respective  territories,  and  accordingly  sent  to  the 
Ring  of  the  Cat&'wbas  to  meet  him  with  his  principal  people 
about  130  miles  from  Charles-Town;  also  the  Cherokees,  the 
Creeks,  and  the  Chi  eke  saws  in  like  manner.  The  Assembly 
voted  pay  for  two  hundred  horsemen  for  this  expedition,  with 
whom,  and  about  fifty  gentlemen  volunteers,  and  their  servants, 
he  set  out  on  the  21st  of  last  month.  The  King  of  the  Catawbas, 
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with  one  hundred  of  his  warriors,  met  him  at  the  plaee  appoint- 
ed, Ac.,  Ac. 

Have  had  an  excess  of  rainy  weather,  which  is  rather  unprece- 
dented at  this  time  of  year,  and  as  they  have  but  few  tents,  and 
lie  on  the  damp  ground  with  a sort  of  shelter  of  the  bark  of 
trees,  they  have  suffered  necessarily  from  fluxes  and  fevers.  \.> 
physician  was  provided  for  by  the  public,  but  he  brought  -sec 
with  a good  stock  of  medicine.  The  river  here  is.  high  and  with- 
out bridge  or  boat,  they  therefore  swim  their  horse§,  and  make 
boats  of  buffalo  hide,  Ac,,  to  carry  over  their  ammunition  and 
provisions.

[the  Duke  of  Newcastle.]  Alludes  to  his  letter  from  Saludy,  dated 
the  beginning  of  May  last,  copy  of  which  he  encloses,  as  this 
letter  is  a continuation  of  his  progress,  Ac.  A few  days  after 
transmission  of  his  former  letter,  he  had  an  interview  with  the 
Emperor  of  the  Cherokees,  but  will  not  trouble  his  Grace  with 
details,  as  these  speeches  or  “ talks  ” are  in  the  nature  of  trea- 
ties, and  when  printed,  will  be  transmitted  in  some  future  Com- 
munication. Proposed  building  a fort  amongst  them,  but  as 
they  did.  not  readily  agree  to  it,  he  did  not  press 'the  subject, 
although  it  would  have  proved,  an  effectual  barrier  against  the 
French.  He  then  proceeded  across  the  country,  and  met  the 
Chickesaws  and  Creeks.  To  the  former,  he  spoke  pretty  roiurff 
ly,  as  they  had  threatened  and  robbed  some  of  the  settlers  in  if  ■ 
new  townships;  however,  upon  their  due  submission,  he  pardon- 
ed them.

Mens,  de  Vaudeville,  the 
present  Governor,  has  taken  great  pains  to  obtain  their  friend- 
ship, but  having  few  goods  to  trade  with  them,  the  English  are 
in  greater  favor.  Pressed  these  people  to  allow  Fort  Hatbama 
to  be  taken,  which  has  always  been  a thorn  in  the  side  of  thh 
colony.  Thus  having  finished  his  circuit,  he  and  his  escort,  r»«  ar 
three  hundred  persons,  returned,  notwithstanding  the  fatigm  ■> 
and  the  weather,  in  perfect  health,  after  a march  of  five  hundred 
miles.

1746,  Oct.  4.  South-l'a: olina.]  Letter  of  Governor  Giro  !•* 
[the  Duke*  of  NVweastfe.  i Refers  to  ferine r letters  regard 
the  situation  of  the  Province  as  respects  the  Indians.  In  . 
present  communication  he  directs  his  Grace's  attention  t.o  two 
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points,  viz:  the  state  of  the  Council,  and  the  protection  of  our 
trade. 

The  Council  of  South-Carolina  (as  in  other  Provinces')  .consists 
of  twelve;  a greater  number  would  lessen  their  authority,  and 
fewer,  considering’  contingencies,  could  not  well  carry  on . the 
public  business*  Mr.  Wragg*,  from  long  indisposition,  is. totally 
incapacitated;  four  more,  Mr.  Colleton,  Mr.  Fenwick,  Mr.  Ham- 
merton  and  .Mr.  Hill  have  been  absent  in  England,  some  three, 
and  others  near  four  years;  two  others,  Mr.  Blake  and  Mr.  At- 
kins have  applied  for  leave  to  go -to  England,  and  another,  Mr. 
Kinloch  for  leave  to  go  to  New- York  for  his  health.  Two  others 
live  at  the  extremities  of  the  Province;  Mr.  Brett  to  the  south- 
ward, Mr.  Cleland  to  the  northward. 

Bern  arks  upon  the  above  are  unnecessary;  he  cannot  omit, 
however,  mentioning  that  by  law  seven  of  the  Council  must  be 
present,  with  the  Governor  to  constitute  a Court  of  Chancery.

1747,  Feb.  3.  South-Carolina.]  Letter  of  Governor  Glen  to 
the  Duke  of  Newcastle.  Treats  at  the  commencement  of  the  pro- 
pagated reports  concerning  invasion  of  Spaniards  or  French,  and 
insurrection  of  the  negroes,  Ac , which  being  started  to  serve 
private  views,  have  had  very  pernicious  effects.  Considers  there 
is  little  to  be  apprehended  from  either  of  these  nations,  although 
it  is  clear  that  the  French  have  had  for  some  years  past,  intri- 
gues with  the  Indians.  The  writer  has  sent  agents  into  some  of 
their  nations  with  skilful  surveyors,  to  make  maps  of  the  position 
of  their  towns,  and  to  take  other  particulars.  Gives  a sketch  of 
some  of  the  contiguous  Indians,  viz: 

The  Catawba s,  their  nearest  neighbours,  who  are  daily  thinned 
by  the  inroads  and  incursions  of  the  French  Indians,  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  fighting  men. 

The  Cherokee <?,  who  lie  further,  formerly  a very  numerous  na- 
tion, but  by  continual  wars  with  the  French  Indians  and  small 
pox,  now  much  diminished;  in  number  about  3000. 

The  Creels,  who  lie  still  further  off  and  are  not  so  numerous, 
not  more  than  2500  men.  The  French  fort,  the  great  eye-sore  to 
this  Province,  called  the  Aibamas,  is  situated  in  a remote  part 
of  this  nation. 

The  ChicJcesaws,  who  bravely  stood  their  ground  against  the 
repeated  attempts  of  the  French,  are  reduced  to  two  or  three 
hundred  men. 

The  Choctaws , estimated  by  the  French  as  the  greatest  nation 
in  America,  and  certainly  more  numerous  than  all  the  other  na- 
tions in  amity  with  this  government  put  together.  They  were 
entirely  in  the  French  interest,  but  are  now  come  over  to  us  al- 
most unanimously.  Describes  two  visits  of  the  king  of  the  Choc- 
taws. For  further  particulars,  refers  His  Grace  to  Col.  Vander- 
dussen,  who  is  pretty  well  acquainted  with  these  affairs.  Points 
out  what  in  his  opinion  would  secure  the  friendship  of  the  Indians 
and  the  welfare  of  the  Province,  viz  : the  erecting  and  garrison- 
ing efforts  in  certain  localities  which  he  at  length  details,  and 
an  order  of  a thousand  pounds  annually  to  be  expended  for  pur- 
chasing goods  for  presents  to  the  Indians  during  the  war.  They 
are  even  importunate  for  these  forts  to  be  built,  and  offer  the 
surrounding  land  lor  nothing  and  to  assist  in  making  them.  By 
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tins  conveyance,  he  transmits  an  exact  plan  of  Charles-Town.  a - 
at  present  fortified.  The  works  are  described  and  profiles  nf 
most  of  them  added ; upwards  of  one  hundred  pieces  of  canon  are 
mounted,  exclusive  of  fort  Johnson,  .'rends  also  a plan  of  the 
new  powder  magazine.  Has  added  besides  a plan  of  fort  John- 
son. Also  an  exact  draught-  of  the  harbour,  showing  the  dept] is 
of  water,  .channels,  Ac.  The  works  about  Charles-Town  have 
been  a great  expense  to  the  Province,  and  would  soon  go  to  ruin 
unless  proper  sentries  are  placed,  two  hundred  of  which  arc  re- 
quired. Has  therefore  stationed  two  of  the  independent  compa- 
nies in  town,  the  other  company  is  at  Port  It  oval.  Intends  mak- 
ing the  next  letter  to  consist  of  information  of  the  Spaniards 
in  Florida,  and  the  French  in  Louisiana.  Concludes  with  indica- 
ting liow  Augustine  might  soon  be  reduced,  and  all  Louisiana 
with  ease  added  to  Ilis  Ma  jesty’s  dominions,  About  30  fs.  pp

Petition  to  the  Duke  of  Newcastle  of  the  gentlemen  and  land 
holders  in  the  parishes  of  St.  'Helena  and  Prince  William,  Gran- 
ville county,  in  the  Province  of  South-Carotin  a,  with  sixty-seven 
autograph  signatures.

The  Indians  who  live  amongst  their  settle- 
ments, are  more  numerous  than  all  the  other  Indians  in  the  Brit- 
ish interest,  in  all  parts  of  America  put  together.  The  Indians 
sensibly  diminish,  as  for  instance  those  who  live  near  St.  Augus- 
tine, estimated  some  years  ago  at  1500  lighting  men,  are  now 
reduced  to  twenty-five.  This  may  probably  be  attributed  to 
their  continual  wars,  the  use  of  fire  arms,  the  introduction  of 
spirituous  liquors,  and  the  ravages  of  the  small  pox  and  other  dis- 
eases imported  from  Europe.  Although  now  the  Indians  be  com- 
paratively few,  it  is  an  undoubted  fact  however,  that  if  those 
alone  in  the  interest  of  Carolina  were  to  unite  against  it,  (a  point 
much  desired  by  the  French,)  they  would  be  an  over-match  for 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Province. 

The  French  Indians,  who  have  much  harrassed  the  Oatawbas, 
a nation  attached  to  the  English,  have  within  these  three 
weeks  ventured  within,  a few  miles  of  the  Congarees,  or  new 
township  of  Saxe  Gotha,  and  have  carried  into  slavery  Mr. 
Ilaig,  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  a very  useful  person,  one  Mr.  Brown 
and  some  others.  He,  (Mr.  Glen,)  called  immediately  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  who  came  to  a resolution  of  providing  for  two 
small  troops  of  horse,  in  the  pay  of  the  Province*  and  gave  direc- 
tions for  building  a fort  at  the  Congaree.  Has  sent  an  express  to 
the  Cherokees,  demanding  satisfaction  for  an  Englishman  lately 
killed  there,  in  which  case  the  Province  will  erect  a fort  there. 
Has  already  sent  to  their  out  settlements  and  new  townships  to 
acquaint  them  of  the  steps  which  are  being  taken  for  their  securi- 
ty, Ac.

Hopes  by  the  assistance  of  G<  V'C  imr  Clin- 
ton to  conclude  a peace'  between  the  Catawbas  and  Senecas,  (the 
general  name  given  to  the  six  nations  at  tiie  back  of  New- York). 
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Has  invited  Peter  Shirtee,  (mentioned  in  his  last  communication  , 
to  Charles-Town,  and  sent  him  a protection  under  the  seal  or  the 
Province.  Non-arrival:  of  the  presents  of  ammunition  sent  to  the 
Choctaws  in  January  and  February  last,  which  accident  .'has 
given  a great  turn  in  favour  of  the  French  interest  in  that  nation. 
Two  or  three  months  ago  a small  party  of  our  Choctaws  made  an 
incursion  among  the  French  settlements  upon  the  batiks  of  the 
Mississippi,  and  killed  one  Monsieur  Cheval  and  his  wife,  and 
carried  off  his  effects,  some  slaves  and  his  daughter,  which  latter 
was  sold  as  a slave  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  writer.  Will 
be  glad  to  know  His  Majesty’s  pleasure  how  to  behave.  A ces- 
sation of  hostilities  has  been  signed  between  the  King  and  His

Alludes  to  an  assertion  made  by  him  in  a 
recent  letter  to  his  Grace,  that  this  Province  would,  with  a few 
years  peace,  become  the  greatest  in  His  Majesty's  dominions. 
Little  suspected  then,  that  they  were  so  nearly  approaching  that 
happy  era,  and  hopes  that  lie  will  with  truth  be  able  to  say  of 
Charles-Town  and  the  Province,  that  he  found  them  in  ashes, 
and  left  them  fair,  fortified  and  flourishing.  The  King's  sending 
three  Independent  Companies  for  their  defence,  and  ordering 
A1500  to  be  laid  out  annually  in  presents  for  the  Indians,  and 
the  late  bounty  upon  indigo,  will  greatly  facilitate  his  endeavors; 
the  ensuing  peace  will  also  promote  these  ends,  especially  if  the 
present  opportunity  be  embraced  of  inviting  over  more  foreign 
Protestants,  Ac.  Suggests  an  honest,  plain  account  of  Carolina 
to  be  printed  and  dispersed  in  Germany,  avoiding  all  factitious 
and  deluding,  descriptions,  but  informing  them  with  truth  that 
they  may  enjoy  the  free  exercise  of  their  religion,  and  the  free- 
dom of  British  subjects ; that  they  will  be  put  into  possession  of 
fertile  lands  upon  the  most  advantageous  terms,  with  less  taxa- 
tion than  in  any  part  of  the  world,  &c.  Considers  that  a new 
modelling  of  their  Constitution  would  add  to  the  happiness  of 
the  Province,  and  preserve  their  dependance  upon  the  Crown, 
any  weakening  power  of  which,  and  deviation  from  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Mother  Country  is  in  his  opinion  dangerous.  Al- 
most all  the  places  of  profit,  or  of  trust  are  disposed  of.  bv  the 
General  Assembly.  The  Treasurer  is  nominated,  and  cannot  be 
displaced  but  by  them;  the  present  and  last  were  unexcept 
ble  men,  but  the  previous  one  by  making  parties  in  the  Assem- 
bly, kept  himself  in,  till  he  broke  with  great  sums  of  public 
money  in  his  hands.  Besides  the  Treasurer,  they  appoint  also 
the  Commissary,  the  Indian  Commissioner,  the  Comptroller  of 
the  Duties  upon  Imports  and  Exports,  the  Powder  Receiver,  Ac. 

The  executive  part  of  the  government  is  lodged  in  different 
sets  of  Commissioners,  e.  g.:  Commissioners  of  the  Market,  of 
the  Work  House,  of  the  Pilots,  of  the  Fortifications,  etc.  Not 
only  civil  posts,  but  ecclesiastical  preferment  are  in  the  disposal 
or  election  of  the  people,  although  by  the  King’s  instructions  to 
the' Governor,  the  power  of  collating  to  all  livings,  of  which  the 
King  is  the  patron,  is  invested  in  him;  and  the  King  is  patron  of 
all  the  parishes  in  the  Province,  the  churches  being  built  upon 
his  lands,  with  moneys  raised  for  his  use,  and  the  stipends  (ex- 
cepting wdiat  is  paid  from  home  by  the  Society  for  propagating 
the  gospel)  arising  from  taxes  imposed  for  the  use  of  His  Majes- 
ty; but  here  ministers  have  their  charges,  and  new  ones  are 
introduced  without  any  notice  being  taken  by  the  Governor; 
probably  it  is  owing  to  this  that  the  Governor,  although  supreme 
Magistrate  and  representative  of  the  King,  is  not  prayed  for  in 
any  parish,  although  tin • Assembly  is  prayed  for  during  their  sit- 
tings. This  is  the  only  instance  in  America  where  it  is  not  done. 

The  above  otiieers  and  most  of  the  Commissioners  are  named 
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by  the  General  Assembly,  and  are  responsible  to  them  alone,  and 
whatever  be  their  ignorance,  neglect  or  misconduct,  the  Gover- 
nor has  no  power  to  reprove  or  displace  them.  Thus  the  people 
have  the  whole  of  the  administration  in  their  hands,  and  the 
Governor,  and  thereby  the  Crown  is  stripped  of  its  power, 
Would  pass  over  in  silence  the  mistakes  and  failings  of  former 
Governors,  nevertheless  one  or -two  instances  may  be  necessary. 
A message  from  one  of  his  predecessors  to  the  Assembly  ru  r- 
thus:  “ Myself  and  His  Majesty’s  Council  are  informed  that  Fort 
Johnson  is  in  a ruinous  condition;-  we  therefore  desire  that  vwi 
may  give  directions  to  repair  it.'?  Such  messages  tend  to  mis- 
lead Assemblies  into  a belief. that  they  are  to  have  the  som. 
direction  of  ever^iing?  and  a Governor  would  not  be  listened 
to,  who  would  say  that  all  castles,  forts,  Ac.,  are  the  Kings,  Ac. 

Some  years  since,  two  Assembly  men  were  by  vote  empower- 
ed to  make  a fort  at  Fort  Royal,  receiving  for  that  purpose  about 
£1100  of  the  public  money.  It  is  most  injudiciously  situate'], 
and  monstrously  constructed,  made  of  oyster  shells,  and  not  so 
strong  as  a garden  fence,  and  would  only  prove  a snare  to  such 
as  might  take  shelter  in  it  from  an  enemy.  Such  things 
weaken  the  King's  prerogative;  and  other  matters  prejudicial 
might  be  mentioned.  During  the  low  price  of  the  produce  of 
the  Province,  and  the  extravagant  rates  of  British  manufactures, 
it  was  impossible  to  dissuade  the  inhabit  its  fr  working’ 
clothes  for  their  own  wear,  other  than  by  convincing  them 
that  by  employing  the  same  hands  in  making  of  indigo  and  other 
produce,  these  goods  could  be  purchased'  at  a cheaper  rate  :k:  a 
they  could  make  them,  and  that  unless  they  encouraged  vessel* 
to  bring  in  these  manufactures,  their  produce  would  lie  on  their 
hands,  Ac.  Many  of  these  evils  might  be  corrected,  if  a Council 
will  strengthen  the  Governor’s  hands]  and  give  a due  attendance, 
but  as  many  of  them  live  at  a great  distance,  this  is  very  difficult. 
Begs  his  Grace  will  recommend  Mr.  James  Grame,  a resident  > r 
Charles-Town,  to  succeed  Mr.  Hammerton,  who  has  been  absent 
nearly  five  years.  He  (Mr.  Grame)  is  a man  for  supporting 
the  King’s  prerogative  and  government,  and  not  of  the  lev- 
elling principles,  which  are  too  prevalent  here. 

As  he  before  observed,  in  a former  letter,  that  previous  to  h:s 
arrival,  the  Council  had  entered  a resolution  in  their  journals, 
that  they  would  enter  upon  no  Assembly  business  whatever,  in 
the  presence  of  a Governor  or  Commandor-in-Chief,  when  he  wm 
them  that  this  could  not  be  warranted  from  the  practice  of  any 
other  Province  in  America,  and  that  it  was  contrary  to  the  Bri: 
isli  constitution,  Ac.  With  these  and  some  other  arguments.  1 - 
obtained  the  privilege  of  being  present,  but  not  to  speak  a word, 
not  even  to  tell  them  he  has  an  instruction  relative  to  any  bad- 
ness which  they  may  be  upon.  The  Governor  is  restrained  f.  m 
bis  commission  from  calling  an  Assembly,  A ’ , Ac.,  but  by 
advice  of  council,  the  meaning  which  is  pretty  plain,  viz.:  Th  v 
the  executive  part  is  in  the  Governor,  but  he  cannot  do  these 
things  without  their  advice,  Ac.  Seems  to  be  misunderstood  a > 
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the  council  must  sign  election  writs,  as  well  as  the  Governor, 
Ac.  And  the  Governor  in  Council  is  always  interpreted  to  mean 
the  Governor  and  the  Council:  with  regard  to  the  Assembly, 
many  things  also  need  reformation;  the  election  by  ballot,  lie 
considers,  they  ought  not  to  be  indulged  in,  for  the  closer  they 
adhere  to  the  customs  at  home,  the  safer  they  will  be;  for  his 
own  part,  he  wishes  it  were  altered,  as  any  person  who  attends 
the  balloting  box,  may  with  a very  little  slight  of  hand,  give  the 
election  to  whom  he  pleases.  The  number  of  members  is  forty- 
live,  but  without  any  rule  of  proportion,  some  places  sending 
five,  some  four,  three,  two  and  one,  and  some  equally  entitled 
not  allowed  to  send  any;  e.  g\,  the  township  of  Orange burgh, 
where  many  foreigners  are  settled,  has  twice  petit  n ( 

era!  Assembly  for  the  power  of  sending  representatives,  without 
avail.  This  they  complain  of  as  a violation  of  public  faith,  for 
they  say  they  were  promised  equal  privileges  with,  other  sub- 
jects, and  arc  entitled  to  it,  having  above  a hundred  household- 
ers in  the  township,  and  paying  a full  proportion  of  taxes  with 
others;  besides,  every  township,  whenever  it  is  erected  into  a 
parish,  has  a minister  paid  by  the  public,  whereas  these  poor 
g pie  are  without  either  minister  or  schoolmaster.  This  custom 
of  constituting  members  by  Acts  of  Assembly,  is  an  infringe- 
ment of  the  prerogative  of  the  Crown.  Suggests  a plan  for 
remedy  of  the  evil,  viz:  every  place  that-  has  been  accustomed 
to  send  members  to  the  Assembly  for  a term  of  years,  (say  for 
example  ten)  shall  send  two  members,  and  every  other  place  or 
township  within  His  Majesty’s  instructions  having  one  hundred 
householders,  to  send  one  until  the  term  of  years  be  completed, 
when  it  shall  send  two  equally  with  the  others.  But  the  great- 
est evil  is,  that  no  less  than  nineteen  are  absolutely  required  to 
constitute  a House,  without  which  number  they  cannot  do  the 
smallest  possible  act,  except  to  adjourn.  This  creates  many 
impediments,  as  he  has  seen  frequently  seventeen  and  eighteen 
attending,  and  adjourning  day  after  day,  for  a week  together, 
until  at  length  it  has  been  thought  proper  to  prorogue  them  for 
a month  or  two,  at  t lie  expiration  of  which  time,  the  same  incon- 
veniences occurring,  it  has  been  deemed  necessary  to  dissolve 
them.  As  at  preseut  constituted,  a party  of  pleasure  made  by  a 
few  of  the  members  renders  it  impossible  for  the  rest  to  enter 
upon  business,  and  sometimes  he  has  seen  a party  made  to  go 
out  of  town  purposely  to  break  the  House,  and  thus  prevent  the 
success  of  what  they  could  not  otherwise  oppose. 

Many  people  here  are  of  opinion  that  a much  less  number 
than  nineteen  would  be  of  great  service,  but  it  is  impossible  to 
inspire  the  majority  with  enough  resolution  to  make  the  altera- 
tion.

Letter  of  Governor  dames 
Gleu  to  [the  Duke  of  ih  dlbrd.]  Acquaints  him  that  Mr.  Whit- 
acre,  the  present  Chief  »Jus;:ice,  has  been  for  several  years  so 
infirm  by  an  apoplectic  and  paralytic  disorder  as  to  be  unlit  for

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the  post.  Gave  him  leave  of  absence  to  go  to  Europe  for  a year 
to  recruit  his  health;  he,  however,  stayed  two,  and  returned 
worse  than  when  he  left.  Is  informed  that  he  has  written  to 
England  to  resign,  in  which  case  die  recommends  James  Grume, 
esq.,  a gentleman  whose  talents  have  raised  him  to  the  head  of 
the  bar,  Ac. 

Quotes  Lord  Baconos  speech  to  Sir  William  Jones,  “ that  the 
true  temper  of  a Chief  Justice  towards  a Governor,  should  neither 
be  servilely  to  second  him,  nor  fact  ions]  y to  oppose  him.”  In 
America,  however,  they  are  appointed  without  knowledge  or  in- 
terest of  the  Governor,  and  so  look  upon  themselves  as  independ- 
ent of  him,  studying  to  oppose  and  thwart  all  his  measures; 
whereas  if  recommendations  from  Governors  were  admitted,  these 
gentlemen  would  strengthen  a Governor’s  hands,  and  His  Majes- 
ty’s service  would  be  benefitted,  a course  which  he  earnestly 
urges  with  his  Grace.

1749,  June  15.  Charles-Town,  South-Carol i na.]  Letter  of 
Governor  Glen  to  the  Duke  of  Bedford.  Defers  to  his  former 
'communication  (the  preceding  document)  and  states  that  since 
he  wrote  that  letter,  the  matter  has  taken  a different-  turn.  Mr. 
Whitaker,  who  has  been  very  infirm  for  some  time  past,  applied 
to  the  writer  for  leave  of  absence  for  twelve  months,  which  he 
spun  out  to  twenty,  and  returned  in  a worse  state  than  when  lie 
left,  since  which  time  he  has  never  notified  his  return,  and  has 
carefully  avoided  seeing  him  (the  Governor),  perhaps  from  a 
consciousness  of  his  inability  to  discharge  his  duty,  and  at 
length  has  left  the  Province  entirely,  declaring  (as  he  is  inform- 
ed) his  determination  never  to  return.  The  commission  appoints 
him  Chief  Justice  of  Carolina  “ during  pleasure  and  his  residence 
in  the  Province.'’7  As  then  his  behaviour  has  been  resented  by 
all  ranks,  the  Council  voted  his  post  vacant,  advising  him  (the 
Governor)  to  appoint  James  Grume,  esq.,  which  he  has  done,  the 
Council  being  unanimous  upon  that  point,  except  one  person, 
who,  it  is  understood,  is  applying  for  the  appointment  himself. 
Mr.  Grame  has  practiced  the  law  for  many  years,  and  about 
eight  years  since  was  appointed'  Judge  of  the  Vice  Admiralty 
Court,  and  is  a steady  supporter  of  His  Majesty's  administrate  •:*.

Some  remarks  on  the  scheme  proposed  by  Mr.  Crokatt  for  al- 
tering the  method  of  applying  the  money  granted  for  purchasing 
of  presents  for  the  Indians,  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  tin1 
Duke  of  Bedford,  bv  Jenny n Wright,  who  is  now  employed  in 
that  service,  for  what  regards  the  Province  of  South-Carolina. 

1st.  That  by  Mr.  Crokatt’s  scheme  a considerable  share  of  th 
money  intended  for  presents,  would  be  converted  to  other  us< 
viz.:  To  maintaining  Indians  who  go  to  Charles-Town  on  other

occasions  besides  that  of  receiving  presents,  and  as  His  Majesty 
has  granted  this  money  for  the  particular  purpose  of  presents,  it 
may  be  expected  that  the  Province  of  South-Carol  ina  may  fake 
upon  themselves  the  delivery  of  its  own  share  of  the  presents. 

2d.  That  the  expense  for  maintaining  Indians  is  a very  exten- 
sive and  indefinite  article,  and  for  which  Mr.  Crokatt,  by  his 
scheme  purposes  that  <£500  shall  always  remain  with  the  person 
who  receives  this  money  to  be  drawn  for  by  the  Province,  Ac., 
and  that  the  whole  money  intended  for  presents  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  Province,  &c.,  &c.  The  present  method  by 
invoices,  Ac,,  proves  the  purchases,  wherehs  where  it  altered  to 
the  directions  of  the  Province,  no  check  could  be  from  the  Pro- 
vince really  pursued. 

3d.  Mr.  Crokatfs  scheme,  however  well  calculated  to  answer 
private  purposes,  cannot  supercede  that  which  is  already  estab- 
lished. 

4th.  The  persons  intrusted  have  adhered  to  the  directions  pre- 
scribed by  His  Majesty’s  warrant,  but  as  Indians  alter  their 
fashions  of  goods  from  time  to  time,  they  desired  to  be  made  ac- 
quainted if  there  were  any  particular  assortments,  that  they  might 
be  amended. 

How'  partially  this  caution  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  ser- 
vice has  been  treated  by  a committee  of  the  Lower  House,  ap- 
pears in  an  extract  from  the  journals  (annexed),  -while  Wright’s 
correspondent  informs  him  from  thence  that  no  fault  had  been 
found  except  in  the  most  minute  trifles. 

Submits  that  Mr.  Crokatt’s  scheme  has  an  intention  to  super- 
sede the  persons  intrusted  by  His  'Majesty  with  '.the  application 
of  the  money,  and  likewise  to  dictate  a method,  by  which  the 
King’s  intentions  may  be  frustrated.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that 
the  persons  already  appointed,  the  manner  of  applying  and  ac- 
counting for  this  money,  may  remain  as  already  established.

1749,  Aug.  12.  South-Carolina.]  Letter  of  Governor  Glen  to 
the  Duke  of  Bedford.  Presents  answers  to  some  queries  received 
from  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade,  which,  containing  a 
full  account  of  the  country,  he  laid  before  the  Council,  who  did 
hot  advise  any  alteration.  The  Assembly  who  had  seen  the 
queries  printed  begged  for  a sight  of  the  answers.  Has  in  com- 
pliance with  instructions,  given  fifty  acres  to  each  of  the  sol- 
diers of  the  Independent  Companies  lately  disbanded,  and  to 
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each  person  that  every  one  of  the  soldiers  had  in  family:  also  a 
small  bounty  out  of  the  fund  for  the  settling  poor  Protestants 
The  King-  of  the  upper  Chickesaws  has  been  with  him,  who  ac- 
quainted him  that  his  people  had  destroyed  great  numbers  of  the 
french,  and  taken  several  prisoners.  The  King-  offered  to  send 
some  of  these  as  a present;  to  refuse  would  be  only  to  condemn 
them  to  the  fire  and  faggot  with  tortures:  on  the  other  hand  to 
accept  and  then  liberate  them,  would  he  construed  into  an  insult 
gv  the  Chick  on  aw  s.

1749,  Dee.  23.  South-Carolina.]  Copy  of  a letter  from  Gov- 
ernor Glen  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade,  (enclosed  in 
Governor  Glen's  of  23d  Dec.,  1749.)  Intends  avoiding  a repeti- 
tion of  any  thing  which  he  lias  noticed  in  answer  to  their  Lord- 
ships’  queries,  and  for  fuller  information  touching  the  present 
state  of  the  Province,  has  enclosed  his  speech  to  the  General  As- 
sembly. Has  also  enclosed  a state  of  the  paper  currency  in  this 
Province,  prepared  by  the  Council  and  Assembly,  by  which  it 
will  appear  that  the  paper  money  of  all  denominations  amounts 
tone-  more  than  £19,006  7s.  10d.,  upon  which  he  descants  at  some 
length,  and  states  that  he  considers  that  a larger  sum  in  paper 
money  upon  a -good  fund,  and  to  be  sunk  at  different  periods, 
seems  to  be  absolutely  necessary.  Encloses  also  an  account  of 
produce  exported  from  Ciiaries-Town  from  the  1st  of  Nov.,  I74S, 
to  the  1st  Nov.,  1749.  Has  sent  also  an  account  of  the  number 
of  vessels  which  have  sailed  from  that  port  within  that  period. 
Also  forwards  the  laws  passed  last  sessions  of  the  Assembly. 
Also  Journals  of  the  Assembly  and  such  Journals  of  the  Council 
which: are  finished,  having  been  delayed  by  the  indisposition  of 
the  clerk.  Since  his  letter  in  August  has  looked  pretty  closely 
into  the  Secretaries’  office,  without  fixing  faults  upon  any  one  in 
particular.  Mr.  Freeman,  the  present  Deputy,  assures  him  that 
he  received  all  the  records,  laws,  and  public  papers  in  the  same 
condition  from  Mr.  Chafipney,  his  immediate  predecessor,  wh 
would  probably  tell  the  same  tale,  'or  that  he  found  them  in  great- 
er confusion.  The  patentee  has  sometimes  mortgaged  his  plan- 
to  masters  of  vessels,  by  virtue  of  which  they  have  entered  vio- 
lently into  the  office,  and  taken  possession  of  all  the  public  pa- 
pers. At  present,  there  are  no  less  than  four  or  five  different 
mortgages  upon  it,  Ac. 

In  addition  to  what  he  has  before  stated  on  the  subject  of  the 
Chief  Justice,  he  would  say  that  after  he  had  appointed  Mr.  Grame, 
a vessel  brought  from  London  a paper  said  To  be  signed  by  a 
notary  public,  purporting  to  be  a copy  of  Mr.  Whitakers  licence 
of  absence.  The  notary  does  not  say  that  he  saw  the  original  in 
the-  Secretary  of  State’**  office,  blit  only  that  a paper  had  been 
produced  to  him  by  1 nr  Mr.  Carruthers,  of  which  the  paper  s<  ; . 
was  a copy.  A most  reprehensible  practice:  should  however  the 
original  arrive,  Mr.  Grame  must  still  continue  to  act  as  Chi< 
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Justice  until  Mr.  Whitaker’s  arrival,  for  the  Assistant  Justices 
ih -dared  from'  the  beginning,  that  they  would  not  act  without  a 
(’h ief  Justice*  Ail -ides  to  a complaint  against  one  of  the  Assis- 
tant Justices,  which 'fact  he  has  already  notified  to  their  .Lord- 
ships  ; the  Council  were  of  opinion  that  Ms  name  should  be  left 
out  of  the  commission  of  the  peace,  notwithstanding  which  he 
continued  to  sit  upon  the  bench,  and  declared  his  intention  to 
act.  The  Council  advised  his  suspension  from  hi$  office  of.  Assis- 
tant Judge,  and  a regular  supersedeas  was  served  upon  him, 
noth  withstand  in  g 'which  he  again  took  his  seat  upon  the  bench, 
and  for  several  days  pursued  the.  same  course,  ailedging  that  no 
instruction  from  the  Crown  could  give  a Governor  power  to  sus- 
pend him,  as  there  was  a law  against  it.  He  will  therefore  give 
his  Lordships  a short  historical  account  of  this  law  which  is 
affected  to  be  called  the  Magna • CLarta  of  Carolina.  Mr.  John- 
son, who  was  Governor  for  the  Lords  proprietors,  and  by  them 
empowered  to  prorogue  and  dissolve  Assemblies,  finding  the  As- 
sembly attempting  some  things  detrimental  to  the  interest  of 
Great  Britain  or  the  proprietors,  did  in  a regular  manner,  dis- 
solve them,  whereon  instead  of  going  home  they  ad  journed  to  a 
tavern  where  they  sat  as  an  Assembly,  and  appointed  one  of  their 
own  number  Governor.  They  next  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
a Council,  and  with  this  assumed  Governor  and  Council,  they 
made  several  laws,  and  this  law  amongst  the  number,  which  was 
never  confirmed  either  by  the  proprietors  or  by  the  Crown;  if  in- 
deed it  could  ever  have  been  called  a law  it  soon  fell  into  desue- 
tude, for  Mr.  Kicholson,  the  King’s  Governor,  turned  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice from  the  Bench  and  appointed  another,  and  Mr.  Johnson,  his 
'successor  as  the  King's  -Governor,  turned  out  two  of  the  Assis- 
tant Judges  and  appointed  others,  this  very  man  i eing  • ne  of 
those  he  then  appointed.  After  pertinaciously  continuing’  to  act 
as  Judge  in  contempt  of  the  King's  authority,  lie  at  length  re- 
signed in  Court,  telling  the  grand  jury  that  an  attempt  had  been 
made  to  expel  him  from  office.  Requests  to  know  in  what  light 
, he  is  to  regard  this  said  law,  of  which  he  transmits  their  Lord- 
ships  a copy. 

Refers  to  their  Lordships’  letter  of  the  20th  Dec.,  It 48,  touch- 
ing the  seizure  of  the  Dutch  ship,  which  matter  it  is  greatly  de- 
sired should  be  brought  to  a termination.  As  the  prosecution 
has  already  lost  near  <£1000  sterling,  and  he  fears  it  will  be  diffi- 
cult in  future  to  persuade  any  person  to  seize  for  illegal  trade. 

As  regards  the  Indian  affairs,  intends  to  make  that  the  subject 
of  a separate  communication. 

There  would  be  great  difficulty  in  complying  with  their  Lord- 
ships’  directions,  viz:  to  transmit  all  such  papers  as  have  any  re- 
lation to  the  defects  and  irregularities  complained  of  by  him  in 
a recent  letter. 

Touching  the  two  laws  that  their  Lordships  take  notice  of  as 
his  giving  assent  to  contrary  to  instructions,  he  enters  into  a 
very  full  explanation,  assuring  them  that  for  the  future  he  will 
be  extremely  careful  what  laws  he  gives  assent  to. 
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A paragraph  in  their  Lordships’  letter  has  given  him  great  un- 
easiness, viz:  “ That  it  is  difficult  to  reconcile  his  notions,  of 
government  with  some  parts  of  his  past  conduct,  particularly, 
Ac.”  Trusts  that  they  will  mention  what  they  consider  amis-, 
that  it  may  be  speedily  amended.  And  begs  to  lay  before  thorn 
somewhat  of  his  behaviour  as  Governor.  In  his  seventh  year 
as  Governor,  he  - can  truly  say  that  he  never  allowed  the  preroga- 
tive of  the  Crown  to  be  encroached  on,  and  wherever  there  have 
been  infringements  antecedent  to  his  time,  he  has  taken  every 
opportunity  to  bring  matters  back  to  their  right  channel ; the  peo- 
ple of  the  Province  entertain  a high  opinion  of  his  zeal;  he  is 
concerned  in  no  plantation  or  commercial  business,  but  denying 
himself  relaxation,  he  devotes  his  whole  time  to  the  public,  sup- 
porting his  station  with  decency  and  with  but  little  aggrandisement 
of  his  private  fortune.  Mentions  the  encouragement  given  at  St. 

. > then  slaves  who  may  desert.  As  there  is  a new 

Governor  there,  he  thought  proper  to  send  a gentleman  well  ac- 
quainted with  Spanish,  to  make  a formal  demand  for  such  as 
have  deserted  since  the  peace,  and  to  propose  a mutual  agree- 
ment for  the  extradition  of  slaves  on  both  sides,  and  in  case  of 
refusal,  to  enter  into  a public  protest,  Ac.  Has  sent  copies  of 
his  letter  to  the  Governor  of  St.  Augustine,  his  instructions  to  the 
gentleman  deputed  and  the  said  protest.

He  is  required  with  all  convenient  speed  to  embark  on  board 
the  Otter  for  St.  Augustine,  and  forthwith  to  demand  an  audi- 
ence of  the  Governor,  presenting  him  with  a letter  which  accom- 
panies these  instructions,  acquainting  him  that  he  has  business  of 
a public  nature  from  this  government.  He  is  to  inform  him  that 
a peace  has  been  restored  between  the  Crowns  of  England  and 
Spain,  and  that  he,  (Governor  Glen,)  is  desirous  to  do  every 
thing  to  promote  harmony  and  good  feeling,  which  he  trusts  will 
meet  with  reciprocity  on  the  part  of  the  Spanish  Governor. 
He  is  then  to  enter  upon  the  subject  of  his  negociation,  viz  : to 
demand  the  restitution  of  such  negroes,  slaves,  as  have  deserted 
from  this  Province  since  the  peace,  informing  him  that  ail  ne- 
groes, Ac.,  from  this  Province  are  returned. 

Incase  of  his  refusal,  he  must  be  informed  that  it  will  be  rep- 
resented to  the  sovereign  of  Great  Britain,  and  may  produce  very 
disagreable  consequences.  He  is  to  make  use  of  proper  argu- 
ments with  regard  to  the  expediency  of  this  measure,  without 
insinuating  that  he  has  any  authority  from  him,  (the  Governor,) 
for  such  arguments.  If  he  finds  a reluctance  to  deliver  those 
who  have  already  deserted,  he  is  to  propose  an  agreement  for 
the  extradition  of  all  such  as  may  desert  for  the  future,  Ac.  And 
in  case  of  the  Governor’s  refusal  to  entertain  any  of  these  propo- 
sals, he  is  formally  to  enter  a protest  for  the  detention  of  slaves, 
the  property  of  the  King’s  subjects  in  this  Province,  form  of 
which  protest  is  herewith  delivered  to  him.

Copy  of  letter  from  Governor  Glen  to  the  Governor  of  St. 
Augustine.  Has  sent  Raymond  Deiuare,  esq.,  captain  of  one  of 
the  Independent  Companies,  to  St.  Augustine,  to  propose  several 
matters  concerning  the  desertion  of  soldiers,  servants  or  slaves, 
Ac.  Congratulates  him  upon  the  peace  which  has  been  estab- 
lished, and  expresses  an  opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of  such  as  arc 
intrusted  with  the  government  of  any  of  these.  Provinces  to  do 
nothing*  which  may  directly  or  indirectly  conduce  ;•»  revive  fresh 
ir-mbles  or  hostilities.  As  a ptvF  of  his  friendly  intentions,  he 
has  sent  to  be  delivered  to  Lira  all  the  negroes,  muiattoes  and 
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other  subjects,  or  the  property  of  the  subjects  of  His  Catholic 
Majesty,  which  are  at  present  in  this  Province,  and  hopes  that 
he  will  in  turn  order  all  negroes,  See.,  which  have  deserted  from 
this  Province  since  the  peace,  to  be  delivered  to  the  gentleman 
now  sent  as  his  deputy.  (In  Gov.  Glen’s  of  23d  December. ) 4

1748,.  April  *23.  South-Carolina.]  Copy  of  a letter  sent  from 
Governor  Glen  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Trade.  Acknowl- 
edges their  Lordships’  letter  of  26th  May,  1747.  the  vessel  hav- 
ing been  wind-bound  six  months.  His  progress  among  the  In- 
dian nations  seemed  to  have  had  a better  effect  in  securing  them 
to  His  Majesty’s  interest  than  10,000  pounds  worth  of  presents 
given  them  in  Charles-Town  would  have  had.  That  progress 
consisted  of  a journey  of  500  miles,  in  which  he  was  constantly 
obliged  to  sleep  in  the  woods,  and  it  cost  him  between  two  and 
three  hundred  pounds  extraordinary,  so  that  he  could  expect 
no  profit  or  pleasure  from  it,  but  from  the  consciousness  of  hav- 
ing done  his  duty.  In  Governor  Glen’s  of  23d  December.  3 fs.

Copy  of  letter  from  Gov.  Glen  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  for 
Trade,  upon  Indian  affairs.  Acknowledges  their  communication 
of  20th  December  last,  in  which  they  take  notice  of  a letter  of 
the  writer’s  of  the  10th  October,  upon  Indian  affairs,  expressing 
their  surprise  that  he  was  unacquainted  with  the  causes  of  the 
miscarriage  of  the  presents  to  the  Choctaws,  and  blaming  him 
for  want  of  care  in  intrusting  the  same  presents  to  improper 
hands.  Defends  himself  upon  that  head,  and  alleges  Mat  they 
were  delivered  to  the  most  proper  person  in  the  Province,  for  no 
one  else  would  have  undertaken  it  for  less  than  500  guineas, 
while  lie  carried  them  for  nothing.  With  reference  to  what 
their  Lordships  say  in.  their  letter  of  26th  May,  1747,  viz.:  That 
the  most  secure  and  effectual  method  of  transacting  affairs  of 
this  nature,  would  be  to  bring  the  Indians  down  to  Charles-Town. 
He  considers  it  would  be  wholly  improper.  The  Choctaw  nation 
is  at  least  1,000  miles  from  this  place,  and  the  road  lying  through 
the  Creek  nation.  Enters  at  some  length  upon  the  delay  amt 
risk  consequent  upon  sending  a messenger,  and  the  difficulty  and 
fatigue  of  so  long  a journey.  As  he  might  have  been  told 
upon  a former  occasion,  when  their  visit  was  voluntary,  “ That 
it  was  the  last  time  ever  they  would  trouble  him,  for  that  fliev 
might  have  had  twice  as  much  from  the  French  at  home  with  •• 
the  trouble  and  risk  <ff  having  come  so  far.”  A prediction  fatally 
fulfilled,  for  their  headman  died  on  the  road  home,  while  six  * 
his  attendants  were  shot  dead  in  crossing  a river,  by  some  oteer 
Indians,  for  the  sake  of  acquiring  the  few  trilling  presents  whi< 
they  had  received  in  Charles-Town. 

Mentions  what  happened  to  the  Indians  invited  to  Charles- 
Town,  to  receive  His  Maje.-oy's  presents.  Insinuations  and  i 
donations  of  the  French,  who  hired  a gang  of  Indians  fqt 
upon  some  out  towns  of  the  Cherokces,  immediately  after  their 
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headmen  had  set  out  for  this  place.  Report  circulated  that  they 
were  sent  for  to  Charles-Town  to  be  sacrificed.  The  Indians  re- 
quested the  Governor  to  meet  them  at  Fort  Moore,  about  150 
miles  from  Charles-Town,  but  he  insisted  that  Charles-Town,  and 
nowhere  else,  was . the  -proper  place.  Whereupon  they  agreed 
Upon  coming  the  end  of  August  or  beginning  of  'September,  and 
houses  outride  the  town  were  provided  for  them.  .Nevertheless 
h ‘-y  si  y 1 with  gr  - it  i le  is  n 33 an  i s wer  il  ft  11  sick,  and  not- 
withstanding the  care  of  physicians  and  every  attention,  there 
was  great  mortality  among  them.  Death  of  a great  warrior,  a 
loted  friend  t the  Eng  1 - of  th  ? son  of  the  Princ  j-  of 

nesie.  Many  died  on  the  road,  and  those  who  lived  to  reach  home 
died  of  the  distemper  which  they  caught  here.  Report  of  Robert 
Kelly,  one  of  their  traders,  being  killed.  The  Catawbas,  who 
were  waylaid,  on  their  -way  home,  suffered  also  from  the  sickness, 
their  King  and  all  the  headmen  dying,  so  that  the  vile  report 
spread  by  the  French  was  believed. 

Prays  for  instructions  how  to  conduct  himself  with  regard  to 
the  Choctaws,  who  still  continue  in  the  interest  of  the  British. 
Sent  them  about  three  months  since  a considerable  present  of 
ammunition,  as  it  is  impracticable  to  bring  them  to  Charles- 
Town  to  receive  it.  They  still  continue  to  harass  the  French. 
He  (the  Governor)  has  lately  received  a very  extraordinary  let- 
ter from  the  Governor  of  Xew-Orleans,  desiring  him  to  send  to 
the  Albama  fort  some  French  prisoners  who  are  to  be  delivered 
to  him  by  the  Indians;.. also  that  he  would  prevent  the  Creeks  and 
Chickesaws  from  killing  the  French  as  they  have  done  recently, 
Ac.;  also  that  he  would  give  directions  that  no  more  of  our  tra- 
ders should  go  into  the  Choctaw  nation,  which  he  (the  New  Or- 
leans Governor)  calls  his  master's  country;  that  one  of  our  tra- 
ders had  lately  been  killed  there,  and  he  expected  to  hear  of  the 
death  of  three  more.  Transmits  to  their  Lordships,  copy  of  let- 
ter which  he  sent  in  reply.  (In  Governor  Glen’s  of  23d  Dec.)

Has  been  some 
months  in  London  in  expectation  of  having  an  answer  to  the 
memorial  sent  for  his  Grace’s  perusal.  The  circumstances  of  his 
case  are  extremely  hard,  as  is  therein  set  out,  and  he  trusts  will 
entitle  him  to  a- reimbursement  of  his  expenses  from  the  ministry, 
some  reward  for  past  services,  and  a stipend  for  iris  future  sup- 
port. In  consequence  of  his  Grace’s  letter  dated  9th  June,  1748, 
to  the  Governor  of  South-Carolina,  lie  embarked  with  the  presents 
for  the  Indians  in  December  following,  and  proceeded  for  Caro- 
lina, where  he  arrived  in  April,  Ac.  After  this  he  was  appointed 
agent  by  the  Governor,  Ac.,  for  the  distribution  of  presents  in 
Georgia  and  Carolina;  all  which  service  he  performed  at  his  own 
expense  until  he  could  support  it  no  longer,  when  he  was  told 
that  the  government  at  home  would  pay  hirn,  for  which  reason  he 
obtained  the  Governor’s  leave  of  absence.  The  amount  of  his 
disbursements  amount  to  nearly  =£790,  and  as  he  stands  in  need 
of  immediate  relief  suggests  the  readiest  method  to  be  out  of  the 
quit  rents  in  South-Carolina.

He  is  to  keep  an  exact  account  of  the  presents  delivered,  speci- 
fying name,  nation  and  town. 

Mr.  Stephens  having  been  instructed  to  acquaint  the  Indians 
that  “ these  presents  are  sent  in  token  of  His  Majesty’s  fatherly 
affection,  and  intended  to  be  renewed  annually,  ere.,  and  to  pre- 
vent unnecessary  trouble  in  coming,  notices  shall  be  sent  when 
the  same  presents- are  ready”,  Ac.,  which  instruction  is  apprehend- 
ed to  be  attended  with  dangerous  consequences.  The  opinion  of 
the  Governor.  Council  and  Assembly,  is  that  they  should  be  told 
as  follows:  That  they  are  sent  to  them  by  His  Majesty  now  that 
all  his  enemies  hav<  ace  with  him,  as  a token  of  his  af- 

fection towards  them  and  of  the  notice  he  hath  taken  of  their 
good  behaviour  during  the  war  towards  his  subjects  in  South- 
Carolina  and  Georgia,  desiring  that  they,  the  Indians  and  his 
said  subjects,  may  still  live  together  always  like  brethren.

Mr.  Abraham  Bosomworth  having  been  recommended  as  a fitt- 
ing person  to  act  on  the  part  of  the  Governor,  Ac.,  of  Carolina,  in 
the  distribution  of  the  £3000,  to  be  sent  by  the  King  annually 
in  presents  to  the  Indians,  he  desires  he  will  propose  him  to  the 
Council  and  Assembly,  Ac.

1750,  July  15.  South-Carolina.]  Letter  from  Governor  Glen 
to  the  Duke  of  Bedford.  In  a former  letter  he  acquainted  him  of 
his  having*  reconciled  the  two  nations  of  Creeks  and  Cherokees, 
but  has  since  had  the  mortification  of  seeing  his  labour  lost  by 
the  intrigues  of  the  French,  who  have  rekindled  the  war.  Enters 
into  full  particulars  of  these  aggressions,  and  represents  the  ne- 
cessity of  a fort,  as  before  repeatedly  urged,  in  the  overhills 
towns  of  the  Cherokees,  as  within  these  few  months  no  less  than 
nine  English  traders  have  been  killed  in  that  country  by  the 
French  Indians,  Ac. 

Some  time  since  he  received  instructions  from  the  Lords  of  the 
Regency,  to  enter  into  a treaty  with  the  Cherokees  for  land  neces- 
sary for  building  the  sad  fort,  transmitting  to  the  person  ad- 
dressed and  the  Commissioners  for  Trade,  the  terms  of  such 
agreement  with  plan  and  estimate,  Ac.  lie  now  begs  to  acquaint 
ins  Grace  that  he  has  purchased  the  land,  paying  for  the  same 
with  a few  of  the  presents  sent  from  England,  Ac.  lias  been 
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instructed  in  fortification  by  Mr.  Mnllar  and  other  able  masters, 
yet  finds  it.  difficult  to  fix  upon  any  particular  plan,  or  precisely 
to  compute  the  expense  as  it  is  uncertain  yet  of  what,  materials 
it  shall  be  built.  Labour  will  cost  two  shillings  or  two  shillings 
six  pence  per  diem  each  man,  besides  two  months  extraordinary 
pay  for  going  and  returning'.  Thinks  however,  if  he  has  leave 
to  go  to  the  extent  of  2500  or  at  most  3000,  it  might  be  done  hr 
that.  Considers  that  a few  troops  of  horse  rangers  will  be  useful 
and  the  fort  might  be  garrisoned,  and  these  troops  raised  without 
creating  any  additional  expense.  Suggests  a plan,  viz  : the 
raising  three  additional  troops  and  incorporating  them  with  the 
regiment  of  horse  militia  already  in  the  Province,  &c.,  &c.  Their 
traders,  who  have  been  frequently  pillaged  upon  the  road,  might 
be  safely  conveyed  by  these  troops,  in  which  case  they  offer  to 
carry  the  annual  presents  to  the  Indians  gratuitously,  which 
would  be  more  acceptable  to  the  Indians,  who  always  suffer  great 
mortality  from  coming  to  Charles-Town,  not  to  mention  the  sav- 
ing of  expense  of  their  entertainment. 

Proposes  the  regiment  to  be  paid  after  the  following  ratio  per 
annum:  The  Colonel,  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Major,  £8  each. 
Three  Captains,  three  Lieutenants,  three  Cornets,  three  Quarter- 
masters at  £8  each.  Three  additional  Captains  at  £60  each. 
Three  Lieutenants  at  £50.  Three  Cornets  at  £40,  and  three 
Quarter-masters  at  £30  each.  Three  additional  troops  twenty 
men  in  each,  at  £20  each.  Total,  £3,860. 

Both  officers  and  privates  to  be  liable  to  court  martial.  The 
writer  has  had  the  royal  sign  manual  for  holding  court  martial 
since  the  year  1745,  hut  for  want  of  a sufficient  number  of  officers 
the  formation  of  one  has  been  impracticable,  and  some  offences 
have  gone  unpunished.  Suggests  how  these  troops  may  be  paid 
without  additional  expense,  viz:  out  of  the  £8000  ordered  to  be 
laid  out  in  purchasing  presents  for  the  Indians,  as  a sufficiency 
would  then  be  left  tor  the  purposes  intended,  because  as  by  this 
means  many  expenses  will  be  saved;  the  balance  amounting  to 
near  twelve  hundred  pounds  would  sufficiently  defray  the  cost 
of  these  Indian  presents,  both  in  this  Province  as  well  as  that  of 
Georgia.

ceive  none  whom  they  may  bring-  alive.”  Enters  into  other  mi- 
nute particulars  relating  to  Indian  matters.  The  Creek  nation  is 
divided  into  Upper  and  Lower  Creeks,  the  one  about  eighty  miles 
distant  from  the  other.  The  former  are  the  most  numerous,  and 
firm  friends  to  the  English.  One  of  the  latter,  named  Malatchi, 
affected  to  be  called  King  and  Emperor  of  the  Creek  nation, 
though  pretending  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  English,  has  secret- 
ly sent  notice  to  the  French  of  every  thing  which  transpires,  and 
obstinately  opposed  the  English  taking  the  Alb  am  a fort.  And 
yet  he  and  his  friends  and  some  of  the  Lower  Creeks,  not  only 
receive  presents  in  proportion  with  our  other  Indians,  but  are  the 
only  Indians  who  have  been  courted  and  caressed  by  the  people 
of  Georgia.  Believes  that  most  of  the  presents  sent  to  that  colo- 
ny, have  been  distributed  to  Malatchi  and  his  friends.  Bepre- 
hensibility  of  such  a course.  The  Council  have  considered  the 
matter  and  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  give  the 
Lower  Creeks  no  presents  for  one  year,  and  also  to  prohibit  their 
traders  from  supplying  them  goods,  and  also  that  he,  (the  Gov- 
ernor,) should  write  to  the  Magistrates  of  Georgia,  desiring 
them  to  concur  in  the  matter.  Information  upon  various  other 
Indian  affairs.  Concludes  with  acknowledging  receipt  of  the 
royal  sign  manual,  under  date  of  1749,  Feb.  6th,  for  releasing 
any  French  prisoners  detained  in  the  Province,  also  such  Indian 
prisoners  as  might  be  in  alliance  with  or  under  the  protection  of 
the  crown  of  France.

Petition  of.  James  Crokatt,  of  London,  merchant,  addressed  to 
the  King,  showing  that  in  the  year  1743,  several  troops  were 
raised  in  Georgia,,  and.  continued  in  His  Majesty's  service  four 
years,  until  reduced  24th,  1747,  during  which  time  provision  was 
made  by  Parliament  for  their  pay  and  subsistence,  amounting  to 
LI 9, 168  18s.  4d.  per  annum.  The  method  observed  in  Georgia, 
where  money  was  scarce,  was  to  grant  certificates  for  a certain 
sum  due,  as  pay  or  subsistence  to  the  officers  of  these  irregular 
companies,  and  at  other  times  to  give  them  bills  of  exchange 
drawn  by  Major  William  Horton  on  Thomas  Marriott,  esq , at 
London/  as  paymaster  to  the  provincial  troops,  foe.  That  for 
several  years  those  certificates  and  bills  were  regularly  dis- 
charged in  London,  obtaining  a credit  equal  to  the  best  bills  of 
exchange,  See.,  the  merchants  in  South-Carolina  readily  advan- 
cing money  upon  them. 

That  petitioner,  in  the  course  of  his  trade  to  America,  had  a 
large  value  remitted  him  in  those  certificates  , and.  bills,  which 
were  for  several  years  duly  paid,  but  in  the  year  1747,  Mr.  Mar- 
riott began  to  neglect  their  regular  payment,  and  soon  after 
would  pay  only  the  one-third  of  each  bill,  and  since  September, 
1748,  positively  refused  paying  any  further  part  whatever.  Pe- 
titioner now  holds  twenty-seven  bills  and  certificates  amounting 
to  LI, 338  7s.  7d . , (vide  particulars  thereof  annexed)  of  which 
Mr.  Marriott  does  not  seem  to  deny  the  validity,  but  intimates 
that  lie  has  no  money  tu  pay  them.  Prays  His  Majesty’s  inter- 
position that  the  said  Thomas  Marriott,  or  whoever  is  the  real 
agent,  may  be  ordered  to  pay  the  remainder  of  the  said  bills  and 
certificates,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  LI, 338  7s.  7d.,  together 
with  the  interest  and  charges  arising-  from  their  not  being  re- 
gularly discharged,  or  to  grant  such  relief  as  His  Majesty  may 
deem  expedient-

1T51,  Feb.  South-Carolina.]  Account  of  the  boundaries  >of 
South-Carolina,  and  of  the  encroachments  made  upon  the  said 
Province  by  the  subjects  of  foreign  Princes.  Addressed  to 
the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Trade  by  James  Glen,  Governor.  A 
book  consisting  of  forty  pages,  being  a copy  made  for,  the  Duke 
of  Bedford,  in  reply  to  their  Lordships’  letter  of  the  29th  July, 
requesting  an  account  of  the  boundaries  of  Carolina,  Ac.  In  a 
general  way  the  settlers  of  a new  country  are  either  agricultu- 
rists, mechanics  or  artificers,  but  as  among  the  settlers  of  this 
Province  there  existed  many  gentlemen,  it  was  probable  many 
interesting  facts  and  observations  might  have  been  committed 
to  writing,  which  would  have  enabled  the  writer  to  answer  their 
Lordships’  expectations,  had  not  an  unlucky  lire,  which  took  place 
ab<  at  forty  or  fifty  years  ago,  consumed  one  of  the  public  cili- 
ces, wherein  were  many  papers. 

With  regard  to  encroachments,  before  taking  upon  himself  to 
dispute  the  right  and  title  of  others  to  any  part  of  this  country, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  establish  our  own  right  to  it,  Ac.  The 
English,  Spaniards  and  French  have  severally  claimed  the  honour 
of  tiie  first  discovery  of  this  country,  the  which,  according  to  the 
received  opinion  of  those  times,  was  a valid  conveyance  of  such 
country  to  its  discoverers,  “ and  an  exclusive  patent  to  all 
others,”  but  as  those  principles  have  no  foundation  in  the  law  of 
nations,  nor  in  equity,  it  has  been  properly  exploded, 

With  regard  to  the  several  authors  who  have  treated  of  it,  the 
best  account  seems  to  be  that  printed  at  Frankfort,  in  the  year 
1591.  By  this  narration,  which  has  an  air  of  truth,  and  is  well 
supported  with  proofs,  it  would  appear  that  what  is  now  termed 
North  America,  from  latitude  — north  as  far  south  as  the  part  after 
called  Florida,  was  first  discovered  by  Sebastian  Cabot,  who  set 
out  with  an  expedition  from  England,  under  the  auspices  of  King 
Henry  VIE,  in  the  beginning  of  1496,  when  he  fell  in  with  this 
continent.  He  is  stated  to  have  made  charts  of  his  voyage  as 
of  all  the  coast;  one  set  of  which  was  given  to  tiie  University  of 
Oxford,  and  another  hung  up  in  the  Princess  Elizabeth's  apart- 
ments at  Whitehall.  About  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  afterwards, 
A.  D.  1512,  John  Ponce  de  Leon,  was  driven  upon  this  coast 
upon  Easter  day,  (called  by  the  Spaniards  Pasqua  Florida,) 
which  gave  it  thence  the  name  of  Florida,  and  on  his  return  to 
Spain,  he  obtained  a commission  as  Governor  of’  the  same,  re- 
turning with  a great  number  of  Ids  countrymen,  but  meeting 
with  a warm  reception  from  the  natives,  they  betook  themselves 
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to  the  Savannah,  where  the  Governor  and  many  others  died  of 
their  wounds.  The  next  adventurer  was  Don  Ferdinandez  Soto, 
Hk  vvis  comm  is  n **  oi  Spain  to  b Governor 

who  took  with  him  several  hundred  soldiers,  with  whom  he  tra- 
versed the  country  up  to  the  Cherokee  mountains,  down  to  Mo- 
bile, and  along  the  coast  of  the  bay  of  Mexico,  for  the  space  of 
five  years,  when  he  and  the  principal  part  of  his  companions 
found  their  graves  among  those  whom  they  had  spoiled  and  de- 
stroyed, the  remainder  escaping  to  sea  in  two  small  barks.  The 
force  of  arms  having  failed,  it  was  determined  that  a third  and 
different  attempt  should- be  made  upon  Florida,  by  the  Church' 
Militant,  in  the  shape  of  monks  and  missionaries,  but  the  Indians 
calling  to  mind  the  cruelties  of  Soto,  fell  at  once  upon  the  poor 
priests,  whose  lives  were  instantly  sacrificed,  arid  their  com- 
panions avere  compelled  to  retire,  leaving  the  natives  in  peace- 
able possession,  which  they  enjoyed  without  more  interruption 
from  any  Europeans  for  some  years. 

But  about  1565,  an  expedition  was  sent  hither  at  the  expense 
of  Charles  the  9th  of  France,  under  the  conduct  of  Laudonier, 
who  arrived  on  this  coast  on  the  1st  of.  May,  giving  the  name 
of  that  month  to  a river  where  he  came  to  an  anchor,  and  where 
he  built  a.  small  fort  which  he  called  Carolina,  after  his  master. 
Whether  the  King  intended  to  settle  so  many  of  his  subjects 
there,  or  only  designed  to  disburthen  his  kingdom  of  them,  being 
all  Protestants,  is  uncertain;  however  they  were  left  in  a neglect- 
ed and  starving  condition  for  nearly  two  years,  until  yielding  to 
the  importunity  of  Admiral  Colignie,  the  court  sent  a second  em- 
barkation under  die  command  of  Kibauld.  A few  days  after,  a 
fleet  of  Spanish  vessels  was  discovered  upon  the  coast,  and  Ri- 
battld  hearing  that  they  had  landed  at  Port  Royal,  embarked 
again,  intending  to  attack  them,  (.the  French  and  Spaniards  be- 
ing then  at  war,)  but  a hurricane  having  driven  him  defenceless 
upon  the  coast,  they  were  compelled  to  surrender  to  the  Span- 
iards, who,  notwithstanding  a solemn,  oath  to  the  contrary,  im- 
mediately butchered  them  indiscriminately,  hanging  them  upon 
trees  with  this  inscription:  “ This  we  do  not  because  you  are 
French,  but  because  you  are  Protestants.7’  Some  few  escaped 
to  France,  where  little  notice  was  taken  of  their  mournful  tale, 
but  one  Gorgues,  to  revenge  the  murder  of  so  many  of  his  coun- 
trymen, at  his  own  expense  fitted  out  an  armament  for  this 
country,  where,  joined  by  many  Indians,  they  attacked  the  Span- 
iards with  success,  hanging  them  upon  the  same  trees,  with  this 
inscription:  “ This  we  do  not  because  you  are  Spaniards,  but  be- 
cause you  are  perjured  monsters,”  &c.,  &e.,  after  which  act  of 
vengeance  they  returned  to  1 ranee. 

What  with  these  alternate  struggles,  and  the  being  constantly 
harrassed  by  the  Indians,  both  the  French  and  Spaniards  s»  •••u 
tacitly  to  have  relim  pushed  an  acquisition,  to  which  neither  |"  -- 
sessed  any  substantial  right.  He  (Governor  Glen)  is  of  opin- 
ion that  (Jabot  was  the  first  discoverer,  but  on  that  account  can- 
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not  entertain  the  opinion  that  his  bare  discovery  and  his  naviga- 
ting a! eng  the  coast,  could  convey  the.  property  of  this  country 
to  the  English.  By  some  possession  is  said  to  be  quad  pedum 
podtio:  in  this  light  the  Spaniards  seem  to  have  a preferable  right. 
Others  say  that  possession  is  quad  sedium  podtio:  and  as  the 
Spaniards  never  settled  any  where,  while  the  French  made  a 
small  fort  on  the  banks  of  the  river  May,  the  latter  may  be 
thought-  to  have  a; more  justifiable  right.  This  doctrine  however, 
that  first  discovery,  first  occupancy,  or  possession  of  a country, 
confers  a title  to  it.  would  only  apply  to  one  that  was  uninhabit- 
ed, (vacua)  and  even  had  it  been  so  in  this  instance,  it  was  de- 
relict and  as  it  were  by  1 >th  French  and  Span- 

iar  Is,  i . ••  • ently  would  belong  to  the  next  occupier.  But 

the  case  is  different,  it  abounding  with  inhabitants  (indigence) 
who  never  were  conquered,  never  sold  or  transferred  their  inter 
ests  in  the  same,  consequently  by  the  law  of  nations  as  well  as 
the  law  of  nature,  were  rightful  proprietors  and  lords  of  the  soil, 
continually  harrassing  the  invaders  and  at  length  expelling  them 
from  their  country. 

In  this  state  it  continued  for  more  than  three  generations,  for 
on  Europeans  visited  for  nearly  100  years  after,  about  which 
time  some  few  English  left  Virginia  and  settled  here,  with  con- 
sent and  by  invitation  of  the  natives.  About  the  same  period 
King  Charles  2d  granted  it  to  some  of  his  subjects. 

By  patent  under  the  great  seal  of  England,  dated  at  West- 
minster, March  1662-3,  and  a subsequent  charter  dated  June 
1665,  all  that  Province  or  territory  in  America  lying  and  extend- 
ing north  to  the  thirty-sixth  and  a half  degree  of  northern  latitude, 
and  south  as  far  as  the  twenty-ninth  degree  of  north  latitude  in- 
clusive, bounded  easterly  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  reaching 
west  as  far  as  the  South  sea,  together  with  the  royalty  of  the 
sea  upon  the  coast.  Ac.,  Ac.,  was  granted  to  Edward,  Earl  of 
Clarendon,  George.  Duke  of  A 1 be r marie,  Ac.,  with  full  power  for 
themselves,  their  heirs  Or  assigns,  to  assign,  alien,  Ac.,  the  pre- 
mises to  such  persons  as  they  should  think  fit,  Ac.  And  the 
said  proprietors  did  by  petition  to  King  George  the  2d,  in  Coun- 
cil, surrender  their  interest  in  the  aforesaid  territories,  which 
rights  were  accordingly  vested  in  His  Majesty  by  the  Act  passed 
in  1727. 

To  return  to  the  time  of  King  Charles’s  grants,  the  proprietors 
immediately  set  about  planting  the  Province  at  a vast  expense, 
and  in  the  year  1669,  Col.  Wrn.  Sayle  was  appointed  Governor 
by  commission  from  the  Lords  proprietors,  but  there  is  no  person 
aiive  in  this  Province  who  came  over  in  the  first  embarkation; 
he,  (the  writer,)  has  however,  .seen  one  old  lady,  a Mrs.  Smith 
who  is  still  in  good  health,  and  landed  in  the  Province  upwards 
of  seventy-five  years  ago,  where  she  has  ever  since  continued. 

They  took-- possession,  of  the  country  with  the  consent  and  good 
will  of  the  Indians,  with  whom  they  have  been  on  friendly  terms, 
making  fair  purchases  of  land  and  otherwise  trading  with  them. 

41 
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Some  of  their  traders  have  penetrated  very  far  into  the  Indian 
nations,  several  hundred  miles  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and 
have  s ne  small  sett  1 n n ts  a w .r  g tl  m;  s six  hundre  . 
some  eight  hundred,  and  some  one  thousand  miles  from  Charles- 
Town.  The  nations  which  intervene,  viz:  the  Catawbas,  Chero- 
kees,  Creeks  and  Cliickesaws.  of  which  frequent  account  has 
been  given  in  his  letters,  have  made  treaties  of  peace  and  com- 
merce with  them,  always  calling  the  Governor  of  Carolina 
“ brother,”  until  some  years  since  when  they  altered  the.. title  to 
that  of  “ -father.”  Mo  other  Europeans  but  what  he-  will  after- 
wards observe  to  -their  .Lordships, . have  any  correspondence  or 
footing  in  these  nations,  although  the  French  have  endeavoured 
frequently  to  obtain  it  by  every  means  in  their  power.  In  the 
year  1146,  the  Choctaws  declared  war  against  the  French  and 
killed  several  of  them,  and  a little  time  after  the  head  king  sent 
down  his  brother  to  Charles-Town,  to  make  a treaty  of  peace 
with  this  ■ government,  where  in  the  presence  of  the  principal 
people  of  Carolina  and  the  headmen  of  the  nation  of  the  Choc- 
taws, a perpetual  league  was  entered  into.  Since  which  time 
the  French  have  allured  some  of  them  from  our  interest,  procured 
the  king  to  be  murdered  and  also  several  of  our  traders,  yet  the 
greater  part  of  that  nation  continue  firm -to  our  interest,  and  pray 
His  Majesty’s  protection  against  their  enemies,  the  French. 

There  are  no  other  Indians  excepting  those  named  between 
this  and  the  Mississippi  river,  except  one  or  two  little  tribes  con- 
sisting of  a few  men  each;  he  would  observe  also  that  the  na- 
tions called  Catawbas,  Creeks,  Chickesaws,  Ac.,  are  some  times 
called  by  other  names,  Ac.  , but  not  to  be  too  tedious,  would  come 
at  once  to  the  subject  of  the  encroachments. 

Without  pretending  that  the  charter  t$jf  Charles  II.,  could  give 
any  right  to  Europeans  in  prejudice  to  the  Indians,  he  considers 
their  best  titles  to  this  country  are  the  contracts  and  purchases 
which  they  have  made  from  the  Indians,  and  the  possession  which 
they  took  of  the  country  at  a time  when  no  other  Europeans  en- 
tertained any  thoughts  of  it,  nor  for  a hundred  years  previously 
may  be  pleaded  as  a bar  of  the  pretentions  of  any  other  p wc\ 
Trusts  their  Lordships  will  coincide  with  him  in  opinion  that 
Mobile,  the  Albania  fort  and  several  other  forts  which  he  enume- 
rates, all  belonging  to  the  French,  and  within  the  limits  of  tie- 
charter  of  this  Province,  are  encroachments  upon  their  boundaries, 
as  also  St.  Marks  and  Pensacola,  both  in  the  bay  of  Mexico  and 
claimed  by  the  Spaniards.  Gives  sundry  reasons  why  the  pos- 
session of  Pensacola  would  be  of  the  highest  importance  to  His 
Majesty,  and  to  strengthen  the  title  still  more,  informs  their  Lord- 
ships  that  all  the  country  thereabouts  was  conquered  by  them  in 
the  year  1 T 03,  in  a war  with  tin'  Apalatchi  Indians,  at  a tine* 
when  they  were  at  enmity  with  both  France  and  Spain. 

L'>oks  upon  the  charters  of  King  Charles  as  their  best  tenure 
against-  any  Europeans,  and  therefore  will  look  a little  more  mi- 
nutely into  the  matter.  Has  already  observed  that  several  En- 
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glish  families  were  settled  in  this  country,  with  the  free  consent 
and  by  the  invitation  of  these  Indians,  even  before  the  date  of 
these  charters,  viz:  about  loo 3,  the  charters  bearing  date  1662-3 
and  1665;  the  limits  are  from  thirty-six  and  a half  degrees  north 
latitude  to  twenty-nine  inclusive  north  latitude,  and  from  the  At- 
lantic Ocean  on  the  east  to  the  South  seas  westerly. 

In  the  year  1667,  a treaty  of  peace  was  concluded  at  Breda, 
between  Great  Britain  and  France,  not  many  years  after  we  had 
publicly  taken  possession  of  this  country,  in  which  it  was  stipu- 
lated that  they  shall  no  more  molest  one  another  in  any  port  of 
the  world  ichaUoever.  There  are  several  other  stipulations  with  re- 
gard to  St.  Christophers  and  some  other  places  which  were  to  be 
restored  to  the  Kings  of  Great  Britain  and  France  respectively, 
as  they  were  possessed  by  them  before  the  1st  of  Jan.,  1665,  and 
no  notice  being  taken  of  this  country  in  the  said  treaty,  of  which 
we  were  in  possession  long*  before,  so  that  it  is  a good  sign  there 
was  no  dispute  about  it.  In  like  manner  a treaty  of  peace  and 
good  correspondence  in  America  was  concluded  'between  the  said 
two  Crowns  in  1686,  by  which  it  was  agreed  that  tbe  Governors 
and  subjects  belonging  to  either  should  not  molest  the  subjects  of 
the  other.  Ac. 

That  the  country  of  Carolina,  bounded  as  above  said,  was  at 
that  time  and  for  years  before,  a government  under  the  jurisdic- 
ti  ' the  King  of  Great  Britain  needs  no  proof,  and  it  is  equal- 
ly true  that  from  the  year  1665,  when  the  French  were,  destroyed 
by  the  Spaniards,  or  at  least  from  the  year  1567,  when  Gorgues 
took  a private  revenge,  till  the  time  of  this  treaty,  which  is  one 
hundred  and  tw<  nty  yt  ars,  no  Frenchman  1 . d ever  b en  within, 
the  limits  of  our  charter.  It  is  not  to  be  omitted  that  Louis  XIV. 
in  1684,  sent  Mens.  La  Salle  into  the  bay  of  Mexico  in  order  to 
discover  the  bay  of  the  Mississippi,  which  he  immagined  he  did 
in  the  year  1686,  but  the  mouth  of  that  river  F within  trie  limits 
of  our  charter;  he  was' murdered  by  some  of  his  people  in  1687, 
and  all  the  rest  returned  to  Quebec  in  1688.  Things  remained 
much  in  the  same  state  until  1712,  when  the  same  King  granted 
to  Mons.  Crozart  a great  part  of  this  country  under  the  name  of 
Louisiana;  this  took  place  but  a few  days  after  the  suspension 
of  arms  had  been  agreed  to  between  Great  Britain  and  France,  a 
great  proof  of  the  perfidy  of  the  latter  nation. 

Equally  unjustifiable  and  contrary  to  treaties,  would  it  be  for 
the  Spaniards  to  lay  any  claim  or  to  pretend  to  any  part  within 
our  limits,  for  in  1667  a treaty  was  concluded  at  Madrid  between 
the  Crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  by  which  a firm  confed- 
eration was  agreed  to  be  observed  inviolably  between  their  res- 
pective dominions  and  the  territories  belonging  to  each,  but  no 
express  mention  was  made  of  America,  nor  are  the  words  “ in 
any  part  of  Hi*' world  ichattioeuer**  made  use  of.  But  lest  that  it 
should  be  thought  that  he  was  inclined  to  strain  that  treaty  to 
make  it  applicable  to  this  Province,  he  begs  to  observe  that  in 
1670  another  treaty  was  concluded  between  Great  Britain  and 
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Spain,  expressly  for  accommodating  differences  and  settling-  a 
peace  in  America,  which  is  called  the  American  treaty,  and  tee 
in  the  very  first  article  of  that  treaty,  the  preceding*  one  of  Km 7 
is  ratified  and  continued,  which  would  not  have  been  done  had 
not  the  one  made  three  years  antecedently,  no  reference  to  Ameri- 
ca. Moreover,  whereas 'the  English  before-  this  time  had  exercis- 
ed a right  to  sail  indiscriminately  to  any  part  of  America  or  the 
the  West  Indi'-s,  by  this  last  treaty  it  was  stipulated  in  favour 
of  the  King-  of  Spain,  and  to  secure  .to  that  Prince  the  trade  of 
tl  ■ ■ countries  in  t > ssession  1 >f  his  sul jec ts,  that  English 
jeers  should-  forbear  to  sail  to  or  traffic  in  the  ports  and  havens 
that  have  for  Eli  cations  and  magazines : and  in  favour  of  the  En- 
glish, it  was  stipulated  that  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs 
and  successors,  should  always  possess  full  rights  or  sovereignty, 
Ac.,  over  all  the  lands,  colonies,  Ac.,  which  the  said  King 
and  his  said  subjects  now  hold,  Ac.,  Ac.  About  80  is.  pp  17b 
to  196. 

1750-1.]  A statement  of  the  particular  services  of  Abraham 
Bosomworth,  reduced  Ensign  in  General  Oglethorpe's  late  Regi- 
ment of  Foot. 

In  the  year  1743,  he  was  employed  in  the  mag-azine  at  Frederi- 
ca, from  whence  the  store  keeper  delivered  presents  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  Indians  in  alliance  with  the  British  interest  in 
K.mth-Can  >li»u  and  Georgia.  He  afterwards  headed  and  led  to 
war  large  parties  of  the  Indians  against  the  Spaniards  in  Florida 
with  considerable  success,  acquiring  great  power  and  authority 
anmng  the  said  Indians,  who  distinguished  him  by  the  title  uf  the 
great  warrior,  at  the  general  assembly  of  the  Coweta  Town,  and 
by  being  frequently  among  them,  became  thoroughly  conversant 
with  their  language,  customs,  Ac. 

In  the  year  1747,  intelligence  was  received  that  the  lives  and 
properties  of  His  Majesty’s  subjects  in  South-Carolina  and  Geor- 
gia, were  greatly  endangered  by  a rupture  with  the  Creeks,  Ac., 
which  information  so  alarmed  the  inhabitants  of  South-Carolina. 
that  they  applied  to  Governor  Glen  for  a proper  person  to  be  sent 
up  to  confer  with  the  chiefs,  and  endeavour  to  bring  about  a r< - 
cmieiiiatkm,  but  this  was  so  hazardous  an  enterprise,  that  no  one 
W'  uid  entertain  it  without  a considerable  reward,  and  a security 
1 -i*  provision  f-r  his  family  in  the  event  of  his  being  cut  off. 

Appi motion  being  made  at  the  same  time  by  the  people  of 
Or- ■•rgui.  Mr.  II  som  worth  undertook  the  affair,  receiving  an  ap- 
pointment tr«>m  the  commanding  officer  as  agent,  and  as  there 
was  no  land  to  meet  the  expenses,  he,  the  said  Bosomworth, 
agreed  to  supply  horses,  presents  and  everything  necessary  tor 
the  journey,  as  the  sending  to  Charles-Town  would  have  br<  n 
atomled  with  too  much  delay,)  on  promise  of  the  same  being 
reimbursed  To  The  amount  ot  dL.349,  besides  a reward  to  be  given 
him  for  his  services.  He  then  proceeded  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly at  the  Coweta  Town,  where  he  found  the  Indians  greatly 
incensed  at  the  English,  incited  by  the  insinuations  of  the  French. 
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They  however,  received  him  with  the  greatest  honor  and  he  was 
enabled  .successfully  to  accommodate  these  animosities. 

[ the  chief  [he  French  emissaries  t be  deli i r- 
ed  up  to  him  and  the  rest  to  he  expelled  from  the  nation,  and 
prevailed  upon  the  Emperor  and  one  hundred  of  the  headmen  to 
go  down  to  Frederica  and  enter  into  a further  treaty  of  peace, 
promising  them  a continuance  of  presents,  Ac.  The  Emperor’s 
request  being  that  the  said  Bosom  worth  should  go  to  England  to 
represent  the  same  to  His  Majesty,  and  the  commanding  officer 
coinciding  with  the  same,  he  embarked  at  Ciuirles-Town,  (South- 
Carolina,)  in  January,  1747-8,  and  upon  his  arrival,  delivered 
particular  accounts  thereof  from  the  commanding  officer  to  the 
Duke  of  Bedf  >rd  an  i in  regard  to  the  petitions  and  representa- 
tions sent  over  from  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,-  His  Majesty 
directed  that  goods  should  be  purchased  and  sent  over  for  distri- 
bution to  the  Indians  in  alliance  with  the  Provinces  of  South- 
Carolina  and  Georgia,  the  said  distribution  to  be  made  jointly 
by  a person  appointed  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly 
of  South-Carolina,  and  another  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for 
Georgia. 

The  Secretary  at  War  having  recommended  Mr.  Bosom  worth 
as  a fitting  person  for  that  office,  and  being  recommended 
by  the  Duke  of  Bedford  to  the  Governor,  &c.,  of  South- 
Carolina,  he  was  appointed  agent  for  that  service,  Ac.,  Ac. 

As  in  this  duty  he  incurred  considerable  expenses  amounting 
to  J.372  Ss.  2d.,  particulars  of  which  are  annexed  to  his  memo- 
rial to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  which  he- thought  proper  to 
disburse  out  of  his  private  fortune,  lest  the  tranquility  of  the 
Province  might  be  endangered  by  the  neglect  thereof,  and  as  the 
Province  of  South-Carolina  had  fixed  no  salary,  he  applied  to 
them  to  reimburse  him  his  expenses  on  that  occasion,  and  allow 
him  what  they  thought  proper  for  his  services;  but  the  memorial 
had  no  success,  by  reason  that  they  believed  that  the  sum  of 
<£267  16s  2d.,  paid  him  by  the  warrant  of  the  Lords  of  the  Trea- 
sury for  his  services  in  the  Creek  nation,  in  the  year  1747.  was  a 
satisfaction  for  this  subsequent  service,  arid  not  being  able  lon- 
ger to  support  himself  on  this  public  service,  out  of  his  private 
fortune,  he  obtained  the  leave  of  the  Governor  to  come  to  Eng- 
land and  solicit  a proper  stipend  for  his  future  support.  .Sent  to 
Governor  Glen  12th  March,  1750-1.  (About  26  Is.)  p 197. 

1751.  June  23.  South-Carolina.  J Letter  of  Governor  Glen  to 
[the  Duke  of  Bedford.]  Acknowledges  his  communication  of  the 
12th  of  March,  and  will  relate  all  that  he  is  cognizant  of,  con- 
cerning the  Spanish  ships  and  money  wrecked  on  the  coast  of 
North-Carol ina.  Some  time  after  the  money  was  saved  out  of 
these  ships,  accounts  were  brought  to  this  Province  that  it  was 
actually  embargoed  in  North-Oarolina,  upon  the  applieari  n of 
some  \ irginia  and  Pennsylvania  merchants,  until  advice  could 
be  received  from  Great  Britain,  whether  it  could  be  lawfully  made 
liable  to  the  claims  of  His  Majesty's  subjects  fur  their  ships

seized  in  America,  by  the  Spaniards,  after  the  time  limited  for 
captures  stipulated  bv  the  Crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain: 
upon  which  Mr.  Hume,  a merchant  of  this  place,  thinking  that 
he  and  his  partners  had  an  equal  right  with  the  merchants  above 
alluded  to,  represented  his  case  to  the  Attorney-General  of  North 
Carolina,  sending-  him  a power  of  Attorney  to  acton  their  behalf, 
and  obtained  from  him  (the  writer)  a . letter,  as  is  usual  in  such 
cases,  mentioning  him  as  an  inhabitant  of  the  Province.  Copy 
of  this  letter  is  enclosed,  &c.,  Ac. 

Before  he  received  his  Grace’s  letter  of  January  last,  recom- 
mending him  to  use  endeavours  to  recover  any  of  the  Spanish 
money  carried  off  by  a vessel  from  X orth-C arolina , in  case  it  was 
brought  into  this  Province,  he  had  sent  to  the  officers. of  the  re- 
spective p >rts  ; keep  a strict  watch,  Ac.  whi  h c<  irse  he  pur- 
sued until  he  learned  that  the  money  was  got  by  Lieut.

CATAWBA  LANGUAGE, 

WITH  SOME 

Remarks  on  its  Grammar,  Construction  and  Pronunciation, 

By  OSCAR  M.  LIBBER. 

State  Geologist  of  S.  C. 


During  part  of  the  year  1856,  I had  as  a camp-servant,  a 
Catawba  Indian  and  occasionally  amused  myself  in  the  even- 
ing’s, after  the  day’s  field  duties  in  the  State  geological  survey  of 
South-Carolma  were  over,  by  noting  do%vn  some  words  of  his 
language — a linguistic  study  which  may  well  be  considered  par- 
donable. only  as  a recreation,  when  it  is  known  that  the  Catawba 
nation  at  present  numbers  but  fifty  human  beings,  men,  women 
and  children.  Nevertheless,  since  this  once  powerful  tribe  is  thus 
rapidly  passing  away,  owing  to  debauchery  and  disease — for 
they  have  always  been  on  amicable  terms  with  the  whites,  and 
the  rifles  of  the  latter  are  not  among  the  causes  of  extermination 
— there  may  be  those  to  whom  the  subject  may  not  appear 
unworthy  of  preservation.  I am  informed  that  nothing  has  ever 
been  written  on  this  Indian  tongue,  and  there  may  be  a period 
when  its  omission  might  be  regarded  with  regret  by  the  Ameri- 
can philologist. 

To  endeavor  to  lay  bare  all  the  intricate  lab  ary  nth  of  an  In- 
dian grammar  is  not  my  object.  All  that  I propose  to  do,  is  to 
give  the  words  which  I learnt,  to  point  out  some  perceptible 
derivations  of  words,  to  explain  their  pronunciation,  and  to  show 
the  little  that  it  was  possible  to  learn  regarding  the  gramma- 
tical construction  of  sentences. 

A knowledge  of  other  Indian  languages  would  be  necessary 
to  point  out  the  more  important  features,  and  this  I do  not 
possess.  The  difficulty  of  the  study  of  the  Catawba  is  increased 
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by  the  fact,  that,  as  it  is  very  evident  in,  some  instances,  many 
words  are  lost,  while  others  are  modified,  or  applied  to  .other 
than  the  original  object,  by  constant  contact  with  so  different  a 
language  as  our  own.  An  instance  of  the  former  we  find  In  the 
word  co-yie-he-r'h,  good,  the  comparative  of  which  is  him-bmr  me 
rak-e-dek,  and  thee  superlative  hnn-baar  me-ruh-hlr,  for  now  they 
possess  no  word  him-baar  for  our  “ good,”  although  we  still  find 
him-baar  or  himMgh, • employed  as  the  affirmative,  “ yes.’7 

With  regard  to  the  conjugation  of  the  verbs,  two  prominent- 
difficulties  exist  in  seeking  to  obtain  correct  information  in 
another  language  from  an  illiterate  person.  In  the  first-  place, 
how  is  one  to  describe  to  him  the  present,  past  and  future?  'Take 
for  instance  the  verb  to  kill.  “ I kill  ” is  di-guak , but  bow  do 
we  know  that  di-guah  may  not  mean  “ I arn  killing?”  Di-quan 
tareh  is  the  past  ; but  whether  it  is  the  perfect  or  imperfect,  it  is 
difficult  to  say.  The  probability,  however,  is  that  tareh 
“ have 77  in  this  application,  and  that  this  is  therefore  the  perfect. 
The  imperative  is  du-k'd-Pt-ddi;  but  it  would  rather  seem  from 
other  cases  that  da  means  “ go,”  and  that  therefore  da-kb-a-dkh 
signifies  “go  kill.” 

As  a rule,  it  appears  that  tareh  signifies  the  past,  and  horeh  the 
future,  though  in  some  verbs  as  in  de-tchahn-tieh , I eat,  the  past 
is  irregular : — ehah nch e-reh,  and  in  others  the  irregularity  is 
found  in  the  future,.  dl?g ua-wah-sa u-u'd-reh.}  I shall  kill,  and  darsb-i- 
rechn-d~th,  I shall  play. 

I generally  found  it  most  convenient  to  place  a substantive 
with  the  verb,  so  that  the  sentence  would  appear  more  complete 
to  the  Indian.  Here  again,  however,  a difficulty  occurred,  for  it 
is  customary  with  them  to  cut  up  words  most  barbarously,  and 
either  to  leave  a part  of  it  only  to  indicate  its  presence  in  the 
sentence,  or  else  to  splice  the  mutilated  portion  into  it  in  the  m-wt 
singular  way — not  unlike  the  German  in  fact.  As  an  instance 
the  former,  I might  give  the  sentence:  “Da  wheet  haak-pri 

honeh”  “Go  saddle  the  horse;”  literally,  “Go  horse  saddle  pm 
In  this  u'heet  stands  for  wheetsanguayeh,  which  is  the  word  r'.-r 
horse,  and  hack-pang  ibr  haak-pang-hay,  saddle. 

A feature  which  appeared  to  me  very  singular,  is  tlw 
fact,  that  even  now  it  is  easy  to  perceive  the  derivation 
words,  and  these  are  not  those  alone  which  relate  to  m \ 
objects,  and  for  which,  since  the  appearance  of  the  whiu 
they  had  to  create  new  words,  like  the  Creek  word  tchob - 
horse,  from  tvhoco , deer,  and  locco,  large.  Thus  wc  have  in.po 
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yatchah , toe,  from  ihm-puh,  foot,  and  yatchah,  a designation  which 
is  common  to  toe  and  finger,  for  finger  is  called  eek-sa-ya-tchah, 
eek-sah  or  eek-seh  signifying  “arm.”  Eek-rieh  peh  is  dnah,  from 
eek-seh , arm,  and  pieh,  alone.  A fine  instance  is  wld-kd-no-no- 
sclng-iei-ht-rth,  yellow,  from  v;ht-ka-noh,  egg,  meaning  therefore 
egg-colored.  In  other  cases,  a derivation  is  not  so  manifest, 
although  also  discernable.  Thus  the  moon  is  termed  imk-too- 
tcka-o-iceh,  evidently  derived  from  nuh-teh,  sun,  and  v:eet-teha-wah, 
night  or  darkness.  Strange  to  say,  star,  icapitnoh,  is  literally 
little  sky  or  -styling,  perhaps  child  of  the  sky,  for  sky  is  v:apit, 
and  noh  is  the  diminutive,  a3  tangseh,  dog;  tangsehnoh,  puppy; 
Jiopkeh,  cat;  hopkehnoh , kitten;  though  we  have  also  a diminu- 
tive termination  nuh,  as  in  vnd-da-hi-nuh,  calf,  from  v:\d-da-yah, 
cow.  Wuss-in-tbo-tb-hek,  dirt-dobber,  is  very  evidently  derived 
from  ivuss,  wasp,  and  ihn-tdh,  clay,  while  with  equal  certainty  is 
wtet-tchd-icd/M'eh,  evening,  derived  from  udnMpkaricah,  night. 
Whether  or  not  the  bb-yeh  in  ici-db-bd-yeh,  a deer,  may  have  re- 
ference to  the  root  of  the  word  for  gun,  (gun  being  termed  bb-hth) 
and  may  therefore  mean  the  animal  that  shoots  or  dashes  past,  I 
am  unable  to  say.  That  yai-tro-vEih,  baby,  is  derived  from  t-bl-ro- 
tcah,  little,  is  self-evident,  and  it  is  also  very  plain  that  itarorcah  is 
connected  with  taro , large,  meaning,  indeed,  that  which  is  not 
large,  unlarge.  Thus  also  is  ugly,  conehao.reh,  derived  from 
conehoreh,  g*ood,  and  onekaareh , not,  meaning  therefore  not  good, 
not  pretty.  Xepetoosehaapreh,  panther,  is  composed  of  tooseh, 
tail,  haapreh  long  and  nepe,  which  may  be  a part  of  the  word  for 
beast— the  long-tailed  beast  therefore. 

For  many  simple  things  two  words  are  used,  as  rice,  gusreraak 
taa/dscheh,  from  gusseraak,  wheat,  and  taaktcheh,  white;  and  these 
should  not  he  mistaken  for  one  word,  difficult  as  it  is  to  find  out 
the  divisions  of  words. 

The  pronunciation  of  this  language  is  peculiar,  and  presents 
a great  variety,  although  in  this  it  may  not  differ  from  other  In- 
dian tongues,  with  which,  as  already  remarked,  I am  unacquaint- 
ed. Most  noticeable  to  me  appeared  the  nasal  sound  indicated 
by  italics  in  the  vocabulary  in  such  words  as  i-scang,  head;  tang- 
seh,  dog;  seang-treh , white  man;  scang-$eh>  hair,  and  wongh,  arrow; 
and  the  strong  German  gutteral  ch  as  in  hsh-ieh-se-reh,  I cook,  or 
-■  I go.  The  pronunciation  of  the  ch  se  two 

words  is,  however,  somewhat  different  The  second  is  the  Ger- 
man sound  exactly;  the  first  is  spoken  more  through  the  nose, 
42 
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but  is  by  far  the  most  common  of  the  two.  In  the  vocabulary 
this  is  spelt  with  a simple  ch,  while  the  tch  sound  which  occurs 
in  our  word  “ cheese  " is  indicated  by  tch.  This  is  a very  com- 
mon sound.  We  have  it  in  t-tch-vczh,  pine;  ti'i-tchXet-Mh.  plum ; 
yd-ic'Uch-tcha-hdh,  girl,  and  a great  number  of  other  words.  A 
very  singular,  but  not  so  common  sound  is  that  heard  in  the  word 
he-hun,  screech-owl,  which  resembles  the  one  emitted  when  a sr  me 
is  cast  into  water,  and  may  be  onomatopoetie  as  the  word  ichai- 
hue-ydn-eh , whip-poor-will,  certainly  is.  Besides  this  peculiar 
pronunciation  of  the  i 1,  we  have  a short  u as  in  cus,  corn,  pro- 
nounced precisely  like  the  German  “ kuss,”  and  the  broad  u as 
in  soot,  house,  which  is  prolonged  more  than  in  the  English 
words  “ cook  " or  “ book.”  A seems  to  be  the  only  other  vowel 
which  has  a peculiar  pronunciation,  if  we  except  the  nasal  o in 
icongh,  also  perhaps,  onomatopoetie  in  reference  to  the  sound  of 
a flying  arrow,  and  that  peculiar  prolonged  o in  dbivote.  A is 
frequently  pronounced  very  broad,  as  in  a-ge-rddp,  they,  the  others, 
hoo-iedat , now;  haap,  up;  padksaing,  rabbit.  The  sound  ai, really 
a passage  from  the  broad  a to  e is  rare,  but  occurs  for  example 
in  edi-yah,  turtle,  and  yaif.ro wok,  baby. 

One  might  suppose,  that  catching  the  sound  of  a foreign  lan- 
guage would  be  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world,  but  the  fact  that 
foreign  accents  are  so  common  to  all  who  learn  a new  language, 
proves  that  this  is  not  the  case.  In  a tongue,  however, 
where  one  word  is  so  frequently  drawn  into  another,  this  is  pe- 
culiarly the  case.  By  making  my  Indian  tutor  repeat  his  words 
slowly,  I sought  to  remedy  the  evil,  although  there  again  a dif- 
ficulty arose;  for  he  having  been  accustomed  to  hear  them 
rapidly  spoken,  the  slow  pronunciation  appeared,  even  to  him. 
a wrong  one.  In  English,  the  word  “been”  is  commonly  pro- 
nounced “ bin,”  and  one,  who  had  only  heard  it  thus  rapidly  spo- 
ken and  did  not  know  its  orthography,  would  scarcely  be  able 
to  speak  it  slowly,  or,  if  he  did,  would  probably  make  it  sound 
like  “binne.”  I need  scarcely  here  allude  to  the  additionally 
most  difficult  task  of  inventing  an  orthography  for  such  odd 
sounding  words  as  do-we-te,  irongh  or  he-hun , when  description 
even  fails  to  explain  the  pronunciation. 

We  will  now  proceed  to  the  vocabulary  in  which  it  will  l o 
proper  to  make  such  divisions  only  as  will  separate  the  various 
parts  of  speech.

As  already  remarked,  it  is  very  difficult  to  discover  the  rules 
for  conjugating  the  verbs,  although  with  the  assistance  of  the 
irregularly  used  auxiliary,  a regular  conjugation  may  be  made 
which  is  intelligible  to  the  Catawbas  themselves.  To  discover 
any  hidden  rules  in  the  correct  conjugation,  where  such  a mere 
handful  of  words  is  known,  is  almost  impossible.  Without  there- 
fore premising  any  further  remarks,  I shall  give  the  conjugations 
of  several  verbs,  some  of  them  with  substantives,  as  I heard 
them  from  my  Indian  instructor.

Many  of  the  apparent  irregularities  are  probably  ascribable  to 
the  separation  of  words  and  the  transposition  of  the  syllables. 
Another  cause  may  be  the  ease  with  which  they  replace  one  eon- 
sonant  by  another,  a fact  which  the  reader  cannot  have  failed  to 
observe  upon  various  occasions.  That  rowels  alone  should  ac- 
quire any  importance  in  the  language,  which  is  spoken  without 
moving  the  lips  perceptibly  on  any  occasion,  is  very  natural.  All 
the  labial  sounds  are  lost  of  at  least  subdued,  and  gutterals  or 
nasal  sounds  alone  remain. 

The  suppression  of  syllables,  to  which  I have  already  once 
had  occasion  to  allude,  is  also  a potent  cause  for  apparent  irre- 
gularity in  the  conjugation  of  verbs.  The  terminations  reh , dek, 
'nek,  seh,  perhaps  might  more  properly  be  termed  appendages  of 
words,  added  for  the  purpose  only  of  giving  that  peculiar  Indian 
aspirative  ending.  These  are  therefore  very  generally  dropped 
when  another  word  follows.  We  have  an  instance  in  the  follow- 
ing regular  verb  n heepsek , I catch  in  the  first  person  singular  of 
the  future,  the  imperative  and  the  participle.

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The  “ ihreh  ” of  the  participle  icheep-ikreh  is  evidently  the 
same  as  “ yeehereli  ” in  the  past  participle  of  the  verb  nemosah , 
nemosakyeehereh.  Indeed,  but  little  distinction  can  be  drawn 
between  the  two  when  pronounced  by  an  Indian  mouth.  That 
the  two  verbs,  although  both  regular,  do  not  agree  in  the  impera- 
tive is  not  surprising. 

Of  an  approach  to  a declension  I have  not  been  able  to  per- 
ceive any  thing  in  the  Catawba  language,  The  yaaheketckeh  and 
yaaiceketcheh  used  for  yaaketchek  in  the  first  and  second  persons 
plural  of  the  sentence  yaaketchek  cledeh  nemosah  has  nothing  to 
do  with  declining,  for  we  find  it  omitted  in  the  third  person  plu- 
ral. Besides  it  is  different  in  the  two  persons,  and  corresponds 
with  the  yaadeketcheh  and  yaayeketcheh  sometimes  used  in  the 
first  and  second  persons  singular  of  the  present  tense.  The  in- 
sertion of  the  syllables  de,  ye,  he,  and  we,  have  no  connection  with 
any  thing  but  the  persons  of  the  verb,  in  other  words  only  with 
dedeh,  yeyey,  do-ivote  and  wewer. 

The  comparisons  are  very  regular,  and  are  always  made  by 
the  addition  of  the  adverbs  more,  me-raaedeh  and  most,  meraaher. 
The  only  irregular  adjective  that  I am  acquainted  with  is  cone - 
horeh.  already  mentioned.

In  closing  these  remarks,  I feel  as  if  erecting  somewhat  of  a 
posthumous  monument  to  this  Indian  tongue,  for  the  rapid  pro- 
gress of  mortality  will  soon  sweep  away  the  sparse  remnant  of 
the  tribe — a singular  instance  of  the  inability  of  the  red  race  to 
continue  prosperous  in  the  presence  of  the  whites,  even  when  in 
a state  of  amity  ; for  no  instance  is  on  record  of  the  Catawbas 
having  taken  up  arms  against  us.  On  the  contrary,  during  the  re- 
volution, when  they  were  a powerful  tribe  and  could  muster  many 
warriors,  they  assisted  the  South-Carolina  troops  to  the  best  of 
their  ability.  And  yet,  poor  fellows,  a generation  more  and  they 
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and  their  language  will  be  among  the  things  that  were.  It  cam 
not  fail,  to  surprise  us  that,  dwindling  away  as  they  do  so  per- 
ceptibly, their  peculiar  tongue  should  still  have  been  preserved. 
Even  now,  however,  their  papooses  learn  no  English  until 
they  arrive  at  the  age  of  ten  or  twelve,  and  I found  stout  boys 
and  girls  who  did  not  even  understand  a word.  Nevertheless 
the  present  adults  are  conscious  of  having  lost  many  words  and 
frequently  tell  you  that : ‘‘The  old  ones,  (now  dead,)  knowed  a 
heap  more.” 

In  conclusion,  I would  respectfully  solicit  some  indulgence  for 
the  hasty  manner  in  which  this  article  was  penned.  The  tent 
was  my  study  at  the  time.  But  possibly  the  sylvan  camp  was 
really  the  most  suitable  spot  in  which  to  write  these  brief  notes 
on  the  language  of  an  Indian  tribe,  once  perhaps  the  most  pow- 
erful in  South-Carolina,  now  represented  only  by  a few  families, 
and  soon  to  be  obliterated  entirely.  It  is  not  only  a dead  lan*
